size give symbolic interpretation of 
the place such organizations hold in 
modem life and illustrate their func- 
tions.

Asks More Room 
For Trade School 


Supt. of Schools Warren has recom- 
mended that the automobile shop of 
the Newton Trade School be given 
additional space at the garage build- 
ing in Newtonville owned by Horace 
Orr. There are 49 students at the 
automobile school and two instruc- 
tors. Of the students 19 are non-resi 
dents of Newton. The city received 
$220 each for their tuition. The com- 
munities where these boys reside pay 
this tuition. According to State rulea 
there must be an instructor for each 
1C students, so another instructor will 
have to be appointed. According to 
Mr. Warren’s figures if the city does 
not enlarge the shop and get another 
instructor, it will have to cease in- 
structing the 19 non-resident pupils, 
and the actual cost to Newton will 
bo about $240 more for the coming 
year, than if the added space and 
instructor are provided. The net cost 
to the city of the automobile shop 
L only the 30 Newton students are 
instructed will be $56S1.92. The cost, 
if the added space and another l i- 
structor aie provided, will be $5442. 
Ti e State pays half the cost of con- 
ducting the school.

Newton maintained its reputation as 
a bulwark of the Republican party on 
Tuesday whr*n it gave most of the 
G. O. P. candidates more than double 
the votes received by their Democra- 
tic opponents. Despite the fact that 
fewer automobiles were in evidence 
as being used by party workers, the 
voters came out in huge numbers. Out 
of a total registration of 36.912, the 
numbers of votes cast in the city 
was 34,634; a little less than 94^. In 
192S the percentage was 96. and in 
1932 it was 94. Governor Landon 
polled more than twice the number of 
votes received by President Roosevelt, 
but he ran behind the vote given to 
several of the candidates on the State 
ticket. He received 21,936 and Roose- 
velt 10,634. Leverett Saltonstall re- 
ceived the highest vote. 24.155 for 
Lieutenant Governor; Kelly was given 
9327. Haigis’ vote was 22,603 and Hur- 
ley 10,166 for Governor. Forte re- 
ceived 21.990 for Attorney General, 
and Paul Dever, who ran ahead of the 
State ticket, was given 11,038. 

Robert Luce, in his successful at- 
tempt to score a comeback, polled 20,- 
830 votes to Russell’s 11.335, the larg- 
est vote for any Democratic candi- 
date. Frank Brooks, for the Govern- 
or’s Council, polled 22.874. and his 
opponent. Carroll. 9169. helping to give 
Brooks an eventual plurality of more 
than 20.000. Hollis, for State Senator, 
was given 23,173 votes and Flynn 
9510, in Newton as the former 
swamped his rival in the district. In 
the Representative contests Baker and 
Brimblecom won by large majorities in 
the 4th District over Akins and Guzzi 
despite vigorous contests waged by the 
two Aldermen who believed they 
could succeed where other Democrats 
had failed. Akins and Guzzi received 
almost an identical number of votes; 


Akins polled 128 more votes than Guz- 
zi in his home precinct, 2 of Ward 1. 
and Guzzi got 235 more votes than 
Akins in his bailiwick, precincts 1 and 
3 of Ward 3, to even the honors be- 
tween these colleagues. Baker was 
high man with 9548. Brimblecom n - 
ceived 90.85, Akins 5681, Guzzi 5692. In 
the 5th Representative District, Luit- 
wieler and Francis outstripped Abrey 
and Kneeland, their Democratic op- 
ponents. Francis received 10,804; 
Luitwieler, 10,598; Abrey, 3334 ; 
Kneeland. 3450. A surprising number 
of blanks were found on the ballots. 
Either the voters got tired, or didn't 
know they had to vote for two. 

The Republican candidates for coun- 
ty offices all received big majorities 
in Newton in their successful efforts 
for reelection. Energetic work for 
Rose and FitzPatrick did not result in 
obtaining as many votes for them as 
were cast for other Democrats on the 
ballot. For County Commissioners, 
Bowditch received 20.105 votes and 
Wardwell 19.959. FitzPatrick re- 
ceived S622 and Rose 8102. For County 
Treasurer. Hatfield polled 23.066, and 
Mackey 9288. For Clerk of Courts the 
Republican nominee. McKinnon, to- 
talled 22,523 and Ford 9752. 

The referenda on liquor licenses 
resulted in one victory for the "drys” 
and two for the "wets.’’ The “dry” 
victory was a minor one — on the ques- 
tion of granting licenses for the dis- 
pensing of all alcoholic liquors on the 
premises. Only one such license is in 
force in Newton, that to Alice Ober- 
shaw at 321 Washington st., Newton, 
except that four club licenses will in 
1937 be limited to malt and wine 
liquors, those of the Newton Lodge 
of Elks. Brap Burn Club, Woodland 
Golf Club and the Charles River Golf

THE PEOPLE’S VERDICT

He has the ability, training, and foresight to use 
his talents in valuable service to the citizens of Massachusetts.

50 YEARS AGO 

Newton Graphic, November 6, 1886

There is talk of forming a camera 
club among those interested in ama- 
teur photography.

The Newton Boat Club fair and 
evening entertainments will be held 
at Armory Hall on December 9, 10 
and 11, afternoons and evenings. Tbe 
attractions will be different from the 
usual run of fairs, unique and enter- 
taining. Henry Churchill of Auburn- 
dale and Sydney Harwood of Newton 
are the managers. 
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The results of t lie election on Tues- 
day were amazing to a large majority 
of t lie citizens of Newton, one of the 
outstanding Republican strongholds 
of the country. A large proportion 
of Newton Republicans sincerely be- 
lieved Governor London would win. 
Few had any idea that President 
Roosevelt's victory would be so over- 
whelming. Persons who can reason 
and will reason must now realize that 
most of the people of the United 
States favor the political and economic 
changes inaugurated under President 
Roosevelt and popularly referred lo 
as the “New Deal." The appeals for 
a return to so-called “rugged indi- 
vidualism” failed. But, we believe 
that President Roosevelt possesses 
sufficient common sense to know that 
the prodigal spending which the Fed 
eral Government has indulged in for 
over three years, cannot he contin- 
ued indefinitely without plunging tills 
country into ruin. We believe that 
Mr. Roosevelt will take action to stop 
many of the abuses which have char 
acterized some of the administration 
activities, that ho will cause t lie ces- 
sation of lucrative salaries (or wages) 
to favored persons on PWA, WPA and 
other activities, in recently estab- 
lished bureaus; in bonus payments 
under the AAA for non-production of 
agricultural crops, and other such ex- 
penditures which have lavished bene- 
fits on many at the expense of others 
By doing this, millions who need re- 
lief can lie given more aid from the 
government, and millions who have 
been struggling to remain independent 
will lie kept off the relief rolls by the 
lessening of the tax burdens to which 
they have been and are subjected. 

The Republican party has been too 
much under the control of certain 
powerful elements who would not ad- 
mit that times and conditions have 
changed, who tried to delude them 
selves and others that tin* old order 
could be continued. If the rank and 
file of Republicans desire to regain 
the prestige and influence the party 
formerly possessed, they will have to 
liberalize. This country will need a 
conservative party, but such a party 
will have to adjust its doctrines to 
modern requirements. 

Even though some may be loathe to 
admit it, Hu* fact is now quite evi- 
dent that Massachusetts is no longer 
a Republican State. Long one of the 
banner Republican States of Hie na 
tion. it elected Republican governors 
by big majorities since that party 
was established until the past few 
years. A few Democrats gained the 
office in the 191Ii century, hut the Re 
publican grip became so strong that 
usually the question was as to the 
size of tile majority to be received 
by the R publican candidates for Gov- 
ernor and other State offices, and not 


nliout the assurance of their elections. 
The split in the Republican party 
caused by the Bull Moose movement 
resulted in the elections of Eugene 
Foss and David I. Walsh, Democrats, 
in t lie period between 1910 and 1915. 
Incidentally, Walsh was the first of 
his race to bo elected ns Governor 
with the exception of James Sullivan, 
who was elected in 1807, and the first 
of his religion. From 1916 to 1931 
the Republican sway in Massachusetts 
was uninterrupted. 

In the 1930 election Joseph B. Ely, 
a Yankee Democrat, was elected Gov- 
ernor, and In 1932 he was reelected. 
For the past six years the Democrats 
have been capturing other State of- 
fices. On Tuesday they elected four of 
tbe six State officers, and one of the 
two Republicans elected 13 of the same 
racial stock ns the four Democrats. 
The Republican party In Massachu- 
setts is in eclipse largely because It 
delayed for at least a generation lo 
realize Hint the newer races in this 
Commonwealth should receive recog- 
nition. The interracial ticket it in- 
novated this year came more than 25 
years too late to offset the heretofore 
superiority complex. This complex 
isn't till on tlie side of the descendants 
of the earlier settlers. It is possessed 
by many of those who have been 
criticizing it; otherwise Joseph San- 
toHiiosso would have been elected 
Secretary of State. 



The vote on liquor licenses in New- 
ton would seem to prove that package 
stores are a fixture in this city. De- 
spite ;i vigorous campaign waged by 
the “drys," a majority of nearly 8000 
was given by citizens who favor the 
continuance of the privilege to pur- 
chase alcoholic beverages in such 
stores in this city. The only one of 
t ho three referenda on liquor to lie 
defeated was that on the sale of ail 
alcoholic beverages, to be consumed 
on the premises. And the margin of 
victory for the “drys” on this issue 
was slight. Loss than 600 in a total 
of about 31,000 votes. One of the fac- 
tors in this result is the resentment 
held by many Newton citizens because 
of the fact that the only such license 
granted in this city (apart from a few 
club licenses) has been given to a res- 
taurant which lias been managed and 
operated by non-residents of Newton, 
and that applications for similar li- 
censes by respectable, lifelong resi- 
dents of this city have been consist- 
ently turned down by the License 
Commission. 

The referendum on the granting of 
licenses for the sale of malt and vinu- 
oufc liquor to lie drank on the prem- 
ises went "Yes” by a comparatively 
small majority. Many citizens who 
drink in moderation voted “No” on

LAST MINUTE 50-YD RUN 
GIVES NEWTON 6-0 EDGE 


Forte’s Dash Topples Rindge 
After Kicking Duel 


Newton High pulled a decisive sub- 
urban league football game out of 
the fire In the last minute of play last 
Saturday at Newtonville when Paul 
Forte caught a pass from BUI John- 
ston and raced fifty yardH to the goal. 
It was a grand Frank Merriwell fin- 
ish. breaking up the most stubbornly 
fought game of the home season. 
The Newton passing attack, virtually 
a brother act shared by Guido Cas- 
toldl and Bill Johnston, produced a 
surprise finish to the game that seemed 
a certain scoreless tie. 

After Castoldi had thrown two un- 
successful passes from the Newton 
35-yard line, with only a minute left 
to play, Bill Johnston dropped hack to 
kick. Faking a punt, Johnston flipped 
a pass down the center to Paul Forte, 
who skipped away from three Rindge 
backs and sprinted for the far cor- 
ner of the field. Cutting hack ten 
yards from the goal to elude the 


Rindge safety man, Forte crossed the 
goal line for the only touchdown of 
the game. Johnston’s placekick was 
wide of the goal. 

Kicking Duel Features 

It was a battle of two well-matched 
lines throughout the game, and the 
kicking of Ed Duest for Rindge and 
Bill Johnston for Newton was excep- 
tional. The tall Rindge end punted 
thirteen times during the game for 
an average distance of 41 yards be- 
yond the line of scrimmage, including 
a couple of short outside kicks. Bill 
Johnston, punting five times, and 
only In the first half, made an aver- 
age of a little better than 42 yards. 

The Newton passing attack, al- 
though It produced five successful 
completions of an average gain of 
thirty-five yards, and the one touch- 
down of the game, looked far from 
smooth. Two Newton passes were 
intercepted at the Rindge three and 
ten-yard lines, and seven others were 
Incomplete, usually because the re- 
ceiver failed to colse his hands on the 
ball. Another pass was intercepted 
by Rindge at their 30-yard line. Two 
Rindge passes were completed in 
nine attempts for gains of 38 yards 
and 15 yards. 


Newton Threatens Early 

The flrHt period resolved Itself 
Into a kicking duel, and the ball 
went to within five yards of either 
end of the field during the period. 
Rill Johnston kicked from the Newton 
44-yd. line, then ran back Quest's re- 
turn punt from the Newton 35 to 
mid-field for a gain of six yards on 
the exchange. Another kick put 
Rindge back on their own three-yard 
line, but a surprise pass brought the 
hall to the Rindge 40-yard line before 
Duest was tackled by Joyce. This 
was as far as they got, however, and 
after four kicks, Rindge had the hall 
at mid-field, only to lose ground when 
a had pass from center rolled back 
to the Tech 35-yd line. This play 
was the last of the opening quarter. 
Newton threatened to score late In 
the second period. Kicks were ex- 
changed three times, Newton taking 
the hall on their own twenty after 
the sixth kick, when Duest put the 
hall outside at the Newton 20. Forte 
circled right end with fine Interfer- 
ence for a gain of 20 yards. John- 
ston carried between the ends three 
tims for a first down at the Tech 
45. A penalty and another carry by 
Johnston reached the 22-yd. line. 
Forte took the ball on a lateral from 
A1 Thompson and ran the left end, 
going outside at the eight-yard line. 
Rindge incurred a penalty of half the 
distance to the goal, which gave the 
hall to Newton on the four-yard line, 
with four downs to make the goal. 


An offside penalty set Newton bark. 
Forte was stopped on an attempted 
end run, then thrown for a loss on 
a poorly-executed lateral pass play. 
On fourth down. Johnston tried for a 
field goal from the 20-yard line, but 
It was blocked, and the half ended 
on that play. 

The third quarter was largely punt- 
ing and passing. On the sixth play 
after the kickoff. Bill Johnston faded 
back and unleashed a fifty-yard pass 
down the sideline to Ernie Colanto- 
nlo, who was brought down almost 
as soon as he caught the ball on the 
Rindge 30-yd. line. A short pass was 
blocked, two line plays were stopped, 
and Johnston let fly a pass that Ban- 
iewlcz Intercepted a scant two yards 
from the Rindge goal, putting kicker 
Duest in a bad Hpot. The visitors 
punter got away his best kick of the 
day. well over sixty yards long, to 
put Newton back beyond mid-field once 
more. 

Kicks were exchanged twice more, 
and Newton started another march. A 
Johnston-Castoldl pass went from one 
33-yard line to the other as the com- 
bination finally clicked. An adapta- 
tion of the Statue of Liberty play 
gained the Rindge 22-yd. line, when 
Johnson handed Forte the ball for a 
sweep of the Tech right end. But the 
next play, the first of the final quar- 
ter. was an interception by a Rindge 
hack at the ten-yard line. Duest kicked 
to the Newton 35. but two passes. 
Johnston to Castoldi and vice versa at 
once advanced the hall to the Rindge 
35 and 18-yd. lines on successive

Safety Drive Soon To Be In Progress 

In response to the Newtonite’s in- 
quiry as to what was being done in le- 
gard to the teaching of driving in 
Newton High School, the following 
information has been obtained from 
the Newton School Department. 

The two main objectives of the ex- 
tensive drive promoting highway safe- 
ty, conducted in Civics classes, are: 
(1) to provide information for pros- 
pective drivers, which will make safe 
operation of a motor vehicle possi- 
ble: (2) to promote an attitude of 
mind conducive to safety, either ns 
an automobile operator, or as a pedes- 
trian. 

The State Department of Educa- 
tion and the office of the Registrar 
of Motor Vehicles provides the ma- 
terial used, the latter supplying a 
pamphlet containing the seventy-five 
questions with which an applicant for 
a license to operate a motor vehi- 
cle should be well acquainted. 

One material advantage of this is 
illustrated in the fact that those re- 
ceiving 85 per cent or better in the 
final examination, entailing the sev- 
enty-five questions taken from the 
pamphlet, will ho presented with a 
certificate from the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles so that due consideration 
will be tendered them when the li- 
cense test is given. 

There are several rules on pedes- 
trian safety, which, if obeyed, would 
greatly minimize pedestrian casual- 
ties. Take care in crossing at inter- 
sections, using sidewalks, and in their 
absence the left side of the highway, 
and making certain to he visible 
to the npproaching motorists. 

Supplementary to these are three 
factors necessary for safety driving. 
They nre: knowledge of motor ve- 
hicle regulations, experience, and a 
proper attitude toward highway re- 
sponsibility. 

It is worthy of note that Newton 
High School is doing its utmost in 
the promotion of safe driving in- 
struction in the operation of a motor 
vehicle not only because of the ex- 
pense involved blit also because of the 
liability of accident, either to the 
vehicle, instructor or pupil.

The Newton Chapter of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, through its commit 
tee on Life Saving maintains an in 
st motor at the Crystal Lake Munici- 
pal Beach as one of its major ac- 
tivities.

Big WPA Grants Revealed at Meeting of Aldermen On Monday 
Night — Zoning Change on Comm. Ave Refused 


That the majority of the Board of 
Aldermen are opposed to letting down 
(lie liars on zoning in Newton was 
again proved on Monday night when 
the petition of Alice Rogers to change 
property at 550 Commonwealth ave., 
Newton Centre from private residence 
to business zone was refused. Aider- 
man Rawson, reporting for the Claims 
and Rules Committee, said that this 
committee disapproved of the petition 
because strong objections against the 
change had been made by every prop- 
erty owner within 200 feet, and that 
large delegations of citizens had ai- 
tended the hearing on the petition to 
protest against it. 

The first matters to come before the 
meeting of the Aldermen on Monday 
night were hearings on petitions ot 
t ho Edison Company for pole loca- 
tions on Jewett and California sts. 
and Commonwealth ave. No opposi- 
tion was presented against these pe- 
titions. 

Clarence MacAuslnnd appeared to 
favor a petition which gives him the 
right to alter a building at 32 Dun- 
stan st.. West Newton to be used as 
a public garage of 30 car capacity. An 
accompanying petition from William 
II. White asked for a permit to con 
duct a garage at this locus and to 
sell gasoline in connection therewith. 
The Mac Ausland petition was granted 
later In the meeting and the White 
petition held for consideration by tin 
Licenses Committee. 

Neighborhood strife was revealed in 
the petition of Alice deMontigny for 
n permit to erect a one-car garage 
at !MJ Blastside Parkway, Newton in 
addition to a 2 car garage already lo- 
cated at that address. William J. 
Robinson, Jr. of 98 Eastside Parkway 
objected to the petition. He said lie 
appeared in behalf of his mother. Ke 
said that the proposed garage would 
in* on the property line, in back of 
a piazza, and he doubted that even a 
small car could be driven in or out 
of it without much shuffling. Robin- 
son told the Aldermen that a year 
ago deMontigny built a foundation and 
a wall of the proposed garage and 
then hung a canvas cover over the 
s! nw» nrr> i} or 7 feet high, making it 


unsightly. He said that deMontigny 
had practically gone ahead and built 
the garage and is now asking for a 
permit. deMontigny said that lie had 
built the wall to keep water from en- 
tering the cellar of his house and 
now lie wants to put a roof on top to 
1 rop the wall. 

Resolutions in commendation of the 
late Mark V. Croker, for many years 
superintendent at the pumping station 
in Newton Upper Falls, were rend 
and accepted by the Board. 

Several claims for damages against 
t ho city were given leave to with- 
draw. Alderman Rawson as chair- 
man of the Claims Committee gave 
tlie reasons for refusing these claims. 
That of Mrs. Rose Faga for injuries 
received when she fell after stepping 
into a hole on California st. was 
turned down because the city had re- 
ceived no notice of the existence of 
the hole, and the City Solicitor ruled 
that the city, therefore, is not liable. 
The claim of Ann (Jill for injuries re- 
ceived when she fell in an alleged 
hole on Washington st., Newton, was 
refused because the committee was 
not satisfied that there was a defect 
in the street as claimed. The claim 
of Minnie E. Hicks for damage 'to her 
property at 187 Austin st. caused by 
sewage backing into the cellar, was 
refused because there was no negli- 
gence on the part of the city in 
maintaining the sewer service. 

The Board unanimously refused the 
application of John Donnelly & Sons 
to erect billboards at 393 Boylston 
st. and 912 Boylston st. The petition 
of Annie Whitcomb for a permit to 
change a single dwelling at 151 Mt. 
Vernon st. to a two-family dwelling 
was granted. Alderman Colby said 
the outside appearance of the house 
will not be materially altered, and 
the improvement will be advanta- 
geous to the neighborhood. 

A permit was given to Boston Col- 
lege to use a stone building at 18G 
Hammond st. as an anthropological 
museum and library. The building is 
the former residence of Harry F. 
Stimpson.

“No” Vote Bothers 
Newton Clubs 

At the election on November 3rd the 
voters of Newton by a small majority 
voted "No" on one of the three ref- 
erenda on the sale of alcoholic bev- 
erages in this city. That was on the 
question of granting licenses to per- 
mit the sale of all alcoholic liquors to 
be consumed on the premises. Only 
one license of this description has been 
granted in Newton to any place serv- 
ing the public. But, an unexpected 
complication resulted. Four clubs, 
three of which include a large per- 
centage of Newton’s leading citizens 
among their members, were deprived 
of the right to sell high balls as well 
as golf balls at their club houses. The 
organizations affected are the Brae 
Burn Country Club. Woodland Golf 
Club, Charles River Country Club and 
Commonwealth Golf Club. 

Last Friday night a delegation of 
six representatives from the four 
clubs, conferred with the Newton 
License Commission. The club rep- 
resentatives expressed the belief 
that the voters of Newton had 
not understood that the negative 
vote on the referendum would prohibit 
the sale of high content liquors at the 
clubs to members thereof and it was 
suggested that this question might be 
placed on tlie ballot at the city elec- 
tion in December. They were informed 
that tlie law specifies that referenda 
on liquor licenses must lie voted on 
at tlie State elections, so tlie matter 
cannot be voted on at the city elec- 
tion. 

Tlie members of the License Com- 
mission declined to offer any sugges- 
tions as to how the clubs can over- 
come the 19th hole obstacle. During 
prohibition members of many golf 
clubs kept individual supplies of liquor 
in their lockers. Under that system 
tlie drinking was less abstemious than 
it lias been since repeal went into ef- 
fect and bars were installed at the 
clubs. The commission was informed 
that some of the clubs had a consid- 
erable supply of liquors on hand and 
the problem of legally disposing of 
these stocks before January 1st was 
discussed. It is understood that the 
liquor laws have a provision for such 
a contingency.

THE GOVERNOR’S APPOINTMENTS 

Two years ago Governor Joseph B. Ely drew the bitter crit- 
icism of his successor in office, the then Governor-elect Curley, 
for making numerous appointments to positions in the state 
service. If we recall correctly the incoming Governor intimated 
that it would be highly desirable for the outgoing Chief Execu- 
tive to leave such positions for his successor to fill. At the pres- 
ent time Governor Curley apparently prefers to overlook his at- 
titude of two years ago and is striving diligently to reward those 
who sought his favor in the past. It is a natural custom followed 
for many years in politics. The weakness of the practice comes 
in the removal from office of capable trained officials and their j 
replacement by individuals, in some instances, by those whose 
selection is based upon patronage alone, without due consid- 
eration for the needs of the state. One of the many reasons 
for the defeat of Governor Curley in the recent election was 
the public reaction and resentment against some of his ap- 
pointments, as well as in the manner in which he brought them 
about. 


THE CITY ELECTION IS NEXT 

How quickly the excitement and interest of the election has 
passed over. Locally, however, interest in the city election is 
just beginning to arise. Being the year when there is no] 
mayoralty campaign this interest may not be as widespread as 
it might well be, but many Newton citizens who are interested 
in their local government desire to elect aldermen and school 
committeemen who will serve the city most beneficially. They 
can do so by taking an active interest in the election and obtain- 
ing all possible information regarding the many candidates 
who are preparing to file nomination papers.

Rotary Club 

The regular meeting of the Newton 
Rotary Club was held at the Brae 
Burn Country Club on Monday at 
12:15. 

The speaker, introduced by E. Pren- 
tiss Jones, was Mr. Alfred N. Miner, 
vice-president in charge of fire preven- 
tion, Massachusetts Safety Council, 
and chairman on Fire Prevention 
Board of Chamber of Commerce. He 
mentioned that the day happened to 
he the anniversary of the big Boston 
fire which occurred on Nov. 9. 1872. 
He called attention to the fact that 
few realize the extent of the waste 
in the nation due to fires, which loss 
amounted lust year to a figure of 
$248,750,000. In 1934 and 1935 there 
was a reduction in fire loss, but in 
the first nine months of 1930 it has 
again increased. In Massachusetts 
alone in the past six years the loss 
of around $85,000,000 was due to care- 
less smoking. Electrical causes ac- 
counted for between 50 per cent, and 
70 per cent, of fires in dwellings. Fire 
wuste amounts to $1.95 per capita in 
the nation. He stressed the need for 
all persons to keep their homes and 
places of business free from all causes 
that make fires possible and expressed 
the hope that more along this line 
can he taught in schools. 

He praised the Fire Department of 
Newton and the work they are doing 
to prevent fires and said that Newton 
has a Class A rating with the insur- 
ance Exchunge,

Governor James M. Curley and Ids 
In nchmaii, Mr. Kane wore quite enus 
tie in their criticism of Father Cough 
ill; because Mr. Curley was defeated 
for Senator. The famous radio orator 
from Royal Oak was alleged to have 
been responsible for the defeat of the 
orator from Jamaica Plain because 
!• » sponsored tlie candidacy of Thomas 

F. O’Brien. Mr. O'Brien’s total vote 
wns some thousands less than Mr. 
Lodge’s plurality over Gov. Curley. 
So, even had oil who voted for O’Brien 
east their ballots for Curley had 
O'Brien not been a candidate. Lodge 
would still have had a plurality. And 
all tlie O’Brien votes would not have 
gone to Curley. 

It is interesting to hear Father 
Coughlin designated as a traitor by 
some of Governor Curley’s support- 
ers. During at least one mayoralty 
campaign in Boston in recent years. 
Mr. Curley was accused of having 
been in cahoots with politicians who 
were sponsoring a Republican candi- 
date. And if memory serves us right, 
Mr. Curley did not support Governor 
Ely in the latter’s contest with Gov- 
ernor Allen. It makes a difference 
whose ox is gored. Some folks cun 
“give it", hut they can’t “take it”. 


Now that the national election is 
over we can devote some space to lo- 
cal matters. We have been asked by 
n number of Newton residents to voice 
their disgust and indignation at traf- 
fic conditions which have prevailed 
at West Newton since the group of 
traffic signals were installed a few 
months ago in the business section 
there. Prior to the installation of 
these signals there was little traf- 
fic congestion at West Newton. Dur- 
ing the peak periods of traffic in tlie 
morning and afternoon. Patrolman 
Dennis . Murphy very efficiently di- 
rected it nnd motorists not kept wail- 
ing over 20 seconds,* on the average, 
and rarely had to wait as long as 
30 seconds. 

As a result of persistent effort on 
the part of Alderman Guzzi, the 
Board of Aldermen decided to provide 
a traffic signal at West Newton 
square. A “study ’ of the situation 
by local officials and engineers of n 
signal manufacturing company fol- 
lowed. The result was — that instead 
of a simple signal system being in- 
stalled. as at Newton Corner (where 
traffic is much heavier and more com 
plicated), or at Newtonville square, 
the most complicated aggregation of 
traffic signals in this part of tlie coun- 
try was erected ut West Newton. Five 
signal units were installed; — one at 
the southern:; corner of Chestnut iiul 
Washington * : i s. ; on< on . ' • - di ' Ron 
st. opposite Chestnut st.: another on 
a safety island which was hui : at 
the junction of Washington and Wa- 
tertown sts.. a fourth at tlie corner 
ot Watertown and Waltham sts., u/d 


the fifth on Washington st. opposite 
Waltham st. This galaxy of traffic 
signals is operated by pails Hot in tlie 
streets, automobiles passing over them 
and making electrical connections; 
and by push-buttons operated by pe- 
destrians. 

Ah a result of tlio multiplicity of 
signals automobiles, trucks and busses 
instead of traveling uninterruptedly 
through the West Newton business 
section ns they did most of the day 
and night hours before tlie signals 
were installed, or being held up for 
20 or 30 seconds, for tlie past few 
months have had to wait for periods 
of from one to more than throe min- 
utes, unless they happen along when 
tlie green light is with them, which 
l.appy condition is much more the ex- 
ception than the rule. All day long 
and well into the night hours one 
sees automobiles and trucks unneces- 
sarily delayed at West Newton by tne 
constellation of traffic signals there. 
During the heavy traffic periods long 
lines of motor vehicles nre tied up 
there. The condition cun be corrected 
to some degree by a cessation of the 
signal operations at the lights at 
Washington and Chestnut sts. Cer- 
tainly, something should he done to 
end the ridiculous trnffic situation 
which the too muny signals have been 
causing. 


It is human to err. We have yet 
to meet a person who doesn’t err. 
There nre few saints. Society through 
the ages has made laws for mutual 
protection. Some offences against 
society do not seriously affect oth- 
ers thnn those directly involved. Oth- 
er offences involve mnny, threatening 
the safety of the public in genernl 
Among the latter is the offence of 
driving a motor vehicle on a public 
highway' while under the influence of 
liquor. Any man or woman who 
drinks to excess and then attempts 
to drive an automobile on a public 
street is almost as dangerous to the 
lives and safety of the public as a 
maniac who goes berserk. The drunk- 
en operator drives along a highway 
a projectile weighing 3000 pounds or 
more and is apt to hit you or me. 
\Yi* realize that many excellent men 
and women have had the misfortune 
to have been arrested for driving 
while under the influence of liquor 
end we are sorry for their plight. 
But, years ago the publisher of the 
GRAPHIC established the rule that 
the nnme of anyone arrested in New- 
ton for driving under the influence 
of liquor would bo published. This 
rule lias heen adhered to since. In 
fairness to nil, no exceptions have 
been made. And with more and more 
persons being killed nnd maimed lie- 
cause of drunken driving, the policy 
of the GRAPHIC, in this respect, can- 
not lie fairly considered “hard boiled.” 
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Good Word for New York 

It is all right by me that the next 
World’s Fair is to be held in New 
York. I am not especially partial to 
that stupendous city; neither am I 
one of those provincial people who 
turns up his nose and says, “O, I like 
to visit New York but I wouldn’t live 
there if they gave me the place.” In 
the present instance I am merely stat- 
ing that It is easy to get there and 
almost as easy to get hack. 

Furthermore many of our larger 
cities have held such expositions with 
varying degrees of financial profit. Of 
course I would like to see New York 
make money and civilization glorified, 
which, I understand, is the dual ob- 
jective. Moreover, a World’s Fair in 
New York means that I shall see 
something of it which is more than I 
can say of others I have visited. The 
trip to Chicago, Philadelphia, St. 
Louis, Sun Francisco has always 
proved so engrossing — as travel al- 
ways is to me — that upon arrival the 
great show has proved less engross- 
ing. In the excitement of getting 
there and back, mingling with 
crowds, riding out to the show 
grounds, calling on friends, etc., so 
much time is consumed that one 
fails to view all the wonders so 
thoughtfully arranged by the manage- 
ment. 

Now with the World’s Fair in New 
York I can make the trip there two or 
three times without seeing much of 
the fair, sort of rehearsing my sight- 
seeing and getting used to things. 
After that I can make several trips 
for the sole purpose of taking in the 
exhibition itself. This is one reason, 
and the only one I think of now, why 
I am glad Newton is near New York. 

Key to the Situation 

The embarrassment of absent-mind- 
edness is keener if the offence is in 
any way spectacular. If, however, it 
draws little attention so much the 
better. This column, not so long 
ago, discussed, in a deeply sympathe- 
tic vein, people who are guilty of 
lapses of memory or forgetfulness. 
Since then a striking example has 
heen called to my attention and my 
heart goes out to the men or women 
who unlock a door or whatever it 
may ho with ono of a bunch of keys 
ami forget to remove it afterwards. 
Leaving the key in the lock is not a 
criminal act, though it may invite 
thlevi ry or u similar misdeed, Imt it 
can < mute much sharp discussion in 
an otherwise orderly household. Yet 
It is done every day. Of course it is 
comforting if ono discovers one’s own 
mistake, and highly disconcerting if 
another happens along and makes a 
lot of talk uhout It. They toll mo 
that losing keys in this manner is a 
fault of both young and old, high and 
low and rich und poor. Furthermore, 


there seems to be no way of stopping 
it. Replacing keys is a nuisance but 
it isn’t costly. So why should we 
make that one of our Immediate prob- 
lems? Key-makers need work und 
surely no one would want to put them 
out of business with Winter coming 
on. 


Welcome Change

party took the same percentage. Tills 
outcome is due to the fact that there 
are more Negroes on relief than any 
other faction. For the first time in 
history organized labor came out 
solidly on the Democratic ticket. 

It is true that the Republicans took 
the worst heating they have ever 
taken, hut t hat does not menu that 
they are done for. Governor Landon 
took 17,000,000 votes— 2,000,000 more 
than Hoover took in 1932. Republican- 
ism is looking upward and during Hie 
next four years it is up to us to 
keep it that way. 

Congressman Fish named Senator 
Borah as the only man capable of tak- 
ing the laborers’ vote il*- only man 
capable of lacing Roosevelt on a cam- 
paign basis. He did not attach a great 
deal of importance to the threats of 
Hcarst and Coughlin or to the influ- 
ence of the American Liberty League. 
The Republicans made a great blund- 
er in opposing the Social Security Act 
at the last minute for by doing so 
there Is grave danger that the pay- 
ments incurred may full entirely on 


the shoulders of the employers and it 
is only right that each employee 
should pay his share as it is for his 
benefit. 

At this time we are all a bit breath- 
less over the European situation. Will 
Roosevelt keep us out of war? Con- 
gressman Fish has for some time been 
spokesman on foreign affairs in Wash- 
ington as well as a member of the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs. He also 
served on active duty during the 
World War and knows whereof he 
speaks. Because of Roosevelt’s for- 
eign policies and his connections 
abroad, because he bus the gift of 
gab down to polished perfection, be- 
cause the Republican side was inade- 
quate to cope with itis tactics during 
the campaign, he got away with mur- 
der. But will he keep peace? Not in- 
ferring that he wants to get us into 
war. but has he the far-sightedness to 
act wisely as each question comes up? 
We must not rely upon him too much. 
He lias made promises before. This is 
our country, we are free citizens and 
perfectly justified in acting as we 
think host. To keep out of war there 
are certain grounds which we must 
take and maintain: 

A. - - We must remain alienated from 
all foreign disputes. We’ve enough 
problems to solve right here without 
looking abroad for others. Moreover, 
wo need feel no obligation toward na- 
tions continuing to spend billions on 
armaments while unable to pay even 
the interest on debts standing over 
from the last war. 

B. — We must put an embargo on 
arms to all nations equally. And not 
only on arms but on all products go- 
ing into the manufacture of them. If 
we take the profit out of war, it will 
lose its glamous for those holding in- 
terests in the munitions industry. 

C. — We must by no means give the 
president tin* right to determine the 
aggressor in any foreign dispute. 

D. — Last, but not least, no one can 
get us into war If we refuse to be- 
come involved. We must hold our own 
and be thankful that North America 
is not chopped up like a Jig-saw puzzle 
into pieces that do not lit. 

Congressman Fish does not advo- 
cate entrance into the League of Na- 
tions. He did favor it after the World 
War hut now ho says that It will be 
sheer folly to cousider such an action 
tine to the state of affairs in Europe. 

lie stressed tile fact that we must 
demand fair representation in Con- 
gress. He riled an example of what 
may well become a habit If we do not 
wake up. Recently Mr. Roosevelt sent 
a delegation of eight men to the Ar- 
gentine on a good will tour. Ever> 
single one of I hose men is a Demo- 
crat. When 125,000,000 people are rep 
rest uletl in Congress it seems only 
Just i bat tiny be fairly represented. 


Mr. Roosevelt lias broken the long- 
ntnintained precedent of recognition of 
the minority party. Are the Repub- 
licans going to sit back and take 
that? Congressman Fish isn’t. He told 
tin* audience in determination that no 
bill will come out of the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs until he sees the 
people justly represented. Republicans 
—don’t be misled by the argument: 
“But see how much better off we are 
now t ltsi n we were in 1933.’’ As a mat- 
ter of fact— business didn’t begin to 
pick up until the NRA was declared 
unconstitutional by the Supreme 
Court.

Mrs. Louis W. Arnold presided at 
the annual meeting of the Newton Dis- 
trict Nursing Association, held on 
Nov. 9.

The 
other visits were in preventive work 
and health instruction, with stress on 
the help given to the mothers and ba- 
bies. She gave the challenge for great- 
er need in dental care and in the erad- 
ication of syphilis.

BEAT WORCESTER 

Forte and McMullin Each Score 
Twice After Long Runs 

The Newton High football team met 
but little opposition from the Wor- 
cester South High School eleven last 
Saturday at the Dickinson stadium. 
Newtonville and rolled up a 31-0 lead 
in the first three periods of the game. 
The first tally was made by Castoldi 
at the end of a 67-yard march mid- 
way of the first period. On the first 
play of the second session Paul Forte 
was off on one of his patented end 
runs for a 53-yard romp and a touch- 
down following which Castoldi kicked 
tlie goal, the only successful try in 
five attempts. Six plays after th* 
ensuing kickoff Forte made the count 
19 to 0 on a 30-yard sprint after a 
short pass. The score remained un- 
changed at the end of the half. 

Early in the third period McMullin 
intercepted a Worcester pass and 
raced thirty yards to the eight-yard 
line to set the stage foi the fourth 
tally.

INJURIES FAIL TO 
DAMPEN NEWTON SPIRIT 


Go To Waltham Tomorrow For 
Annual Grid Battle 

Coach Sanborn sends his Newton 
High eleven against the undefeated 
Waltham high eleven tomorrow after- 
noon at the Waltham athletic field. 
Handicapped by injuries the spirit of 
the Newton eleven Is high and the 
usual hard fought struggle is predict- 
ed between the two ancient rivals. 
With recollections of that 53 to 0 
defeat of a year ago and with full 
knowledge of the abilities of Johnny 
Krol and his Watch City mates the 
orange and black eleven realizes that 
they will take the field very much 
the underdog. But that feeling may 
have a psychological reaction which 
no one can predict and there Is some 
reason to believe that the Newton 
boys may he successful In their at- 
tempts to bottle up the brilliant Krol. 
The Newton team has shown almost 
constant progress along offensive as 
well as defensive lines and unless the 
injuries to several of the regulars has 
weakened the co-ordination of the lo- 
cal eleven there should he no repeti- 
tion of last year's one-sided affair. 

First on the Newton casualty list 
is Billy Johnston. Newton’s best pun- 
ter. whose educated toe was expected 
to aid in keeping Waltham at bay. 
In last Saturday’s set-to against Wor- 
cester South the Newton halfback re- 
ceived a kick or blow on the leg which 
rendered him hors de combat. He is 
definitely out of tomorrow’s fracas. 
Another backfleld stalwart, quarter- 
hack and co-captain A1 Thompson, is 
on the doubtful list. He is suffering 
with a severe charley-horse in his 
left thigh which may keep him on the 
bench. Brad Thompson, centre and 
co-captain, has been laid up at home 
with a body rash and sore throat and 
late yesterday it was uncertain as to 
whether or not he would be in the 
line-up. Two of Coach Sanborn’s 
ends. Ernie Collantonio and Billy 
Klein, ure also on the injured list. 
Paul Forte, who pulled a muscle fiber 
in his last long jaunt against Wor- 1 
tester South last Saturday, is cpm- 
ing along slowly and is expected to 
be in shape to play. He will not start 
the game hut Coach Sanborn plans 
to send him at the earliest oppor- 
tunity in hopes that his mates can 
get him free to score. 

Robey and Mukjian are the proba- 
ble starting ends for Newton with 
Whelden and Cowell as tackles, 
flanked hv Gross and Colvin in the 
guard positions. Donald Forte will 
take over the centre duties unless 
Brad Thompson Is in shape. Three 
Newton hacks are sure of starting 
berths. They are Jimmy Joyce. "Bud" 
Hines, and Guido Castoldi. The fourth 
buck will he either A1 Thompson or 
Set it Fltchet. The latter played more 
oi less regularly in the Newton back- 
fleld until two or three weeks ago 
when a charley-horse put him on the 
shelf. His return to the game should 
holster up the Newton blocking cen- 
siderably as he proved his capabili- 
ties us a blocking hack on several 
occasions. Castoldi will probably do 
the punting while he is in the game 
with McMullin taking over this as- 
signment when he replaces Jimmy 
Joyce or Hines. McMullin lias been 
steadily improving as a punter and 
while Johnston has more than held 
his own with opposing punters in 
previous games McMullin may pro- 
vide tlie needed spark tomorrow.

The Claims and Rules Committee 
ef riie Newton Board of Aldermen helo 
a hearing on Monday night on the 
petition of the Equitable Mortgage 
Trust. Albert E. Scott of Belmont, 
trustee, that the land comprising the 
former Soule estate at Washington 
and Jewett streets, and Walnut park 
be changed from private to general 
residence zone. James M. Oates of 
Watertown appeared as attorney for 
the petitioner submitted a sketch 
showing the type of building which 
would be erected on the Soule lot if 
th r * zon'* change were granted. He 
asked Charles E. Whittemore of West 
st., Boston, an architect, to explain 
the plan of the proposed building. Mr. 
Whittemore said the apartment house : 
would have sixteen apartments, eight 
on each of two floors. It would have 
a sloping roof and on the third floor 
would be storage space or communi- 
ty rooms. The apartments would be 
of one or two rooms with bath and 
kitchenette. The first floor would be 
above the street level and the base- 
ment would be used for common pur- 
poses. 

In reply to questions from mem- 1 
hers of the Aldermanic committee, 
Whittemore said that the proposed 
building would set 120 feet back from 
Washington st.. would face Walr.ut 
Park, and that no plan had been 
made for a garage, but that it is a 
possibility that garage facilities might 
he considered. He said it will not 
he reasonable to make a comprehen- 
sive study of the development of the 
property unless reasonable assurance 
is given that the zoning change will 
be granted. 

Mr. Scott, the petitioner, said that 
he plans first to erect an apartment 
building facing Walnut Park. then, if 
tin- first building is successfully rented ! 
a second building would be erected 
facing Washington st.. und a third 
stiucture facing Jewett st. Each 
would contain sixteen small apart- 


ments. He said each building would 
cover about 5200 square feet. 

Brooks Potter of Montvaie rd., New 
ten Center, as part owner of abutting 
property, and representing his aunt. 
Kate Potter of 74 Walnut Park, ob- 
to t he petition. He said the 
f liange of zone would be unfair to old 
rime residents of the neighborhood 
ar.d would destroy the attractive c har- 
i>( ter of the Walnut. Park section. Mr. 
Potter -fated that, speculators come 
into Newton and acquire properties, 
and then ask for zoning changes, al- 
though they know of restrictions. He

INFORMING THE VOTERS 

The questionnaire issued this week by the Newton Citizens 
Association to candidates for office at the coming city election 
is the first step in a plan to provide the voters of the city with 
information regarding the candidates for office. The Associa- 
tion plans to distribute the information received in response to 
the questionnaire to voters throughout the city. We believe 
it is the first time in the city of Newton that such a plan will 
be carried through although similar plans have been previously 
suggested but never formulated. Formed for the purpose of 
maintaining good government in the city of Newton it naturally 
becomes the duty of the Association to acquaint the citizens 
with knowledge of all candidates for office. It also provides 
the candidate with a means of publicity of his candidacy, 
hitherto only possible at considerable expense to him. We are 
certain that the publication of this information will be of great 
value to Newton citizens who in past elections have failed to 
interest themselves in the election of candidates to city posi- 
tions because of the excuse so frequently given that they “did 
not know who was running.” 
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Is there any truth in superstition 
about numbers? One Newton man of 
! many years’ residence has reason to 
I believe that the number 40 holds pur- 
j ticulnr significance. It all started a 
j year ago when his son was awarded 
a football letter at Newton High jast t 
I 40 years after his father had earned* 
one at the same school. In addition 
the son wore number 40 on his jersey. 
Recently the father received word 
that his son was awarded class num- 
erals of ’40 for freshman football at 
one of the prominent Maine colleges. 
This award also came 40 years after 
the father had won freshman num- 
erals at M. I. T. And just by way of 
coincidence it happens that it cost the 
son exactly 40 cents to have his new 
numerals sewed on to his jersey. Ami 
as the father puts it — "Forty love of 
Mike."

Petitions for cheap trains over the 
Boston & Albany railroad may he 
found In the postofllcea In Newton, 
Newtonville, West Newton and Au- 
hurndale. Chapter 348, Acts of 1872 
requires railroads to run cheap trains 
morning nnd evening within 15 miles 
of Boston, on petition of 200 residents 
on line of the railroad. Quarterly tick- 
est shall not exceed $1 a mile, and 
yearly tickets $3 a mile. These trains 
are to reach Boston about 7 a. m. 
and leave about 6 p. m. 

The special committee on water sup- 
ply obtained the services of Mr. Ed- 
ward Sawyer of the firm of Shedd & 
Sawyer, engineers, and with ids aid 
first considered the sources of water 
supply within the boundaries of the 
town. After an investigation it was 
decided that Bullougli’s Pond has not 
a capacity or supply to meet the fu- 
ture wants of Newton beyond a period 
of 10 or 12 years. The conclusion 
was reached that the Charles River 
furnished the only abundant, suffi- 
cient and permanent supply to meet 
the present and prospective wants of 
Newton. Only a small fraction of 
the total flow of the river would he 
needed for supplying tho city and the 
best place for taking this supply 
would he at the Upper Falls near Pet- 
teo’s machine shops. Much of tho 
land in this vicinity consists of loose 
sand and gravel suitable for filter- 
ing water.

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For years wo have referred tima 
after time to the need of more atten- 
tion by the Newton police (in com- 
mon with police of most cities and 
towns) to regulation of automobile 
traffic ao that the lives and safety 
of the public will he better protected. 

We have written on litis subject so 
frequently and regularly that some 
have accused us of harping unneces- 
sarily cm it. We again assert that 
more motorcycle traffic: officers should 
he on duty In Newton. That the force 
of eight men on tills line of duty un- 
til the last few years should be re- 
established. even if more men are 
appointed to tho police department. 

That it Is the duty of the Mayor 
and the Board of Aldermen to take 
action to have Newton streets made 
safer for pedestrians and careful op- 
erators of motor vehicles. Fourteen 
persons have been killed or fatally 
injured so far this year in Newton 
by automobiles. Most ot the pedes- 
trian victims of automobiles were eld- 
erly persons killed or fatally injured 
while crossing streets at night. How 
many more old persons must be killed 
by motor vehicles before Mayor Childs 
and the Aldermen will act to stop 
the slaughter? When will it he re- 
alized that the most important duty 
of tjie police department today is to 
make our streets more safe? If four- 
teen persons had been killed in New- 
ton the past 10 months by bandits 
we would have had a score of men 
added to the police department. And 
in addition to the armored cars, ma- 
chine guns and revolvers purchased 
a few years ago to make tho New- 
ton police department modern, an air- 
plane and whippet tanks might have 
been acquired in addition. 

. A Newton city official assorts 
that we were wrong in our state- 
ment made in this column last 
week relative to being kept waiting 
3 minutes at the traffic signals in 
West Newton square. He states that 
no automobile lias been kept waiting 
that long when the signals were op- 
erated mechanically. He also told us 
that nine times out of ten we would 
not have to wait. We replied that 
we timed our wait by our watch, and 
that nine times out of ten we have 
to stop. And we arc' not the only 
one who has had such experiences. 

We hear plenty of criticisms regard- 
ing these signsils. One— from a man 
whose occupation deals with traffic 
conditions and who is qualified to talk 
with authority on such a subject— re- 
marked that to begin with there 
should he traffic lights facing east- 
bound traffic on i li- » signal at Wash- 
ington st.. opposite Waltham st. Be- 
cause! ot the absence of such lights 
there, many autoists proceeding East 
along Washington st. do not observe 
t ho* rod. or red and yellow lights on 
the signal tit the junction of Wuter- 
tewn and Washington st .. and tip 
not stop. Another criticism autois 
proceed out of Waltham st. on the 
green light and when they go to turn sidered. 


Into Watertown st. they find a red 
light against them. They either have 
to drive past the red light, in direct 
violation of traffic laws, or stop in tho 
path of other automobiles. A number 
of cars will be stopped on Washington 
st. from Waltham st. westerly, and 
the signal will turn from red to green, 
permitting the vehicles to proceed 
easterly. Before all succeed ill passing 
Chestnut st., the signal at the corner 
of that street and Washington st. will 
change from green to rod, and some 
of the' automobiles will be again halt- 
ed. If the traffic; committee of tho 
Board of Aldermen would spend sev- 
eral hours some day at West New- 
ton, possibly the motoring public 
might he given some relief from tho 
traffic nuisance now there. Even 
though the collection of signals did 
cost $4796, it would bo common sense 
to alter them, or their operation, to 
end the needless delay of traffic. 


Some of the so-called "white col- 
lar" WPA workers have organized 
unions and demand that projects for 
the employment of artists, writers 
and other such occupations be made 
permanent, and that they be given 
increased wages. Persons whose oc- 
cupations previous to the depression 
were of the “white collar” variety 
must he given relief as well as per- 
sons who wore overalls and junipers. 
But. many of those given employment 
on WPA projects and classified as ac- 
tors, artists, musicians and writers, 
never made a regular livelihood at 
such professions nnd never could, if 
they had to depend on their natural 
talents or acquired skill. We have a 
lot of alleged professionals on WPA 
projects. And when any WPA work- 
ers, either "white-collar” or other- 
wise want to he placed permanently 
on public relief without endeavoring 
to obtain employment in private in- 
dustry, particularly if they are young 
men or women, they need not expect 
sympathy or support from their fel- 
low citizens who have enough pride 
and ambition to try to ho independent. 
We know many men and women who 
have tried without success to find pri- 
vate employment and who still are 
on relief projects. But. these men 
and women are still trying and still 
hoping to find work at their old oc- 
cupations or in any line for which 
they are reasonably qualified. They 
don’t want to be on relief permanent- 
ly, and are not satisfied at the 
wages they get through the WPA. 


If the persons who petitioned the 
Newton Board of Aldermen for a 
change ot zone on the Soule property 
at Washington st. and Walnut park, 
with tho expectation that three apart- 
ment buildings could ho erected there 
with a large number of small apart- 
ments, had takeu the trouble to in-

ment structures will he kept hack 2o 
feet from street lines, as promised by 
i iie petitioner, ‘“when he would havo 
the right to build as close as 15 fc.t 
to street lines. 

Edward H. Powers said that as a 
member of the Claims and Rules Com- 
mittee of tlie Board of Aldermen in 
1929 and 1930 he wus assigned the 
duty of recommending zoning changes 
in Ward 1. that the general residence 
zone was hounded by the east side of 
Jewett st., and that the west side of 
that street had been left in private 
residence zone partly to protect Wal- 
nut Park which is probably the most 
attractive section in Newton, North of 
tlie railroad tracks. Powers informed 
tlie petitioner and his representatives 
that the question of apartment build- 
ings in Newton had been tliorofighly 
discussed 10 and more years ago, and 
that tlie people of Newton at that 
time ami since hud decided that no 
apartments should lie permitted in tills 
city unless they were of high-grade 
coiistruction, had ample setback from 
street lines, and that sufficient park- 
ing areas were provided on land nd- 
joining, so that automobiles of tenants 
would not congest nearby streets. He 
called attention to tlie narrowness of 
Jewett st. and Walnut Park where 
tlie planned apartment buildings 
would lie located, lie said that when 
a member of the zoning committee 
he had been more liberal in recom- 
mending areas for apartment build- 
ings than had the Aldermen from 
other sections of the city, and that he 
would prefer to see an attractive cot- 
tage-type apartment on the Soule 
property than a number of two-fam- 
ily houses. Powers stated that he had 
supposed that only one apartment 
building was planned to he built on 
the Soule estate, but since it was pro- 
posed to erect three such structures 
on the land, such, a plan would pre- 
clude adequate parking facilities for 
automobiles, would clutter nearby 
streets with parked cars, and would 
utterly change the character of the 
neighborhood. He therefor* > objected to 
the petition. 

Albert Scott, the petitioner, said he 
could not obtain sufficient revenue 
from tlie property if he built only one 
apartment building on the land. At- 
torney Oates told the Aldermen and 
the members of the Newton Planning 
Board who were present, that New- 
ton should change its zoning ordin- 
ance from time to time to keep abreast 
of business requirements. He favored 
extending the business zone along 
Washington street westerly from Jew- 
ett st.. and cited the change of Ga- 
len st., Watertown, near where he re- 
sides, from residence to business. Mr. 
Oates said that if the Aldermen would 
grant the zoning change, then the 
petitioner would submit plans show- 
ing how it is proposed to develop the 
property involved. 

Following the hearing the Claims 
and Rules Committee held a meeting 
and unanimously voted to recommend 
that the petition he given leave *o 
v* ithdraw.

Mrs. Frank l> Pierce, chairman of 
the State Department of Press and 
Publicity, gives an announcement of 
a nation-wide Contest for Press chair- 
men In each State there will be a 
first and second ribbon prize with the 
winners' names lettered in gold, and 
a grand prize of $50 will be award- 
ed for the best article, at the General 
Federation Council meeting in April. 
State prize winners are automatically 
eligible for the grand prize. Sometime 
between the first of October and the 
first of March 19.17. chairman should 
send to the State chairman of Press 
and Publicity (Mrs. Peirce’s address 
is Leicester, Mass.i one news release 
such as they would send to the news- 
paper, of an event in their club life — 
a meeting, lecture, social event, spe- 
cial campaign, etc. Be sure it is orig- 
inal copy, double-spaced, legibly writ- 
ten or typed, on one side of regulation 
size paper, and not over 500 words. 
Prizes are being donated through 
the courtesy and interest of the Bu- 
reau for Club Women of the New 
York Herald Tribune. 

Again this year there will be the 
Scrap Book Contest, with prizes 
awarded at Swampscott in May. 
Points to remember are — Suitability 
of book, title page, arrangement, 
neatness of clippings, quality and ap- 
propriateness. pictures and decorative 
features. 

“Both contests will stimulate an 
interest in club publicity, which is a 
vital necessity if the work of club- 
women is to justify the faith, time 
and Hnergy invested in it,” says Mrs. 
Peirce. 

To aid Press chairmen through the 
year opportunity will be given to at- 
tend regional press meetings, when 
practice will he given in the writing 
of club notices for publication, and 
trips through the leading newspaper 
plants in the State will be arranged. 

And in regard to Publicity, Mrs. 
Pierce has this to say: 

"Publicity is now recognized as an 
all-important factor in the successful 
outcome of any program whether it be 
that of the woman's club, business 
firm, or the Government. Publicity 
is the force that galvanizes women’s 
clubs to actiou. With it they may 
become real powers in their commu- 
nities: without it they remain dor- 
mant as far as the community is con- 
cerned. 

“Rightly handled, publicity is ihe 
key to quality as well as quantity 
membership, and the press chairman 
has the opportunity of making her 
club so popular that every woman 
in the community will wish to belong. 

Too often this fac t isn't appreciated, 
and publicity is just a hit-or-miss ad- 
junct to the club program. Ton often 
brief preliminary notices are all the 
publicity a club receives. Now this 
isn’t really publicity at all. 

“A good press chairman is a high- 
type saleswoman, who proceeds to 
sell her club to the community, but 
the club must do something worth re- 
cording or the chairman will have a 
hard time getting into print. Stress 
should be placed on the civic, cultural 
or educational value of the club pro- 
gram. and this must be done so that 
tie* story will have a popular appeal. 

“Remember that a club does not 
seek publicity because it wishes to 
be in the public eye. but to accurate- 
ly inform the public of its program, 
and develop good-will.”

each member on the basis of the 
amount of purchases lie has made. 
The Co-operative System, Mr. Camp- 
bed 1 stated increases competition with 
privately owned companies. 

The speaker then illustrated the re- 
sults of the system abroad and in this 
country. Forty per cent of the Swedish 
people are members of co-operatives 
and 20 per cent of Danish business 
is transacted on the cooperative ba- 
sis. 

During his recent visit to the United 
States, Dr. Kagawa of Japan approved 
the system to the people in the lec- 
ture hall and over t he air. 

Colonel Theodore Roosevelt thor-

In 1982 there were 6 co-ops in Chi- 
cago. Today there are 41. These 
were started by Robert Overstreet, 
son of the psychologist. “Tasting” 
parties were inaugurated to select 
ouantity and quality. From S per cent 
tc 40 per cent lias been saved by this 
method. 

In Gary. Indiana, there is a popula 
tion of 20,000 Negroes — 50 per cent of 
whom were unemployed during the 
depression. They got together and 
•started a co-operative in the cellai 
ot a house under the direction of a 
high school teacher who was himself 
a Negro. They started with $24.00. 
Now they have the largest Negrc- 
owned store In the country. 

Mr. Campbell explained how what 
are known as credit unions have been 
established through the co-operative 
system enabling co-op members to bor- 
row money for emergencies at a very 
h w interest. Far less than whal 
banks and private loaning companies 
d* maud. 

There are now 4,500 credit unions 
In this country, and through them 
$2,000,000.00 worth of insurance hn3 
been brought to members. 

Mr. Campbell expressed his hope 
that soon the co-operative movement 
would go as far in this country as 
it has gone in Finland. He said that 
it is largely due to this system that 
Finland was able to pay her war debt 
to the U. S. Today there are only 
200 people unemployed in Finland. 
Sweden’s unemployed has dropped to 
less titan Vj» of 1 per cent since the 
movement began. These countries are 
now largely free of monopolistic con 
trol and they have no anti-trust laws, 
the speaker said. 

In 1860, 40 per cent of the farms it: 
Denmark were under absentee owner- 
si. ip. Today the percentage has fal- 
len to 4 per cent. 

England, last year, paid $120,000,- 
000.00 back to the members of its co- 
operatives. In short, Mr. Campbell 
• concluded. “We have discovered a sys 
ti in of mass distribution whereby the 
proceeds go back to the owners in- 
stead of to capital."

Annual Sale of 

Health Seals 

Appeals Sent to Twelve Thous- 
and Homes 

From Thanksgiving to Christmas 
is the period set aside each year for 
the nation-wide sale of Christmas 
Health Seals, the income from which 
is for remedial and preventive work 
in tuberculosis. 

In Newton, sheets of seals have 
been sent to practically twelve 
thousand homes, with letters asking 
that if possible the seals be pur- 
chased. so that our city may he able 
to continue and augment the work 
which means investment lit health 
and encouragement to many who need 
the aid made possible only through 
the response to this appeal. The 
largest amount expended Is for the 
children who are sent to health 
camps, but last year twelve hundred 
dollars was expended for milk sent 
to the homes where It could not 
otherwise have been supplied and 
where it was sorely needed to aid in 
strengthening resistance to disease. 
These two items of expense, to- 
gether with allowances for other re- 
lief work necessary in the anti-tuber- 
culosis campaign, call for serious 
consideration and generous co- 
operation on the part of our resi- 
dents. 

The actual work of conducting the 
sale in this city is done by a com- 
mittee of the Newton Federation of 
Woman’s Clubs, of which Mrs. Ches 
ter W. Tudbury is chairman, and 
Mrs. H. Reginald Bankart is vice 
chairman. For the different sec- 
tions of the city the following are 
in charge: Auburndale, Mrs. R. W. 
McKenzie: West Newton, Mrs. Al- 
bert C. Blunt: Newton Centre, Miss 
Grace L. Rogers: Newton, Mrs. Rev- 
erly G. Secord; Newton Upper Falls, 
Mrs. Ernest F. Doyle; Newtonvllle, 
Mrs. David F. Hill; Newton High 
lands. Mrs. Hirain A. Miller; Wahan, 
Mrs. Frank Voorhees; Chestnut Hill, 
Mrs. Horace E. Jacobs; Newton Low- 
er Falls, Mrs. Harold Buse, and 
Chairman of Publicity, Mrs. Robert 
S. Bowen. 

Newton is relieved of forming an 
anti-tuberculosis association and the 
overhead expense is maintained at a 
minimum because an organized asso- 
ciation, the Newton Welfare Bureau 
handles this health work, and its 
Henlth Committee decides upon the 
policies to be followed. 

In a campaign covering so many 
names, it is barely possible that 
someone may he overlooked. Upon 
request, the local chairman will be 
very glad to supply seals or to in- 
crease the 1 number inclosed with the 
letter. If instructions in the letter 
are followed and an early reply is 
made, the work of the chairmen will 
be greatly helped.

Editor Newton Republican: 

Various plans for securing water 
for Newton have been submitted, but 
the one most prominently before the 
public is the "Sawyer plan.” We 
miestion the wisdom of this plan al- 
though tiie water committee lias re- 
ported in its favor. We think the 
city can secure water at less expense 
and at equal advantage by some other 
1 Inn. 

Boston lias already taken measures 
to obtaining a water supply from the 
Charles River. It is not Boston’s first 
attempt in this direction. Failure hn.< 
heretofore overtaken her in such ef- 
forts because or the opposition of New- 
ton and other towns, >they wishing t< 
obtain water for themselves from this 
river. Waltham Is already supplied 
ftoin the Charles; Newton must lie 
ere long. There Is no other available 
source unless the Sudbury river sup- 
ply be accepted by this city, in which 
<• se water might bo obtained from 
the Boston conduit, provided Boston 
Is willing. 

A better way is to unite with Bos- 
ton in the project of taking water 
from the Charles River above South 
Natick, paying our proportional share 
of the expense of the works; said 
share to be based on the amount of 
v ater consumed. In this way the ex- 
pense to Newton would lie much less 
than by water works of her own, and 
the amount needed could he almost 
indefinitely increased with little ex- 
pense. Crystal Lake could ho made 
a reservoir for the supply of low 
pressure pipes and could easily be 
kept full. Let us have the Charles 
River in connection with Boston, tak- 
ing the water from South Natick 
where it is pure, and not lower down 
the stream (at Upper Falls) where 
♦ here are objectionable ingredients.

Tiie Nonanlum Worsted Company 
gave alt their office help, overseois, 
second-hands and married men in their 
employ fat turkeys for Thanksgiving 
This company also gave away tills 
fall many loads of wood to worthy 
poor. 

Now it is suggested to widen Bea- 
con street ut Newton Centre and New- 
ton Highlands to make room tor th" 
proposed horse railroad track. What 
next? Cart off all the snow as fast 
as it fulls, and give the citizens sleigh 
lug on imro ground. 

A few nights since the hen hom o of 
Patrick Kenney at Lower Falls was 
raided and nine lions stolen. Within 
two days all but one returned and 
lie inference is that, they laid not 
been fur away. 
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Several weeks ago we suggested 
that some action he taken by Mayor 
Childs and the Newton Board of Alder- 
men to make traffic conditions safer 
on Newton streets. We repeated this 
suggestion last week in referring to 
14 fatalities caused so far this year in 
this city by automobiles. Action was 
taken thiH week — by the Aldermen. 
At the regular meeting of the Board 
on Monday night, Alderman Hill of 
Ward 2 moved that a committee ho 
appointed to confer with the Mayor so 
that provisions may lie made in next 
year’s budget for the appointment of 
additional traffic officers, for more 
traffic signals at dangerous traffic 
places In this city, if it is deemed thnt 
either of these measures is expedient, 
or to take whatever means may he 
considered practical to lessen automo- 
bile accidents in Newton. Alderman 
Hill’s motion was passed and a. com- 
mittee of three appointed to confer 
with Mayor Childs. 

Since the GRAPHIC was published 
last Friday more serious automobile 
accidents have occurred in Newton 
and more pedestrians have been criti- 
cally injured. On Sunday night at 7:14 
as Mary Donovan. 56, was crossing 
Washington st. from Church st. to- 
ward Jewett st., she was hit by a car 
driven by a young Arlington man. She 
received a probable fracture of the 
skull, broken ribs and other injuries 
which have since caused her to he on 
the danger list at the Newton Hospi- 
tal. In past years at least three pe- 
destrians have been killed while cross- 
ing Washington st. near Jewett st. 
We have repeatedly urged that a pe- 
destrian traffic signal be placed at this 
point so that persons may cross the 
street without being struck down by 
the speeding automobiles which come 
along Washington st. in large num- 
bers. 

Another aged victim of automobiles, 
Prof. Harry H* Powers, 76, of 82 
Church st., Newton, was critically in- 
jured about 8 o’clock Tuesday morn- 
ing when lie was struck by an auto- 
mobile while walking alongside his 
property on Centro st., near Church 
st. Unlike other elderly persons who 
have been recently lift by automobiles 
in tills city. Prof. Powers cannot be 
accused of having run in front of the 
car, as the vehicle hurtled across the 
sidewalk before it hit him. Newton 
people feel added resentment because 
of t Ills casualty, as Mr. Powers was 
hit while on his way to the attractive 
garden site on which lie lias spent 
many thousands of dollars to provide 
Newton with a beauty spot. 

We still contend there are two ef- 
fective ways to make Newton streets 
safer for traffic; more motorcycle po- 
licemen to patrol tiie principal speed- 
ways of the city day and night, and 
less fixing of cases for autoists who 


violate automobile and traffic laws. 
Wo realize that policemen cannot op- 
©rate, motorcycles during winter 
months when streets nre covered with 
snow and ice. But, traffic officers 
could he provided with automobiles 
during these months nnd patrol such 
speedways as Washington. Watertown. 
Boylston and Beacon sts.. and Com- 
monwealth ave., as well as other prin- 
cipal streets of the city. We have 
driven motor vehicles for many years 
and feel assured that there is no more 
effective curb on speeders and reck- 
less drivers than the knowledge that 
traffic officers are patrolling high- 
ways. Setting n trap for a day or 
two after an accident occurs is ridicu- 
lous. As soon ns the police stop op- 
erating the trap, speeding and danger- 
ous driving are renewed. Traffic sig- 
nals afford protection only in their im- 
mediate vicinity. Autoists of the 
"speeder” type only drive faster after 
passing n traffic signal to make up for 
the time lost nt the signal, or step on 
the gus In an effort to pass a signal 
before the red light shows. 

When allegedly law-abiding citi- 
zens in Newton and elsewhere will 
cense using their influence to have 
cases “fixed,” policemen will become 
more zealous in apprehending those 
who violate traffic laws, and when a 
policeman makes a complaint against 
an offender, that person will be 
brought into court. And if public 
opinion demands it, law enforcement 
officials, other than policemen, will lx 
forced to cooperate In making this 
country’s highways safer. When the 
people demand it, the laws will he en- 
forced and murders and maiming by 
automobiles curbed. 

Tire Republicans of Newton made 
a commendable change this year in 
connection with the city election. The 
Republican Ward and City Committees 
are not endorsing any of the candi- 
dates for Aldermen. Some small 
groups of Democrats, members of vari- 
ous Ward Committees, have gone the 
opposite direction and have endorsed 
candidates, thus attempting to nullify 
the non-partisan character of our city 
elections. Such endorsements will 
not have much effect. The contests, 
especially those for Ward Aldermen, 
will bo settled by the personal strength 
of the various candidates. It is amus- 
ing to observe one young politician 
placing so much stress on party loyal- 
ty. Tills young man was not so mili- 
tant in his loyalty to the Democratic 
party last winter when a bill was be- 
fore the Legislature which would have 
wiped out the only Democratic Ward 
in Newton -Ward 1. Although the 
chairman of the Democratic City Com- 
mittee of Newton spoke in opposition 
to the bill at a Legislative hearing, 
the alleged, militant young Democrat 
Aldermuii we refer to favored the bill.

Fitchet Scores on Interception 

Castoldi kicked off. the hall going 
into the end zone for a touchbac-k. 
Brookline started at the twenty-yard 
line and crossed into Newton terri- 
tory under their own power for the 
first time. Hofer and High carried 
for a first down in two stabs at the 
right side of the Newton line. A 
sky-high forward pass grabbed by 
Capt. Murray on the Newton 45-yard 
line gave Brookline adherents a lift, 
hut on the next play Brookline's 
southpaw passer popped a short toss 
right into the hands of Seth Fitchet, 
who had a clear field before him, 
running fifty yards to the goal line. 
Castoldi’s placekick was low, and 
Newton led 13-0. 

Castoldi kicked off for the third 
time, and the receiver came hack fif- 
teen yards to the Brookline 30-yard 
mark. Bernard Duffy and George 
Hutchings entered the game in the 
Newton line. Two line plays made 
five yards only, and O'Neil kicked to 
Castoldi, who stepped out side at the 
Newton 40. Edgar Romilly, Philip 
Enegess and Lincoln Morton went in- 
to the Newton line, Romilly at end 
and the others at the guard posi- 
tions. Castoldi hit right tackle for a 
fifteen-yard jaunt into Brookline ter- 
ritory as the first period ended. 

Second Period 

There was no further scoring for 
Newton in the first half. Newton was 
hard pressed for a time in the sec- 
ond quarter, hut staved off the Brook- 
line score once, then weakened mo- 
mentarily to yield a touchdown on 
the runbuck of a punt. They then 
started a march that threatened the 
visitors’ goal as the half ended. GuUlo 
Castoldi made seven yards. Starting 
at the Brookline 45. Castoldi picked 
up seven yards, but a loss on a re 
verse lateral on the next play offset 
the game. Guido got off a quick kick 
to Brookline’s 20-yard line. Brad 
Thompson broke up a running play, 
and O'Neil kicked long and low to 
Guido, who ran it back in no uncer- 
tain manner to the Brookline 40. a 
weaving run of 25 yards. A third- 
down pass. Castoldi to Fitchet. failed, 
and John Fitzgerald hurried off a 
high short kick. On third down. 
O'Neil kicked, and Brookline recov- 
ered the hall after it had touched 
Castoldi at the Newton 23. Brook- 
line w’as penalized 15 yards. Brad 
Thompson spoiled a luteral pass play, 
and Castoldi knocked down a for- 
ward. but a combined forward and 
lateral made fifteen yards. A pasi 
was knocked down in the end zone, 
and Newton took possession at the 
twenty. 

Castoldi hit the right side for seven 
yards, then wriggled through for a 
first down at right end. Burt McMul- 
lin and Fred Fisher entered the New- 
ton hack field. On third down, Castoldi 
got off a low punt across the field, and 
O'Neil gathered it in on the run, tour- 
ing straight down the sideline for 60 
yards and a touchdown without opposi- 
tion. On the second attempt for the 
extra point. High was run out of 
bounds on an end sweep, and Newton 
led 13-6. Balkus, Caruso and Pescoso* 
lido entered the game for Newton. 

The half was nearly over, hut Castoldi 
got away on another beautiful run. 
Starting from the 35-yard line after 
the kickoff. Guido hit the right side 
of the line, found it blocked, and 
swung wide around the end. going all 
the way to the Brookline 40 before 
the red and blue forces overhauled 
him. On fourth down, Guido made first 
down by inches with a line buck. Fit- 
chet carried to the Brookline 22-yard 
line as the half ended. 

Third Period 

Newton scored again on the penulti- 
mate play of the third period, as Guido 
Custoldi eased Ills way through the 
uncertain Brookline left side and 
sprinted 80 yards to a touchdown. 
Brookline hud u fine chunee to score 
again when four successive penalties 
and a had kick gave them the hall 
12 yards from the Newton goul. hut 
they were unable to press the advan- 
tage. There were live exchanges of 
kicks during tin* period. Newton made 
a first down and reached their own 
45, then kicked to the Brookline 2S. 

A long kick iu return was curried 30 
yurds to midfield hy Guido, hut u pen- 
alty set Newton hack on the 28. Cas- 
tohli's next hoot hit a Brookline | Wor 


blocker and was recovered hy Cowell 
at the Brookline 18. Guido kicked 
again, Cowell making the tackle at the 
Brookline 15. The return kick went 
out at the 48. Newton fumbled and 
Brookline recovered. A Brookline kick 
stopped so close to the Newton goal 
that an official who pried it from un- 
der the Brookline hoy who covered the 
hall was giving Newton a real break 
to call it a toucliback. Newton then 
drew four successive penalties, aud 
Castoldi kicked from under the goal- 
post. tlie ball going outside at the 12- 
vard line. .Third and fourth-down 
passes were spoiled In the end zone, 
and Newton took the ball at the 20. 
On an exchange of kicks, Brookline's 
boot carried over tie- goal, and New- 
ton again was on the 20. At this point 
came Castoldi’s long sprint. He ground 
through right tackle in second gear, 
then shifted into high and kicked mud 
Into the faces of his pursuers all the 
way to the other end of the field, 
where he planted the ball for the third 
touchdown. He then place-kicked an- 
other point, making the score 20-6. 

Brookline tried a lateral on the en- 
suing kickoff, but gave the play away 
beforehand. The third quarter ended 
with this play. Brookline holding the 
hall on their own 32.

Fourth Period 

Brookline gained eight on a suc- 
cessful pass, hut lost ten on a sho- 
vel pass or lateral. High’s kick was 
returned to the Brookline 40 by John 
Fitzgerald. Fltz then kicked out at 
the 18-yard line. Don Forte made a 
characteristic streamlined tackle to 
stop the next Brookline attempt be- 
hind the line, and Cowell also threw 
one for a loss. O’Neil kicked out to 
Red Dexter at the Newton 32. Stan 
Soliaski. wearing a leather beak, was 
in the Newton hackfleld at this junc- 
ture. Castoldi returned to the game. 
Brookline took the hall on downs at 
the 25. After two forwards failed, 
a lateral finally clicked, giving Brook- 
line a first down at the 35. and a 
penalty on Newton jumped the hall 
up to mid-field. Three plays netted 
six yards, and High kicked to Castol- 
di at the Newton IS. Guido's attempt 
ed kick was partially blocked, and 
Newton was lucky to recover the ball 
with a gain of two yards. Guido 
again stood back in kicking position, 
hut coolly picked out a pair of re- 
ceivers down the field and flipped a 
pass that Stan Gruber hauled in at 
the Newton 40. Gruber had one in- 
terferer and the Brookline safety to 
worry him. hut neither got in his 
way as he lit out for the goal, and 
he covered the sixty intervening 
yards in good time. The placekick 
was had. and the score became 26-6. 
Two intercepted passes spelled the 
end of a bad morning for Brookline. 
Don Forte pulled one down at the 
Brookline 40. and five plays later big 
Bill Loud gathered one in at the New- 
ton 40, just before the end of the 
game. In between these two plays, 
a Brookline back made a one-lianded 
circus catch of a long pass for a gain 
of 25 yards to the Newton 3S yard 
line. The game lagged until nearly 
one o’clocck with the result that some 
of the spectators left before the last 
Newton touchdown was recorded.

Riddle. R.N.. for eighteen years super- 
intendent of the Newton Hospital, who 
died on Thursday, Nov. 19th. in Mun- 
cy. Penna., were held there last Sat- 
urday from the home of her niece. 
Miss Riddle was born in Warriors 
Run. Penna.. eighty years ago, the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. John Riddle. 
The family moved to Michigan where 
she was educated. After teaching 
school for several years she took up 
nursing, graduating from the Boston 
City Hospital Training School in 18S9. 
Until 1904 she was in charge of vari- 
ous departments at the Boston City 
Hospital, when she was appointed Su- 
perintendent of the Newton Hospital. 
She served in that office until she re- 
tired from active work in 1922. During 
the war she received a leave of ab- 
sence from Newton and served for 
some time as superintendent of 
nurses at Camp Devens. 

Miss Riddle was active in many or- 
ganizations for nurses. She was for 
many years president of her own 
nurses' alumni association and in 1902 
was elected for the first of three! 
terms as president of the American 
Nurses Ass n. She, with two others, 
called the first nurses together in 
Boston with a view toward forming 
an association to work for the regis- 
tration of nurses by the state. The 
first mass meeting of the organiza- 
ion was held in Fanned Hall in 1903. 
After many attempts the association 
was successful in 1910 in getting on- . 
actment of the registration law by 
the Legislature. Miss Riddle was 
the chairman of the first Board of 
Registration, a position which she held 
until January 1926. She held a lectur- 
ing position at Columbia Teachers 
ollege for three years, was a direc- 
tor for the American Journal of Nuts-, 
ing. was on the editorial board of the 
Modern Hospital Magazine, treasurer j 
of the Isabel Hampton Robb Memori- 
al Fund and of the Maclsaac Loan 
Fund for more than twenty years, and 
author of an historical sketch of the 
Boston City Hospital Training School 
for Nurses, published in 192S. 

Miss Riddle made her home for the 
past several years with her sister, 
Mrs. Nancy Gundrum. of Muncy, un- 
til the latter's death last April, since 
hicli time she resided with her 
niece. Miss Elizabeth Wilson, of 
Muncy. She is survived by three 
nieces, the Misses Elizabeth. Annie 
and Mary Wilson, of Muncy, and one 
nephew. Charles Gundrum. of Phila- 
delphia. The Rev. W. F. Steck. a for- 
mer Lutheran pastor in Muncy, offi- 
iated at the funeral services and in- 
terment was in the Muncy Cemetery.

MORE POLICE NEEDED 

Dear Sir: 

Now that the city of Newton bus 
risen In wrath to banish unseemly 
"hilarity” from Its midst, Is It. too 
much to nsk that the lesser annoy- 
ances of death and destruction on its 
highways may receive some atten- 
tion? 

Granting the tremendous moral vic- 
tory involved in preventing four golf 
clubs front disposing of the diabolical 
liquors which they luid purchased for 
their own members at considerable 
expense (foolishly believing that New- 
ton had really gone modern), a mere 
pedestrian is tempted to ask of what 
avail all our smug virtues may ho 
if we are to he killed off in the full 
gloom of sanctity by reckless and un- 
controlled motorists. 

The narrowness of the vote by which 
th«' restaurants of Newton retained 
their right to sell beer is attributed, 

I understand, to tiie resentment of 
right-thinking people at the “hilari- 
ty" Indulged in by beer-drinking pa- 
trons. 1 myself must confess to hav- 
ing visited a restaurant in Newton- 
ville several times with a roystering 
group of tennlsers. We each had 
about six glasses of Schlitz, and wo 
laughed and joked, no doubt to the 
extreme disgust of the more decorous j 
patrons who believe that eating is a ; 
serious rite, to he conducted with ! 
long and solemn faces and much 
counting of calories and vitamins. 
Newton is a joyless community, full 
of that Puritanical spirit which 
frowns on the harmless diversions of 
the sinful minority who have come 
here from New York and other sinks 
of iniquity. Consider, for example, 
the dog-in-the-manger attitude of a 
certain resident of Newton Centre, 
who, in the days when Sunday morn- 
ing tennis was prohibited, delayed his 
weekly trip to the North Shore to 
watch for violators on the nearby 
Playground courts. Having done his 
duty by reporting the wretches, ho 
would motor to his home on the beach 
and disport himself on the sands for 
the rest of the day. 

It is difficult to understand the men- 
tal processes of a community which 
is so careful of its moral welfare and 
so reckless of the very lives of its 
citizens— a community that brags 
that its low tax rate is due to effi- 
cient and economical government — 
when that economy is in part at- 
tained through an utter inadequacy 
of policing on the city’s highways 

I am not familiar with conditions 
in other parts of Newton, but I can 
speak with full knowledge of the facts 
about Waltham st. A rather narrow 
thoroughfare. carrying a heavy 
stream of motor traffic, it has been 
the scene of many a tragic accident. 
Only a few days ago another fatality 
occurred at the corner of Llewellyn 
rd. In the evening it becomes a 
speedway where 30 miles is the min- 
imum and speeds of 50 to 60 miles 
or :.iore are fairly frequent.* Between 
Crafts and Washington sts.. a distance 
of about a mile, many streets lead 
off Waltham street, hut none cr *ss 
it. Tempted by this happy absence of 
cross traffic, drivers dash like jug- 
gernauts through its length; and the 
mutilated bark of the trees along the 
sharp turn in the middle stretch is 
witness to the general dislike of slow- 
ing down in mid-career. The gen- 
tleman. who recently made a three- 
point landing with his car far over 
on the lawn of one of Waltham 
street’s representative residents left 
no tracks to show how he got there. 
He stated that his accident was 
caused by an attempt to avoid a dog. 
His humanity is to be commended, 
even if we wonder what rate of speed 
would be sufficient for what seemed 
like a veritable flight through space 
But of dogs, more anon. 

After all, why should the meteoric 
motorists of Waltham st. curb their 
speed? I have walked up and down 
Waltham st. many hundreds of times 
in the past two years, but I have 
never seen or heard of a motorcycle 
policeman within its limits. No doubt 
Newton has motorcycle police — but 
so far as their activities are con- 
cerned. Waltham st. might just as 
well he a forgotten stepchild of the 
city government. And if the city 
government is unable to provide 
enough police to patrol the highways 
and preserve some respect for speed 
limits, the fault comes back upon the 
people of this city. Are they calloused 
to loss of life, does a low taxrate 
mean more than human safety, or 
are they simply blind to the facts? 
Let us accept the last ns the most 
charitable explanation. 

As for dogs. Newton may lie said 
to occupy a position midway between 
Constantinople, where tiie animal is 
sacred and thousands of homeless 
animals clutter up tiie streets and tiie 
more sophisticated American cities 
where dogs not on leash are prompt- 
ly pic ked up by the police. There are 
undoubtedly too many owners of large 
dogs in Newton who allow their ani- 
mals to roam through the streets at 
all hours of tli** day and night. Some 
of these animals are a menace to chil- 
dren. and the day will come when the 
people of Newton will Dud it neces- 
sary to take corrective measures. I 
mni lie accused in turn ot being a 
kill joy, intolerant of the rights and 
pleasures of dog owners, hut when 
they fail to prevent their pets from 
becoming public nuisances they no 
longer merit tolerance.

Aldermen Lease 
Land at W. Newton 

Bennett Rockman Will Use It 
For Theatre Parking Space 

A special meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen was held on Wednesday 
night for the purpose of appropriating 
$10,000 for the removal of snow and 
ice. Alderman Bowen, chairman of 
the Finance Committee, explained 
that only $1800 had remained in the 
budget of the Street. Department for 
this work prior to the unexpectedly 
early storms of the past couple of 
weeks. The cost of sanding streets 
and sidewalks following these storms 
was about $5000. The appropriation 
was made to care for the deficit, and 
with the hope that it may suffice for 
similar work until the end of this 
month. If it does, the total cost for 
the removal of snow and ice in 193(5 
will have been less than it was in 
1936. 

Another important matter that came 
before the meeting was the authoriza- 
tion of a lease of land owned by the 
city between Cherry and Elm st. to 
Bennet Rockman of the Kenmore 
Realty Company for a parking space at 
a yearly rental of $500. The Kenmore 
Realty Company has applied for a 
permit to erect a theatre on the site 
of the former Players’ Hall on Wash- 
ington st., West Newton. Such a per- 
mit was granted to Mr. Rockman by 
Mayor Woeks several years ago, and 
it is probable that one will again be 
granted. The land lease is between 
property owned by Mr. Rockman and 
the telephone exchange. It was pur- 
chased by Middlesex County some 
years ago as tbo site of a new court 
house. It was alleged at that time that 
County Treasurer Charles E. Hatfield 
had influenced the purchase of the 
land by the county officials in the hope 
that it might result in the new city 
hall being erected nearby on the site 
of the old city hall. Subsequently, 
the city acquired the ownership of the 
land when it gave the county the 
land on Washington st.. where the 
new court house is now located. 

In discussing the offer for the lease 
of the land for one year at $500, Al- 
derman Bowen explained that this sum 
is as much or more than the normal 
amount the city would receive for 
taxes on the property, were it pri- 
vately owned, and that the lease will 
be so drawn that it can be terminated 
if the city at any time wishes to 
make other disposition of the land.

Mr. Richard Harlow, head football 
coach at Harvard University, was in- 
troduced by Mr. Donald Enoch.

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THE ELECTION NEXT TUESDAY 

As in the past city elections when there is no mayoralty 
candidate on the ballot the voters are somewhat apathetic to 
the election next Tuesday when fourteen aldermen and two 
members of the school committee will be elected. The effort 
of the Newton Citizens’ Association to create greater interest 
by issuing several thousands of circulars containing informa- 
tion on all candidates who replied to questionnaires sent out 
previously should have the support and co-operation of all 
citizens. No voter can vote intelligently unless he knows for 
whom he is voting and no voter should be unconcerned as to 
the results of the city elections as it is at such times that the 
men who govern the city are elected to positions of responsi- 
bility and trust. Every voter should realize that in order to 
maintain majority government he should cast his ballot. Inci- 
dentally we believe that the off-year election should be abol- 
ished and that Newton should adopt the biennial system of 
election. It is our intention to take some step toward this ob- 
jective in the near future. The fact remains, however, that there 
is an election next Tuesday and the voters must select sixteen 
officials from the more than thirty candidates. There are seven 
aldermen at large to be elected, seven ward aldermen and 
two members of the school committee. 

In Ward 1 the present Alderman at large, John E. Barwise, 
is being opposed by Waldo S. Wheldon, former defeated can- 
didate in a previous city election. Mr. Barwise has been a con- 
scientious member of the board and we see no reason why 
he should be replaced. In Ward 4 Alderman Charles B. Floyd 
has two opponents in Edmund F. Wilson and John Duane. Mr. 
Floyd has been president of the Board the past? year, and has a 
wide experience in many activities. Like any person in po- 
litical office he has incurred the displeasure of some individ- 
uals. This fact does not disqualify him from further service 
as an alderman and when his qualifications are weighed against 
those of his opponents there can be no question that he should 
be re-elected by a large majority. In Ward 5 Alderman 
Donald D. McKay has for his opponent John Abrey, candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for State Representative at the 
election in November and overwhelmingly defeated. Mr. McKay 
will no doubt be re-elected. His activities and contacts are many 
and he has served the city well in other ways than as Ward 

5 Alderman at large. In Ward 7 the two-way contest between 
Alderman Clarence C. Colby and the perennial candidate, Paul 
Harris Drake, is attracting considerable interest. Mr. Drake 
is a colorful candidate but his views are so different from the 
majority of Newton citizens that he will doubtless have little 
success in his efforts to unseat the present Alderman. Mr. Colby 
has taken his duties seriously, has spent hours of study upon 
problems of the aldermen, and he has shown the judgment and 
impartiality which we expect from the city fathers. Mr. Colby 
should be re-elected and taking into consideration the previous 
vote-getting abilities of Mr. Drake, it seems quite probable 
that Mr. Colby will continue to serve. 

The Ward Aldermanic contest in Ward 1 is a four-sided 
affair with the final result depending upon the activities of 
the three leading candidates, John W. Blakeney, Jr., Edward 
A. Fahey and Joseph Murphy. In Ward 2 present Alderman 
at large Albert M. Lyon is a candidate for the Ward Aider- 
manic seat, a one-year term. Mr. Lyon is outstanding in his 
services to the city and there is no question of the desirability 
of his re-election. In Ward 3 Alderman Alfred M. Guzzi will 
find difficulty in being re-elected despite his reputation in 
getting out his supporters on election day. Maxwell P. Gaddis 
and Edmund Greene are opposing Mr. Guzzi who was twice 
defeated this fall in his desire to represent Newton in the 
State Legislature. Mr. Guzzi has lost strength by changing 
his affiliations from one party to another. Despite the fact 
that the city election is supposedly a non-partisan affair this 
phase of the situation cannot be disregarded. Mr. Gaddis 
has many friends and has a working organization which is 
doing everything possible to put him over. Mr. Gaddis is a 
particularly able man and should make a fine representative on 
the board. Mr. Greene, the third candidate, has made con- 
siderable inroads into Mr. Guzzi’s strength and may make a 
strong run, particularly in a light vote. In Ward 4 Alderman 
Brockelsby is being opposed for re-election by George A. Bacon, 
unsuccessful candidate for alderman at large a year ago. The 
contest here should be extremely close. We have a high regard 
for Mr. Bacon and his election would be a continuation of good 
representation from that section of the city in the past. In Ward 

6 Alderman Jamieson has two opponents. Mr. Jamieson has 
far more experience in community affairs which make his 
return to the board highly desirable. In Ward 6 Alderman 
Melcher is being opposed by another perennial candidate, Ellis 
Sutcliffe. A comparison of the qualifications of the two can* 
didates clearly indicates that Mr. Melcher should be returned 
for another year of service. 

The two present members of the school committee, Harry 
Bryant and Mrs. Margaret Woods, are both opposed for re- 
election. There is no reason at all why they should be suc- 
ceeded by other candidates. Although it will be remembered 
that we did not support Mr. Bryant three years ago when he 
was opposed by Mr. Nelson Vanderhoof the situation is dif- 
ferent in the coming election. 

It will be entirely disappointing if but a few voters cast 
their ballots on Tuesday. Past years have shown that on some 
occasions as few as 12 per cent of the voters have participated 
in a city election. We can only urge all voters to realize the 
obligation they owe the community to VOTE NEXT TUESDAY.

The new 'building opposite our office 
is being pushed forward ns rapidly as 
the weather allows. Mr. Aerner will 
have his stores completed at an early 
date. Newton Corner is growing and 
promises to be something of a busi- 
ness centre before many years. If our 
people can find as good an article at 
home, they will buy it there. 


The Newton Horticultural Society 
held its first meeting of the winter 
on Thursday evening at t lie home of 
W. P. Tyler, Ward 1. Henry P. Ross 
advocated the use of lawn mowers and 
the cultivation of good flowers. Lay 
out your grounds in the most natural 
way. Don't make all straight walks; 
on the other hand, don’t make all 
crooked walks. Mr. Ross advocated 
public parks in every village. He said 
a most excellent place for one is at 
Bullough’s Pond. John S. Farlow (later 
the donor of Farlow Park) thought 
RiiUough’s Pond the best place for a 
large park in the whole city. (Bul- 
lough’s Pond then included the pres- 
ent site of City Hall. — Ehl.) 


The Rev. Mr. Peloubet lectured last 
Monday evening at Auburndale on 
"Descendants of Monkeys, or Children 
of God?” While conceding It to he 
possible that our bodies might he the 
result of development, he strongly af- 
firmed the creation of the soul of man 
by God. 


Tuesday was an exciting day iu 
some Wards although the total vote 
of the city was less than had been 
predicted. The polls were not opened 
until 12 o’clock noon, and as they 
were obliged to lie closed at 4:20 
p. m., many lost the privilege of vot- 
ing. Had the polls been open earlier 
in the day, many could have voted 
'before going to business. In Wards 
1 and 3 were the most earnest work- 
ers. The candidates for Aldermen in 
these Wards had active men who did 
their best for their favorites. On the 
water question, the people showed 
that they appreciated their position, 
and voted in favor of the proposed 
water system by a majority of 505. 

The first paper mill at Lower Emails 
was erected by John Ware of Slier- 
horn about the year 1790.

Hyde’s Brook at 
Washington st., near the railroad 
crossing, had to 'be forded where it 
crossed the road, and was a favorite 
place for watering horses.

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There will be an election in this 
city next Tuesday, December 8. Inas- 
much, us u large part of the citizens 
of this city take little, or no Inter- 
est in local politics, particularly In 
years when (here Is no mayoralty 
contest, municipal elections have been 
held in Newton in the past with 20 
per cent or fewer of the voters going 
to the polls. Newton residents and 
taxpayers do not seem to realize that 
each year fourteen of the twenty-one 
members of ihe Newton Board of Al- 
dermen are elected, and either two 
or three of the seven members of the 
School Committee. Thus, each year 
a majority of the aldermen Is cho- 
sen, and probably a controlling Influ- 
ence In the School Committee. Not- 
withstanding that the financial condi- 
tion of this city Is vitally affected by 
each election, with the resultant hear- 
ing on our tax rate, most of Newlon’s 
citlzens do not seem to have sufficient 
interest in their own affairs, to care. 
Neither does it appear to concern 
Newton property owners, thut a suffi- 
ciency of aldermen might he voted in- 
to office at any election to let down 
the bars on the zoning ordinance in 
this city, and thus ruin it us nn ex- 
ceptionullv high grade residential com- 
munity. An .•♦tempt was made a cou- 
ple of years ago to eliminate these 
ofi-year elections, hut it was not suc- 
cessful. 

In past years the Newton Repub- 
lican City Committee endorsed certain 
candidates for Mayor and Aldermen 
in this city. As Newton elections arc 
non-partisan, the Republican City 
Committees were criticised for appar- 
ently injecting partisan politics into 
our local elections. As a result, it 
was decided lust year by the Repub- 
lican City Committee to cense making 
endorsements of candidates at city 
elections. This year the Republicans 
are endorsing no candidates. An organ- 
ized effort is being made to stimulate 
Interest in the election und to ac- 
quaint Newton voters with the qualifi- 
cations of those aspiring to offices In 
our city government. During the past 
year an organization was formed of 
Newton men and women to be known 
as the Newton Citizens Association 
This organization is non-partisan and 
its purpose is to maintain high stand- 
ards in Newton city government and 
to furnish civic information to all vot- 
ers. With this end in view, the Clti- 1 
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zens Association prepared a question- 
naire which was sent to all the can- 
didates for aldermen and School Com- 
mittee. Provision was made where- 
by any candidate might have ills pic- 
ture printed In circulars sent out to 
the voters If he desired to pay a small 
sum for the cost of the half-tone cut. 
The information regarding the candi- 
dates as obtained from the question 
naires sent them, has been printed on 
about 15,000 circulars which are to 
hi mailed to every house in Newton 
where there are voters. 

Most of the candidates co-operated 
with the Citizens Association by an 
swering some or all of the questions 
asked them. A few did not. Of the 
more than 30 candidates invited to 
send photographs of themselves, onl;. 
11 took advantage of the opportunity 
to let the voters see what sort of look- 
ing individuals they are. Perhaps it is 
modesty that actuated the others in not 
desiring the pictures printed. As one 
who consistently criticised Republican 
City Committees In past years for en- 
dorsing candidates at city elections, we 
believe the efforts and expenses which 
the Citizens Associations have gone 
to in endeavoring to stimulate Inter- 
est in the coming election, and giv- 
ing information regarding candidates, 
are to be commended. We also be- 
lieve these off-year elections should be 
abolished. 

While there is general apathy In 
the city regarding the election next 
Tuesday, candidates for Ward Aider- 
men in several of the Wards are quite 
active. In Ward 1 four candidates will 
he voted for. James P. Akins, the 
present incumbent. Is not running for 
re-election. There should be a close 
fight between three of the four can 
didates— all residents of Precinct 1. 
John W. Blakeney, Jr., has been a 
candidate for Alderman at previous 
elections. He has a considerable ac- 
quaintance in the Ward and will prob- 
ably obtain considerable support from 
Precinct 2. Edward A. Fahey was 
urged to be a candidate by some of 
his friends two years ago. He did 
not run. but, instead he supported 
James P. Akins for the office.

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Tips on Getting-out Voters 

The size of the vote cast at 1 lie 
coming city election will in no wu.v 
approach the total of November third. 
That seems to lie accepted even by 
the most optimistic aldermanic and 
school board candidates. I do not 
remember what percentage of the to- 
tal vote turned-up last month but 
whatever it was that of next Tuesday 
will suffer by comparison. This docs 
not reflect on the candidates. They 
as would all patriotic citizens, rejoice 
in large figures. The problem then 
is how to attract more voters. 

First of all, the cost of maintain- 
ing balloting places for a municipal 
election is os great as for one where- 
in a Presidential contest has every- 
body by the ears. This being the case 
it behooves those responsible or those 
who think they are, to arouse enthusi- 
asm. If we knew that a lot of men 
in shorts were going to tear through 
the streets on a cold day in the in- 
terest of civic pride we might he 
more excited over the choice of 'il- 
dermen from our ward. The idea of 
a running race is not the only one 
that occurs to me. For those who 
prefer the more refined and sooth- 
ing entertainment there could be an 
orchestra stationed at each polling 
place to provide a concert program. 

If there were snow on the ground 
the situation would he ideal. Candi- 
dates could provide sleds and double- 
runners. Who wouldn’t forget his age 
and gladly coast to the polls? Tobog- 
gans could he furnished those who 
live in the "hill sections" of our sev- 
eral villages. In event of plenty of 
snow, skiis would be an irresistible 
feature. All this, I submit, would make 
a most impressive occasion of elec- 
tion day. It would bring out the 
crowds and make people take far more 
seriously than they now do the mat- 
ter of a municipal election. 


The New "White” Way 

There are many who are frequently 
heard to say, "I like to take a good 
long walk.” How many of them ac- 
tually get out on the road for a vig- 
orous tramp of several miles is a 
question. That, however, is not for 
me to discuss. I’m addressing myself 
to those who reully hike and enjoy it. 
The point of all this lies in the fact 
thut in order to get the most out of 
“hoofing it” on country roads one 
should he wary of automobiles. 

Tho advice of those who have made 
a study of accidents is to wear some- 
thing white. This does not mean that 
red flannels, which lots of people are 
wearing, according to Government 
statistics, are ruled out. Tho white 
should he conspicuously displayed 
which meuus, of course, on one’s out- 
er gurmeiits. I huve been wondering 
just what best meets this require- 
ment. There ure white knitted cups 
hut those are sports togs and the 
more conservative folk hesitate to bo 
so guyly attired. How about a puir 
of white mittens? These certainly 
would ho warm. They seem to bo 
just about the best kind of protection 
for life und limb us well us lingers. 
But should it bo necessury to keep 
one’s hands ubove one's head ull tho 
time? That's the stumbling block in 
my deliberations. 


President Coolidge and Matches 

What was once commonly used and 
greatly depended upon has now be- 
come a curio. It was my privilege to 
receive some of these extraordinary 
ai tides as gift. I might as well tell 
you now that it is a card of matches. 
There are many who will recall the 
oi l brimstone matches which were 
invented way back in 1S36, succeed- 
ing flint and tinder as fire-producing 
implements. 

The man who presented nie with 
them said, “It may Interest you to 
know that these, or at least the man- 
ufacture and sale of them, was made 
illegal 27 years ago in the adminis- 
tration of President Taft.” 

Urged for additional information, 
my friend said, “These cards of 
matches, which will be a revelation to 
young people 'and children, were first 
dipped in brimstone and then phos- 
phorus. It seems that eventually it 
became known that the phosphorus 
affected the mouths of the workers in 
match factories and that they con- 
tracted what was known as ‘phossy 
mouth.’ Years of agitation— thirteen 
to he exact — brought forth Federal 
legislation which forbade their man- 
ufacture. Then came the wooden 
matches now in use and later the pa- 
per matches which have become pop- 
ular.” 

1 inquired of my friend how he 
came into possession of those in the 
tin box on his desk. He replied that 
ho had a habit of collecting odd things 
and that when the manufacture of 
the old mutches became illegal, or 
just before the final date, he bought, 
a large box of them. 

Then came a good story. Said he, 
"When President Calvin Coolidge was 
Governor I thought he might be in- 
terested und so I handed him a card 
of the old brimstone matches. At his 
request I went into the history of 
manufacturing matches. He said 
nothing until I had finished. Then 
he broke one from the card, scratched 
it on the sole of his shoe, prepara- 
tory to lighting a cigar, and said in 
his characteristic epigrammatic way, 
•None better.’ So you see what Mr. 
Coolidge thought of them."

Coach Sanborn To Have Many 
Lettermen Back 

William "Bill" Johnston of 37 Knoll 
st., Newton Centre, a triple-threat 
quarterback, was chosen captain of 
the Newton High school football team 
for 1937 in an election at the school 
Wednesday.

Crisis In World Peace 

The first in a series of free lec- 
tures sponsored by tin* Newton Youth 
Section of the Emergency Peace 
Campaign will be held on Tuesday eve- 
ning. Dec. S. at S o'clock, in the Par- 
ish House of tin* West Newton Uni- 
tarian Church, Washington st.. West 
Newton, when Dr. John Howland Latli- 
rop, minister of tin* Church of the 
Saviour. Brooklyn, N. Y.. will speak 
on tin* subject "The Present Crisis in 
World Peace What Is America Doing 
about It?” 

Dr. Lnthrup, who has been pastor 
of the Brooklyn Church since 1911. 
is xveir known in this country for his

erica. In the summer of 1927, he 
was vice-chairman of the commission 
sent to Rounmnia by tlu* American 
Committee on the Rights of Religious 
Minorities, of which he is a member. 
In 1928 and 1929, Dr. Lathrop was 
chairman of the delegation sent by 
the American Unitarian Association to 
India to take part in the centenary of 
the Brahmo Batnaj, and he has twice 
been to Geneva as unoiflciul member 
of the group of professors sent by the 
Carnegie Endowment for World 
Pence.

I polities. He has been receiving con- 
I sidernhle support from the younger 
l voters of the Ward, with whom lie is 
popular. An active campaign is be- 
ing waged in his behalf. 

| In Ward 2. according to present in- 
dications, Albert X. Lyon will receive 
a good majority of the votes cast. 
In Ward 3 n fair percentage of the 
vote will probably come out as re- 
sult of the contest being waged lie- 
tween Alfred It. Guzzi, the present in- 
cumbent; Maxwell Gaddis and Ed 
mund Greene. A year ago. after Guzzi 
whs re-elected as Ward Alderman, lie 
became ambitious and without delay 
announced bis candidacy for Represen- 
tative to the State Legislature. Guzzi 
was fatuous enough to believe be bad 
•bailee to obtain the Republican 
nomination for the office. In addition 
to the Democratic nomination. So. 
after clinching the Democratic nomi 
nation, lie made the mistake of with- 
drawing his affiliation with that party, 
and of going to the primary election 
and asking for a Republican ballot, 
which again made him a member of 
the Republican party. A couple of 
days later, on September IS. lie can- 
celled his Republican affiliation. These 
political shifts on Guzzi's part result- 
ed in alienating from him the support 
of some of ills former stalwart advo- 
cates. including M. Bernard (Run) 
McCarthy, who has been active in be- 
half of the candidacy of Edmund L. 
Greene, a popular young West New- 
ton man. As a well organized cam- 
paign is being conducted for Maxwell 
Gaddis. Guzzi will have to use all his 
aggressiveness to assure a victory, 
despite his record for accomplish- 
ments during his two years as a 
member of the Aldermen. The size 
of the vote In Precinct 2 will proba- 
bly dot ermine the result of this elec- 
tion in Ward 3. 

In Ward 1 active campaigns are be- 
ing made for both John Brocklesby. 
the present incumbent, and George 
Bacon. Brocklesby points to the fact 
that he has worked hard for Ward -4 
during the past year, and that more 
improvement have been obtained in 
the Ward than for years. These im- 
provements include repairs to side- 
walks and streets, and the installa- 
tion of new drains, street lights and 
traffic lights.

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Community Forum Hears 
Expert On Criminals 
Denounce Parole Systems 

Courtney R. Cooper Blames Parents Who Do Not Properly 
Discipline Children 


The Newton Community Forum pre- 
sented Courtney Ryley Cooper as its 
third speaker of the season last Sun- 
day afternoon. According to J. Edgar 
Hoover, Mr. Cooper is the "best in- 
formed man on crime In the United 
States." He is not only a crime ex- 
pert but also an author, lecturer and 
sportsman. He is of the stafT of the 
Training School of the Division of In- 
vestigation of the Federal Justice nnd 
Treasury Departments. His subject 
was “The Making and Breaking of 
Criminals." 

Mr. Cooper said that the chief fac- 
tor in the making of Criminals is 
their belief that they can "get away 
with it” Behind this vapid trust to 
chance develops a more material de- 
pendence upon “protection” which 
takes various forms. The criminal — 
call him X— knows someone who is a 
“pal" to someone else who has drag. 
That someone will get him out of it 
or if he won't “anudder guy will.” 
And so it goes. What is more — Mr. 
Cooper said that the worst mistake 
mother and dad — especially mother — 
can make is to forgive little Junior 
for breaking Mrs. Jones’ parlor win- 
dow — "He’s too young to know any 
better, the poor little dear.” So the 
poor little dear keeps on breaking win- 
dows and putting tacks in the road — 
each prank becoming less of a prank 
and more of a criminal offense. In 
this way the embryonic criminal loses 
what self-respect he might have had, 
develops a perverted ego and an ever- 
increasing cowardice. 

The speaker told of having run 
away at an early age to join a circus 
where he eventually trained animals. 
He says that there is little differenco 
between the human cub and the lion 
cub. Their natural Instincts are in 
common to bite and scratch. Unless 
guided intelligently and with under- 
standing until trained sufficiently to 
know how "things are done” in polite 
society, they keep on being animals. 
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Therefore, the speaker continued, our 
civilization is false and must be so. 

3,500,000 people are working against 
crime in this country today. All over 
the world some crime is committed 
every twenty seconds. Does crime 
pay? It pays the criminal. Mr. Coo- 
per gave |75,000.00 per annum as the 
average income of the accomplished 
criminal. What is more it ‘will con- 
tinue to pay until something is done. 
Progress is being made, however, for 
the “racket” has decreased 75 per 
cent since the Bureau of Investiga- 
tion got on the Job. 

It may be of interest if a bit dis- 
illusioning to know that 15,000 police 
officers in the country have records. 
That does not mean once a criminal 
always one, but nevertheless the first 
thing to be done is to clear the po- 
lice department of men who are will- 
ing to keep their eyes closed for a 
small sum. 

Of the prison inmates in the U. S. 
52 per cent are in on second terms 
and upwards. Mr. Cooper does not 
believe in the loose parole system of 
many states or too much recreation 
for prisoners. It has too many loop- 
holes and is an added expense in the 
end. Neither does he believe in po- 
litical pressure — a polite way of say- 
ing drag — bo it bribery, acquaintance 
or any other means of using Influence 
to free a criminal of his just deserts. 
Mr. Cooper does believe in capital 
punishment, however, and says that 
the fear of the chair keeps a great 
many on the straight and narrow. 

His graphic accounts of some of the 
big crimes and their perpetrators — 
from mannerism to speech — left the 
audience wide-eyed and couvulsed by 
turns.

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Prof. Harry H. Powers of 82 Church 
st.. Newton died at the Newton Hos- 
pital on December 8 of injuries re- 
ceived on November 24 when he was 
struck by an automobile. On the 
morning of that day ns Mr. Powers 
was walking on the sidewalk at Cen- 
tre st., near Church st., alongside his 
property which he had developed in- 
to a beautiful garden spot, two auto- 
mobiles collided at the intersection 
of Centre and Church sts. One 
swerved across the sidewalk and 
pinned Mr. Powers between the car 
and a heavy wire fence. He received 
injuries to his spine, but they were 
not considered fatal and his recovery 
was expected. 

Dr. Powers was born in Hebron, 
Wisconsin 77 years ago. He gradn 
ated from the University of Wiscon- 
sin in 1882 and then started to teach 
French and German at that institu- 
tion. A fdw years later lie took a 
postgraduate course at the University 
of Berlin. Subsequently he taught 
French and German and political 
economy at Smith College, and at 
Oberlin. Stanford and Cornell Univer- 
sities. While at Cornell Prof. Powers 
started the Bureau of University 
Travel, devoted to educational travel. 
Upon ending ills association with Cor- 
nell, he enme to Newton in 1902 and 
expanded the activities of the Bureau 
of University Travel. Soon after Prof. 
Powers started to publish “Univer- 
sity Prints” which had a wide sale 
to educational institutions. He was a 
pioneer in conducting tours to Greece 
and other parts of the Mediterranean 
previously not easily accessible to 
travelers. 

Dr. Powers was the author of many 
books on art, travel and other sub- 
jects. During the World War he wrote 
works on political subjects, including 
“America Among Nations.” and 
Things That Men Fight For.” One 
of the last books he wrote was — 
‘Works of Michael Angelo.” Last 
year upon retiring as head of the Bu 
reau of University Travel, to keep 
himself occupied and to make a civic 
contribution to Newton, he started to 
develop the former Utley and Frisbie 
estates on Centre and Church 'sts., 
which he had purchased, into a large 
;nrden spot modelled after a garden 
adjoining Salisbury Cathedral, Eng- 
le nd. lie erected a small garden 
house and conservatory there. 

Dr. Powers is survived by his wi- 
dow, Mrs. Mary M. Powers; a son, 
Joseph H. Powers of Newton; a sister. 
Mrs. John Chapman of Rochestei, 
New York: and a brother, Joseph 
Powers, a retired professor of the 
University of Nebraska. His funeral 
service will be held from his late 
home on Friday afternoon at 2; 30. 
Rev. Ray Eusden of Eliot Church will 
officiate. Burial will lie in Newton 
Cemetery. 
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Again Turn Down 
Martin Petition 


The current petition of the Mar 
tin Manufacturing Company to rezone 
land bordered by Washington, Felton 
nnd Chestnut sts., West Newton from 
business to manufacturing zone will be 
reported on adversely by the Claims 
and Rules committee of the Aldermen 
at the meeting next Monday night. 
The committee held a meeting on 
Dec. 2 and voted 5 to 1 to give the 
petition leave to withdraw. Similar 
petitions have been presented to the 
Hoard of Aldermen before and have 
been rejocted. The present petition, 
however, seemed to have better 
chances, as the Planning Hoard of 
Newton had favored it after having 
imposed conditions, nnd it hud been 
given serious consideration by the 
Hoard of Aldermen. A 15 foot set- 
back on Felton st. bad been agreed 
to. 

The Martin Contpuny owns a large 
factory building which for many 
years was used for light manufactur- 
ing, tlir making eg • urtalns. The 
building was operated under the non- 
conforming clause in the zoning ordi- 
nance, and it has been found impos- 
sible to sell or lease It for other 
types of manufacturing. 

Alderman Bowen of Ward 3 opposed 
the zoning change at the hearing Be- 
fore the Claims and Rules Commit- 
tee. He argued that the West Newton 
public library is across Chestnut st. 
from the proposed manufacturing 
zone, and that if the change were 
made, some objectionable type of 
manufacturing might be started in the 
area. The West Newton Men's Club 
registered an objection to the peti- 
tion.

While the usual lack of interest 
was manifested In the city election on 
Tuesdary, the percentage of voters who 
displayed enough interest in Newton 
affairs to do their civic duty was 
larger than in other years when there 
was no mayoralty contest. The total 
number of ballots cast was 12,734. 
about one-third of the total registra- 
tion. A large number of blanks char- 
acterized the election. The results 
were about as had been expected. Most 
of the Aldermen who were candidates 
for reelection were successful. Two 
were not. In Ward 3 Alfred Guzzi. who 
had served two years as Ward Alder- 
man. was defeated by Max Gaddis. 
Gaddis obtained a small majority of 
the votes cast for this office. His total 
of 1290 exceeded the votes cast for 
both Guzzi and Greene by 39. Guzzi 
received 714 and Greene 537. Guzzi, 
apparently sceptical of his chances, 
did not make an aggressive campaign, 
such as he did the preceding two 
years. 

In Ward 4 Bacon defeated Ward Al- 
derman Brocklesby in a fairly close 
fleht — 1087 to 849. In Ward 6 and in 
Ward 7 the present incumbents. Jo- 
seph Jamieson and James Melcher, 
won easily. In Wards 1 and 2 the con- 
tests were closer No candidate had 
a majority of first choice votes, so 
the preferential system, necessitating 
the counting of the second and third 
choice votes, was resorted to. In Ward 
1 Fahey received a total of 500 first 
choice votes and Murphy 476. Fahey's 
total, counting first, second and third 
choice votes, was 647: Murphy's 612. 
A recount will he asked by Murphy’s 
supporters. In Ward 2 Whitehead re- 
wived enough 1st. < hoice votes to pre- 
vent Lvon- from getting a majority 
over Dunleavy and Vergato. The to- 
tal of all votes cast for Lyon was 10S3; 
Dunleavy received 754. Whitehead 
1S6. and Vergato 240.

Local Retail 
Sales Near 
Peak of 1929 


The Bureau of the Census have Just 
released the figures covering Retail 
Sales in Newton for the year 1935. 
This is the third census of Retail 
business; the first was taken in 1930 
covering the year 1929, the second 
was taken in 1934 covering the year 
1933, and the third taken this year 
covering 1935. 

The report covers 521 retail out- 
lets which did a business of $17,391,- 
000, employed 1999 people not includ- 
ing proprietors who received $2,071.- 
000 in salaries. The year's business 
showed an increase of 34 per cent 
over the year 1933 against an average 
for the State of 24 per cent. Assum- 
ing that the increase for this year will 
be 10 per cent (estimated average in- 
crease for the State) would mean sales 
of $19,130,100 or only 8 per cent below 
the peak year of 1929. 

The number of Stores in 1929 was 
512, in 1933 the number was 464. and 
last year 1935 the number was 521, 
an increase of 57 in the two years, 
and an increase of 9 over 1929. 

While the increase in Total Sales 
in 1935 was 34 per cent over 1933. 
the increase varied greatly in the dif- 
ferent lines of business. The food 
group comprising 177 stores increased 
their business 31 per cent. The au- 
tomotive group which includes Auto- 
mobiles. Filling Stations and Garages 
increased 40 per cent. The Lumber. 
Hardware, and Heating & Plumbing 
group increased 90 per cent, restau- 
rants 9S per cent, drug stores 22 per 
cent 

The Newton Chamber of Commerce 
states that as the total net population 
of the city has changed but little in 
the past two years it would seem 
from the fact that local retail sales 
have increased a greater percentage 
than the average for the State, that 
more people are buying at home than 
formerly.

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Service Clubs 
Told of Return 
Of Prosperity 

The members of the Newton Ro- 
tary Club wero the guests of tlio New- 
ton Kiwanis Club at a joint meeting 
of the two local service organizations 
nt the Clmrles River Country Club on 
Tuesday noon. Mr. Ralph B. Wilson, 
vice-president of the Babson Statisti- 
cal Organization, was the speaker. He 
was introduced by Ernest J. Gibson, 
president of the Kiwanis Club. 

Mr. Wilson stated that the depres- 
sion which began in 1929 was definite- 
ly over ntid that the total volume of 
retail business was not a great wavs 
from the peak of 1929. For the first 
time since 1922 normal was reached 
this past summer on a rising market. 
Mr. Wilson nlso cited tho vast poten- 
tial market which exists in various 
lines and as an instance stated that 90 
per cent of tho railroad locomotives 
now in use wero more than 10 years 
old. He drew an interesting parallel 
between the automotive industry and 
the building trades. In the former in- 
dustry the price of automobiles is one 
third of what it wns thirty years ago 
while it costs about three times as 
much to build a home today as it 
did at that time. Ho further told 
how great a demand for homes should 
exist in the near future. 

In closing the speaker predicted 
tlint unless unforeseen conditions 
arise that the coming era of pros- 
perity might well make tho 1929 peak 
look like a depression.

The seals in Massa- 
chusetts are marked E or U for Eu- 
reka or United States, respectively, 
seals distributed mostly in the south- 
ern states bear the initial S for Stock- 
bridge, while many supplied to the 
western states are marked D, indi- 
cating Edwards and Deutsch. 

This week, the Massachusetts Tu- 
berculosis League is honoring Miss 
Emily P. Bissell of Wilmington, Del., 
founder of the Christmas Seal in 
America, first issued to fight tubercu- 
losis in December, 1907. The origi- 
nal idea was conceived in Denmark 
in 1904 by Elnar Holboell who cer- 
tainly could not have foreseen that 
his idea would be used by so many 
countries and raise millions of dol- 
lars.

The snowstorm of this week is said 
by Boston street railroadmen to have 
been the heaviest and most expensivo 
storm that they have seen for the 
first of tho season in 26 years of rail- 
road life.

Tho movement to nnuox that part of 
Watertown lying South of the Charles 
River to Newton is again being re- 
vived; tho preliminary Hteps having 
boon taken by tho publishing of a no- 
tice signed by Messrs. Tuttle, Emery, 
Dunne and oilier residents of that 
district. 
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Wo have been asked to comment on 
the growing practice of using the 
streets of this city for advertising 
purposes. Tho city ordinances of New- 
ton forbid signs or sliowboards being 
plnced on public streets or sidewalks. 
In recent years corporations and in- 
dividuals who had placed advertising 
signs along some of our streets, or on 
trees or poles bordering sidewalks, 
wero compelled to remove fehem. This 
was proper; because if some were 
accorded this privilege, others have an 
equal right, and If our streets were 
littered with advertising signs, what 
a spectacle this city would present. 
There are numerous signs throughout 
tills city advertising now houses. It 
is up to the Street Commissioner and 
the police to have these signs removed. 

Another phase of this use of public 
streets for advertising, which has been 
called to our attention, is the placing 
on street sign posts of directionnl signs 
to physicians’ residences. This is also 
a now practice In Newton. If a few 
physicians are given this privilege, 
all physicians nro entitled to it. So 
are dentists, lawyers, morticians and 
other professional and business men. 
The way to prevent this increasing 
misuse of public streets is to grant 
special privileges to none. 


who intended to bo a public benefac- 
tor will servo ns another agency- in 
measures being taken to make New- 
ton's streets safer. 


Last September, less than three 
months ago, wo spent a pleasant hnlf 
hour with Professor Harry H. Powers 
at tin* large garden he was developing 
at Centre and Church sts., Newton. 
He showed us the garden house and 
conservatory which had just been 
completed on the property and told 
us of liis plans for further beautifying 
the place. Mr. Powers was 77 years 
of age last August, but his faculties 
were undlmined and ho was more ac- 
tive than most men a score of years 
younger. Ho had in his younger years 
achieved prestige as a teacher in 
lending American universities, and for 
tho past 33 years had won interna- 
tional recognition as a pioneer and 
leader in tho field of educational trav- 
el. He retired about a year ago as 
president of the Bureau of University 
Travel, and "to keep himself front 
rusting,” as he expressed it, conceived 
the idea of creating a beautiful gar- 
den spot, which for years to como 
would be an asset to the city he chose 
as his home in 1902. He expected to 
spend some happy years working at 
his garden, and enjoying the pleasure 
it would give to his friends and the 
people of Newton. But, destiny de- 
creed otherwise. On the morning of 
November 24th, as Mr. Powers was on 
his way to his garden house, and 
had nearly reached it, two automo- 
biles collided on the Icy intersection at 
Centre and Church sts., and one of the 
cars hurtled across the sidewalk, 
crushing the aged man against a 
strongly built wire fence with suffi- 
cient force to wreck that section of 
the fence. He received injuries which 
resulted In his death at the Newton 
Hospital on Tuesday of this week. 
There will be an inquest to determine, 
which, if either, of the drivers of tlio 
two automobiles involved, was guilty 
of reckless driving. It is to be hoped

Some persons have asked us about 
the large number of sticks which have 
been placed along tho borders of side- 
walks and at Fallow Park and other 
public grounds. These sticks are 
painted at the top red, yellow or oth- 
er colors. Their purpose is to show 
the location of catch basins, and curb- 
ings at crosswalks so that employees 
of the Street Department will know 
where to plow and dig after snow- 
storms. 

The romance (or tragedy) between 
Ills Royal Highness, King Edward of 
England, and Mrs. Wallis Warfield 
Simpson has been gradually crowding 
domestic nqws off the front pages of 
newspapers In tills country. So much 
interest Is being manifested by a 
largo percentage of citizens of the 
U. S. A. in this contemplated mesal- 
liance tor misalliance), that one would 
think its outcome will be of extreme 
importance to them. 

It does not concern us whether, or 
not, the King abdicates, or marries 
bis charmer from Baltimore. But the 
opinion we previously had of his Royal 
Ugliness is further strengthened. From 
most of tlie photographs we saw of 
him as Prince of Wnles. we thought 
lie looked as though he was far from 
being a genius. Since he has succeed- 
ed to the throne, he certainly is acting 
like a sap. One of tho very good royal 
jobs which lias survived since the 
World War is that of tlie King of 
England. It is so far ahead of the 
other royal jobs that it is in a class 
by itself. Almost everyone knows 
that the King of England lias been a 
political figurehead for several genera- 
tions — and then some. Ho is merely 
a symbol, a sort of a focal personage 
to hold the British Empire together. 
Ho and ills family receive royal in- 
comes from the British peoples. He 
also receives much adulation and ad- 
miration as the result of centuries old 
loyalty and modern propaganda. In 
return, the King is supposed to con- 
duct himself in a reasonably dignified 
manner so that the prestige of Great 
Britain will be maintained. No peoplo 
in the civilized world have been more 
loyal. to their King than the English, 
notwithstanding that for the past 
couple of centuries the Kings of Eng- 
land (including the present King) 
have not been of the English race. 
They have been 100% German by an- 
cestry and during the World War 
changed their family name from 
Guelph to Windsor because it was not. 
fashionable to be of German extrac- 
tion in England during that period. 

King Edward was not what might be 
termed an ascetic while Prince of 
Wales. He could- have continued to 
enjoy life to the same extent as have 
many royal rulers; and yet conformed 
to the conventionalities expected of 
British rulers. But, he apparently 
has made a mess of things. It is in- 
teresting to recall at this time those 
lines written by Alfred Tennyson in

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A Lecture on Christian Science 

Entitled 

Christian Science: Its Healing Message 
to a World in Need 

RICHARD J. DAVIS, C. S., 

of Chicago, Illinois 

Member of the Board, of Lectureship of The Mother Church, 
The First Church of Christ, Scientist, in Boston, Massachusetts 


Mr. Richard J. Davis, C.S., of Chi- 
cago, Illinois, lectured on Christian 
Science Tuesday evening at eight 
o’clock under the auspices of First 
Church of Christ Scientist in the 
church edifice, Walnut and Otis Sts., 
Newtonville. 

Mrs. Esther S. Davis, Second Read- 
er of the Church introduced the lec- 
turer with these words: 

Friends: — Wo are happy to wel- 
come you tonight ns the guests of 
First Church of Christ, Scientist of 
Newton. Since you have gathered 
hero to learn more about the teach- 
ings of Christian Science, may we 
extend our greetings to you in a line 
from its textbook, Science nnd Health 
with Key to the Scriptures, in which 
the author, Mary Baker Eddy, says 
“stranger, thou art the guest of God.” 
(Science nnd Health 254: 32). 

Centuries ago at a feast in the house 
of Simon the Pharisee, Christ Jesus 
gave his approval to the ancient cus- 
tom of washing and anointing the 
guest s feet, as a courteous prepara- 
tion for profitable entertainment. This 
bumble service might signify that 
the expression of divine Love at any 
spiritual feast, such as a Christian 
Science lecture, relieves the guest of 
his worries and refreshes him with 
new ideas. This is just what hap- 
pens to people when they come to 
Christian Science for healing. 

Many years’ ago I took up the study 
of this Science because I thought I 
needed physical cure, but I received 
my healing through spiritual regen- 
eration. Many false traits of human 
nature, such as pride, fear, and sel- 
fishness had to be washed away in 
order that the anointing of divine in- 
telligence and Love could take place. 

You will now have the privilege of 
listening to our lecturer, who is a 
member of the Board of Lectureship 
of The Mother Church, The First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, in Bos- 
ton. He has chosen for his subject: 
“Christian Science: Its healing mes- 
sage to a world in need.” I take great 
pleasure in presenting to you Mr. 
Richard J. Davis, of Chicago, Illi- 
nois. 

It is probable that every man or 
woman in this audience, if questioned, 
would admit that the last few years 
have' brought great changes in his 
way of thinking, his manner of living, 
and his attitude on many subjects. He 
could tell you of deep and difficult ex- 
periences. of adjustments, and situa- 
tions which be never dreamed would 
be his. In practically all civilized coun- 
tries, people have been called upon to 
face unusual problems and are still 
confronted with great difficulties. 

To the thoughtful observer what 
appears at first glance as an economic, 
industrial, nnd social revolution is ba- 
sically not that at all. Consciously or 
unconsciously, the fact is being driven 
home to all of us that we are taking 
part in and witnessing the greatest 
moral and spiritual revolution of all 
times. This does not mean that hu- 
manity is abandoning or forsaking 
morals, or a moral position, although 
if judged merely by surface evidence, 
this might appear to be the case. As a 
matter of fact, what is really taking 
placo is a quickened sense of moral 
and social responsibility. This great 
change means the forsaking of tradi- 
tions of thought and conduct which 
are bad. It means the discarding of 
dishonest and ignoble ideals of busi- 
ness and government. It means the 
abandonment of false class and social 
distinctions. It means, in short, the 
abolition of selfishness in human 
thinking. The immediate manifesta- 
tion may appear to be a great mental 
disturbance, but the ultimate result is 
far beyond our present ability to fore- 
see and comprehend. 

Religion and Morals 

Morals are defined in the dictionary 
as that which pertains to right or 
wrong conduct and the ability to dis- 
tinguish right from wrong. Morals 
and moral conduct have in the minds 
of most people usually been associ- 
ated with religion, although an effort 
is being made today to divorce or 
separate the two. It is clear that this 
would be impossible, for standards of 
right and wrong conduct are and 
should be the very foundation of true 
religion. It is not dogma and creed 
which are the basis of religious faith, 
but an active moral sense, art ability 
to know what is right and good and a 
willingness to live by it. True religion 
stands upon the upright moral and 
ethical conduct of its followers and 
upon its spiritual benefits to them, and 
its efficacy should ho so judged. 

Standards of right and wrong, of 
moral and ethical conduct, are not 
confined, of course, wholly within the 
borders of religion or church organ- 
ization. Indeed, the ability to per- 
ceive and distinguish between right 
and wrong, good and evil, can bo the 
very foundation of a happily ordered 
human society. Therefore, in these 
days of mental upheaval, Christian 
Science declares that we should not 
ho disturbed nor alarmed, but, on the 
contrary, grateful that a spiritual 
awukening is taking place in huniun 
consciousness, that there is a quick- 
ened perception of right und a desire 
to do it and — what is most important 
• — the ability too see evil for what it 
is, und to get rid of it. 

The Christian Science Textbook 

In their Bearch for spiritual light, 
thousands of people today huvo found 
the consciousness of good, the king- 
dom of heaven, through their study 
of the Christian Science textbook, 
“Science and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures” by Mary Baker Eddy, un- 


doubtedly, next to the Bible, the most 
widely circulated and discussed book 
in the world. Nearly all these indi- 
viduals were led to take up the study 
of Christian Science in times of dire 
physical, financial, or moral need. The 
very fact that Science and llenlth has 
provoked such widespread discussion 
and argument is evidence that there 
is something in the book thnt is stir- 
ring human thought. Christian Scien- 
tists do not feel that it is necessary 
to defend their textbook. It stands on 
its own fruitage and accomplishment, 
the honest and grateful testimony of 
intelligent men and women, the world 
over, who have been lifted out of dis- 
ease. sin. and countless other difficul- 
ties. through the power and operation 
of spiritual law. as revealed in that 
book. 

The Discoverer and Discovery 
of Christian Science 

Human nature, curiously enough, 
often leads people to base their esti- 
mate of Christ inn Science and its Dis- 
coverer on what they have gleaned 
from sermons or books which are 
unfriendly and incorrect in state- 
ment. And yet. if you wished to really 
know about the teachings of the 
Methodist or Baptist church, would 
you not attend the services of those 
churches and accept an honest state- 
ment from those competent to give 
it? Christian Science asks no fairer 
treatment than this. 

Since Mrs. Eddy discovered Chris- 
tian Science there has been an in- 
creasing multitude of people, in all 
parts of the earth, who gratefully 
acknowledge that they owe their 
health, happiness, supply, and regen- 
erated lives to the consecration and 
devotion of that great woman. Today 
the world is beginning to accord to 
her the place she deserves as the 
greatest spiritual leader of the age. 
And many people not Christian Sci- 
entists recognize the influence and 
evidence of her spiritual teaching on 
human consciousness. A tree is known 
by its fruit, nnd the fruitage of Mrs. 
Eddy’s life is already seen in what is 
comparatively a short time, in the 
great humanitarian movement of 
which she is the sole Founder and 
Leader. Her teachings lead this move- 
ment today, and will continue to 
lead it, through the centuries, be- 
cause her character, ideals, and her 
teachings are expressed in her writ- 
ings. and to these writings every de- 
voted Christian Scientist turns for 
the inspiration and guidance which 
will carry him forward toward greater 
spiritual achievement. 

In 1866, Mary Baker Eddy pro- 
claimed to an almost wholly unbe- 
lieving world thnt there was a Sci- 
ence or demonstrable understanding 
of Mind, a Science of thinking. She 
asserted that there was a law of di- 
vine Spirit back of this Science. She 
declared also that if men would study 
that law and understand it, they 
would find that it could be success- 
fully applied throughout the entire 
range of human experience, and she 
based these statements on her own 
success in healing many cases of dis- 
ease and other difficulties. Through 
reason, logic, und spiritual revelation 
she arrived at the conclusion that 
Mind, self-existent and eternal Mind, 
was the primary cause of all true be- 
ing or existence. She perceived also 
that if the cause or Principle of all 
being was Mind, so, logically, the ef-, 
feet of Mind would be mental. In 
other words, infinite Mind or divine 
cause would express or reveal itself 
only in a universe of ideas, a thought 
universe. Hence, she enunciated that 
tremendous statement of pure meta- 
physics (Science and Health, p. 46S), 
“All is infinite Mind and its infinite 
manifestation, for God is All-in-all.” 
Realizing that a basic spiritual cause 
could produce or reveal only a spirit- 
ual effect or creation, she saw that the 
whole world or universe of sense or j 
matter, with all its discords, sin, and 
death, was not the reality of existence, 
but a false illusive stnte of conscious- 
ness, which the light of Truth wmuld 
dissipate. 

Mrs. Eddy took no halfway position. 
She perceived clearly the allness of 
Spirit, Mind, and the consequent 
nothingness or unreality of evil or 
matter, and there she stood. And 
there Christian Science stands today, 
challenging the honest investigation of 
any thoughtful person. 

The Real Man 

Christian Science, starting on the 
premise that ull is Mind and its man- 
ifestation, declares that man exists 
spiritually and eternally as idea in 
the infinite Mind. It clears up the 
mystery and confusion surrounding 
the origin of man, and satisfactorily 
explains the two conflicting accounts 
of creation in the Bible. Spiritually 
interpreted, and at the sumo lime co- 
inciding with reason, it stutes that 
the only real creation must bo the 
spiritual, the one described in the 
first ehapter of Genesis, where man is 
declared to he the exact and perfect 
imago of God. God being Spirit, man 
is spiritual, the likeness of infinite 
Spirit. God being Mind, man is the 
image or reflection of infinite Mind. 
God being Life, man is forever con- 
scious of Life. God being Truth, man 
is t ho expression or embodiment of 
ull true being. 

We ull of us udmit that we cun 
think. We know that wo uro in pos- 
session of that wonderful und divine 
faculty, the power to think. This 
should bo and is the indication to us 
of man's divinely mental origin und 
Identity us ideu. Divine conscious- 
ness is primal. Without conscious- 
ness und the power to think wo have 
no proof whutovor of existence. 

Since man, then, is fundumentully 
mental, does it not seem strange thut 


scholars und material scientists should 
have devoted so much time and en- 
ergy in the endeavor to trace the 
origin of man nnd life always in mat- 
ter? Why do they not look and search 
for a spiritual and mental cause? 

One needs only to read a few books 
and articles by physicists and -other 
thinkers of the dny to see the con- 
fused wanderings of these worthy 
men in a matter maze. They never 
seem to find the way out. Like a will- 
o’-the-wisp, it is always just a little 
ahead of them, nnd it always will be 
as long as they continue to base their 
search on a matter-premise. 

One man. n great physicist, con- 
ceives of the universe as a great ma- 
chine. But he thinks of it as a mate- 
rial mnehine, which will eventunlly be 


destroyed. What is there to inspire 
one in that? If he revealed the won- 
ders of infinite Mind nnd its lawful 
government of the universe, then he 
would be setting forth a concept that 
would uplift nnd encourage the race. 
And this is exactly what Christian 
Science offers to a needy world. 

Material scientists will tell you thnt 
all there is to man is electrical energy, 
that you nnd I and the rest of the 
world are nothing but a lot of electric 
sparks. Do you like that? Do you 
like to think of yourself as nothing 
more than a group of electrons? 
Where does the nobility of man, his 
character and accomplishment, show 
forth in such a concept of the uni- 
verse? Do you not see how absurd 
and futile such reasoning is? And it 
is futile because God, or Mind, is 
wholly ignored as the basic factor in 
existence. How ridiculous to renson 
that the genius of Shakespeare, the 
music of Beethoven, or the art of 
Raphael derived their source, or 
sprang from electrical energy! Truly, 
the wisdom of this world is found to 
be foolishness with God. There is 
some encouragement, however, in the 
fact that recently a few able men, 
physicists and electrical inventors, 
have, in some measure, reasoned them- 
selves out of false theories and be- 
gun to recognize that, beyond and 
above all their material delving and 
investigation, one fact remains — un- 
touched and undisturbed — namely, 
that Mind is, that Mind exists as the 
primary and, to them, unexplained 
basic cause of creation. 

There has always seemed to he re- 
sistance to our teaching that matter 
is unreal. Well, my friends, an emi- 
nent scholar, not a Christian Scien- 
tist, describes matter as "holes in the 
ether.” If this he true, the man who 
insists so positively that he has and 
wants a matter body and a material 
existence is virtually contending for 
a body made up of “holes in the 
ether.” Now, how substantial is that? 

Personally, I prefer to think of man 
as Mrs. Eddy so wonderfully describes 
him in Science and Health (p. 258) as 
"the infinite idea forever developing 
itself, broadening and rising higher 
and higher from a boundless basis.” 
Such a concept is certainly more in- 
spiring, yes, and more actually tangi- 
ble, than a man made up of holes in 
the ether, or of electrons. 

Throughout the ages mankind has 
persistently ignored the spiritual and 
mental factors in man's true being. 
Much attention has been directed to a 
matter body, keeping it well, making 
it comfortable, feeding and dressing 
it, and, especially, giving it a good 
time. Therefore, when Christian Sci- 
ence explains man’s true entity as 
mentul — that is, us idea in Mind — it 
may seem at first hard to dissociate 
ourselves from matter. For so long we 
have thought of man as material und 
in a body, a soul in a body, u mind 
in matter or in a brain, and yet the 
only correct way to think of man is 
as idea, as mentul, not muteriul, us 
God's spiritual idea. Do not be afruid 
to assert and cluim your spiritual iden- 
tity. Man is spiritual, not material. In 
line with this Mrs. Eddy has written 
in her textbook (p. 369), "In propor- 
tion as matter loses to human sense all 
entity as man, in that proportion does 
man bocomo its muster.” 

The fuct thut you can think is 
deduced from the fact that you think, 
because the divine Mind is enabling 
you to think. When this truth is once 
grasped, it opens up the infinite re- 
sources of Mind that lie at hand for 
mun as God’s image or reflection. If 
man is, as Christian Science declares, 
“the compound idea of God, including 
ull right ideas” (Science and Health, 
p. 476), there is no limit or restric- 
tion pluced upon his reflection of di- 
vine intelligence. Hi • unity with Mind 
endows him with the ability to re- 
flect divine originality und perpetual 


spontaneity. God's man is not a slnve 
to false mental manipulation, but pos- 
sesses divine power to think and act 
rightly. The understanding of Chris- 
tian Science gives us inherent power 
to think things through, and determ- 
ines the origin, source, and acceptance 
of every thought. In so doing we per- 
ceive how. through divine Mind, wo 
can gain the only true victory over 
sin. dlsense, and death, and how, 
through the action and operation of 
spiritual thinking, wlmt appears ns 
healing tnkes place. We all know that 
sin has to be thought before it can 
express itself in sinful action. So, 
too, disease, fenr, and every evil ami 
afflictive condition is traceable to a 
wrong mental stnte entertained. This 
wrong mental state Christian Science 


terms false belief. The divine Mind, 
therefore, expressed as right thinking 
always operates to dispel darkness or 
the error of false belief. This is what 
is taking placo today. The operation 
and potency of Mind is making itself 
felt in every activity of human belief. 
Before the pure light of divine in- 
telligence, the darkness of error is 
fleeing away. 

True Basis of Healing 

Sixty years ago Mrs. Eddy stood 
alone, proclaiming that divine Mind 
was primary cause and the sole fac- 
tor in spiritual healing, the basis on 
which Christ Jesui healed the sick 
and raised the dtftd. Today the best 
physicians are awakening to the men- 
tal elements in sickness, although by 
putting everything on a material basis 
they are by no means able to cope 
with it, since disease can only be 
permanently healed by spiritually re- 
moving the mental cause. 

Some of the reputable doctors in 
the world today are studying con- 
stantly the part that fear and destruc- 
tive emotions play in producing dis- 
ease, and several have openly nnd 
honestly commended Christian Sci- 
ence for its teaching on this subject. 
Not long ago Dr. Georgo W. Crile of 
Cleveland, speaking before the Amer- 
ican College of Surgeons, said: "The 
emotions, worry, fear, hate, and jeal- 
ousy, affect every cell in the body; 
some organs are stimulated, all are 
disturbed, waste products are in- 
creased, foundations of certain char- 
acteristic diseases are laid.” 

Now, Paul, centuries ago in his 
Epistle to tlm Romans, recognized the 
effect of evil thought on the body, 
and, what is more important, gave 
the remedy when he said, “To be 
carnally minded is death; but to be 
spiritually minded is life and peace.” 
In other words, he indicated that 
material-mindedness is the founda- 
tion of all sickness, while spiritual- 
mindedness is the cure, and not only 
the euro but an ever-oporative pre- 
ventive. For years Christian Science 
has declared that every diseased con- 
dition is the result of incorrect think- 
ing, that is, thoughts of fear, doubt, 
anxiety, irritation, and so on, und 
that what appears as a specific dis- 
ease is not really a material state but 
the externalization of wrong think- 
ing, perhaps unconsciously cherished 
or held to by the individual. How clear 
it is, then, that the cause of disease 
being mental, its cure also must and 
can be found only in the mental or 
spiritual realm. Christian Science 
shows us therefore that we are not 
dealing with a material physical man- 
ifestation at all, but wholly with cer- 
tain mental states calling themselves 
material. As has been said, some 
clear-sighted doctors have begun to 
see the destructive nature of evil 
thoughts or emotions on the body, hut 
they do not understand how to bring 
about a cure, becauso evil thoughts 
seem as real to them as good ones. In 
view of the fact that disease and every 
inharmonious condition appear be- 
cause human beings are cherishing or 
holding on to sumo incorrect thought 
or emotion, how imperative it becomes 
for every one of us to turn the search- 
light into our mental homes! 

The Elimination of Destructive 
Emotions 

Let us therefore consider for a mo-

mont some of these destructive emo- 
t ions nnd their effects, and let us sec 
how they may be eliminated by 
Christinn Science. Fear, of course, 
is the most basic erroneous mentnl 
state common to men. And why are 
men afraid? Primarily because, in- 
stead of understanding and believing 
in the oneness and allness of God or 
good, they are believing in the exist- 
ence of an evil power. They believe 
that evil exists as an entity, and of 
course suffer the result of their ac- 
cepted delusion. If fear expresses it- 
self in rigidity or tension in the hu- 
man body, if it can quicken or impede 
the circulation, or produce other 
physical effects, think, my friends, 
what can happen to your body this 
instant as the consciousness of Love’s 


allness and omnipresence replaces the 
delusive state of apprehension, anx- 
iety, worry, or terror. There is but 
one way to get rid of fear, nnd that 
is through the perception and realiza- 
tion that God is, as Christian Science 
teaches. All-in-all. 

Wrong thoughts are, in a certain 
sense, secretive, or perhaps it may be 
saiil that they secrete .themselves, so 
that they remain hidden and almost 
unrecognized. If, therefore, any one 
of us is secreting hate, envy, or a 
deep resentment or irritation, it 
should not be surprising if these poi- 
sonous thoughts express themselves 
in some forms of bodily secretions. 
And wo cannot afford to delay for one 
moment the removal from our men- 
tal home of such harmful and destruc- 
tive guests, for there is not a person 
on earth that can escape the good or 
evil result of his own thought. 

Consider the quality of dishonesty, 
and dishonesty is clearly the off- 
spring of fear. How it tries to con- 
ceal itself so that one may not recog- 
nize its presence! The tendency to be 
slightly evasive, indirect, or decep- 
tive, what are these thoughts but re- 
pressive, paralyzing emotions that 
should never bo permitted mental 
houseroom, that they may express 
themselves in some repressed or con- 
tracted manifestation on our human 
bodies. The dishonest business-man 
may for a time seem to be prospering, 
but he cannot escape the result of 
bis devious and deceptive thinking. 
The only thing that will save him is, 
first of all, the recognition of those 
unwholesome qualities, and secondly, 
their replacement with thoughts of 
frankness, fairness, and love. 

Some people have a tendency, and 
they often call it natural, to brood. 
Thoro is nothing natural about it, for 
God never ordained that His child 
should he under an evil law of mental 
repression. Man, being the conscious- 
ness of infinite good, is spontaneously 
joyous and free. Ho is under no com- 
pulsion to repress emotions. Ho can- 
not harbor dark, morbid, or unhappy 
thoughts, for such thoughts are no 
part of his true selfhood, and he pos- 
sesses divinely the power to eliminate 
and expel every tendency to hold on 
to resentful or sensitive uttitudes. If 
one is brooding, is he not repressing 
and holding within himself destruc- 
tive emotions which ought to bo im- 
mediately removed? Christian Sci- 
ence enables us first to see the un- 
desirability of such a habit and then 
gives us the spiritual light and cour- 
age to talk over some point that needs 
discussion and clarification with an- 
other, or, better still, to see how trivial 
and unimportant mortal thinking is, 
and, on that basis, to dismiss it with 
finality. 

In altering ono's mental habits, it 
is not always necessary that others bo 
Informed of thut which has been our 
failing, but there is certainly the de- 
mand that wo face the thoughts which 
huvo made a claim upon us, and cour- 
ageously see their false origin, and 
eliminate them. While we accord to 
the medical profession the very high- 
est motives, it is clear that medicine, 
serums, or surgery will not remove 
hatred, envy, and anger, sinco these 
are mental qualities and must be men- 
tally eliminated; and, most important 
of all, Christian Science makes it clear 
that they must bo replaced with love, 
kindness and generosity. 

An Answer to Atheism 

Huvo you ever noticed thut one of 
the characteristics of the so-called 
atheist or ugnoslic is a kind of futil- 
Isin? The man without God almost in- 
cvituhly looks on the world with u de- 
pressing hopelessness, a kind of 
whut’s-the-use attitude. Christiun 
Science revealing, as it does, man’s in- 
dissoluble and infrangible rulutiouship 
to God, gives him uu anchor for his 
faith and a reason for the hope with- 
in him. The Godlike mun, or man of 


God’s creating, Is always hopeful, joy- 
ous, and buoyant. The godless man, 
on the other hand, is hopeless, dis- 
couraged. and afraid. He carries with 
him an atinosphero of pessimism. 
Thoro are many people in that state 
of mind today, but the very hopeless- 
ness of materialism is carrying them 
toward the light, if they but knew it. 

The agnostic or nthoistic state of 
mind not only produces pessimism 
and discouragement but it also begets 
fatalism, a beliof that all things are 
decided for us in advance, are prede- 
termined. Wlmt is the use, they say, 
of trying to do anything of ourselves? 
Fatalism, with its unhappy outlook on 
existence has recently reappeared un- 
der the name of determinism. We find 
natpral scientists and psychologists 
using this term, to describe a theory 
that everything, our human lives, our 
health, all material existence in fact, 
is determined by causes over which 
we huvo no control or volition. Chris- 
tian Science is directly opposed to 
such thinking and declares that the 
only determining Inw is the divine 
Principle of the universe. It asserts 
that all causation being spiritual, ev- 
ery effect, emanating from that infinite 
and self-existent cause, is divinely and 
spiritually determined. It asserts the 
forever rightness of all things — causa- 
tion being right nml perfect, so must 
be the effect. Christinn Science en- 
ables us to face this false materialistic 
philosophy with the understanding 
that the loving law of God has prede- 
termined for us every right and good 
thing, success, capability, happiness, 
health, and peace. All of this and more 
is our eternal heritage. In her book 
"No and Yes” (p. 46) Mrs. Eddy has 
written, “Man has a noble destiny; nml 
the full-orbed significance of this des- 
tiny has dawned on the sick-bound 
and sin-enslaved.” 

It is possible that someone may bo 
thinking: This lecturer says that the 
determining, governing Principle of 
all things is good, and therefore capa- 
ble of producing only a beneficent re- 
sult. If that is the case, why am I 
In such difficulties? Indeed, why is 
♦he whole world today in such turmoil 
-nd distress? 

This is a perfectly logical question, 
but in reply let mo ask, To what ex- 
tent have most of us given any real 
thought or attention to basic spirit- 
ual thought? What effort has the 
average human being made to grasp 
or understand the spiritual cause of 
all things and apply the law thereof? 
Very little. How can it be expected, 
then, that spiritual law nnd its opera- 
tion will be apparent to us while we 
spend our entire time in the ignorance 
and darkness of materiality? Who will 
deny that the need of today is a readi- 
ness. a willingness, and, most of all, 
a sincere desire for Spirit? Sincere 
desire for good is the key that will 
unlock the door and reveal the law's 
and universe of God’s creation. Mrs. 
Eddy has written in her textbook 
(p. 492), "For right reasoning there 
should be but one fact before the 
thought, namely, spiritual existence," 
and again in the snme hook (p. 170) 
she states. “Spiritual causation is the 
one question to he considered, for 
more than all others spiritual causa- 
tion relates to human progress.” 

To lift ourselves and the entire 
world (»ut of its troubles, it would 
take us far in the right direction if 
each one of us would daily declare: 
From now’ on, there is just one thing 
important to me — a right understand- 
ing of God and the spiritual cause of 
all existence. I am not going to let 
one doubt, one fear, one skeptical sug- 
gestion deter me or hold me back in 
my search for God. 

The man without God, without a 
real understanding of what God is, and 
of man’s eternal relationship to his 
creator, is like a forlorn ship sailing 
an uncharted sea — a ship without a 
compass, a guide, or a destination. In 
order to be rightly directed, the sailor 
must box his compass, and chart his 
movements by the sun. Without it, he 
is never certain of his direction. So 
today, without an active moral sense, 
without some slight perception of 
fundamental Truth and faith in spir- 
itual law, men and nations find them- 
selves adrift, engulfed in a dark and 
hopeless sea of discouragement and 
despair. 

Christ Jesus 

Instead of trying to substantiate 
the facts in the life of Jesus of Naz- 
areth, we find critics today endeav- 
oring to explain them away. They 
have tried to prove, quite unsuccess- 
fully, thut ho never lived, and they 
have particularly tried to disprove his 
so-called miracles. The effort is un- 
derstandable, since the whole life of 
Christ Jesus, all that ho said and ac- 
complished, is at variance with or- 
dinary materialistic reasoning, and cun 
only bo explained spiritually and meta- 
physically. People thinking solely in 
terms of matter and acknowledging 
only a material sense of existence 
would inevitably be perplexed, con 
fused, and even alarmed at the human 
evidenco of a spiritual law, something 
for which .material reasoning could not 
account. Christiun Science reveals 
that Jesus possessed exact and correct 
understanding of God and man. Exuct 
knowledge is of course scientific 
knowledge — knowledge that has back 
of it divine power und law'. This ex- 
act knowledge wus ulso true knowl- 
edge or complete understanding of the 
truth. It was wlmt he knew, the truth 
or divine understanding that made 
him the Saviour or Christ, and he de- 
clared that knowledge of that same 
Truth would give every man freodoin. 
Christian Science declaros that in a 
knowledge of the Christ, the ruco has 
right ut hand that which will free 
us morally, physically, economically, 
and financially, and bring the kingdom 
or consciousness of heavon within 
reach of every man. 

Money 

Paul, in his letters to Timothy, 
touched on whut is probably the most 
disturbing belief in modern civiliza- 
tion, when lie wroto, "The love of 
money is the root of all evil: which 
while some coveted after, they have 
erred from the faith, and pierced 
themselves through with many sor- 
rows.” Whut a multitude of people 
could rise und toll us today of expe- 
riences whore the difficulties arising 


from the love of money, Its presence, 
or its absence, have plorcod them 
through with mnny sorrows! But it 
is to lie noted that it Is not money 
in itself, hut the love of it nnd the 
materiality attached to it that bring 
our trouble. When properly under- 
stood, Christian Scienco greatly al- 
ters our idens about monoy, its value, 
its purpose, and its use. In fact, the 
more we know of true spiritual Bub- 
stunce the less emphasis wo placo on 
the falso concept of it. The contin- 
uing crises over money in the last 
few years should tench humanity 
that there is something basically 
wrong in the world’s nttitudo about 
it, and that something must occur that 
will lift thought above dollars, pounds, 
or francs, into an appreciation- of true 
values. 

It is the longing and desiro for an 
easy and a ploasnnt time, which mor- 
tals believe money can bring them, 
that causes many of the heartaches 
and the tragedies of life, most of them 
not on the surface. In the back- 
ground of many families there will be 
found the shadow of unhappiness 
which the possession of too much 
money or the lack of it brings, as well 
as the quarrels, the disputes, and in- 
harmony arising from a false sense 
of what constitutes true substance. 

I was once told by a banker who 
had much to do with the handling 
of wills and trusts thnt back of that 
work in every bank lay humjreds of 
cases of discords, feuds, and hatreds 
between families, relatives and for- 
mer friends, and he, knowing the ef- 
fect of wrong thinking on people’s 
lives and their bodies, commented on 
the sad physicnl results and disease 
which spring from these inlmrmonies 
— all emanating from the love of 
money. 

One of tho very first things that 
the study of Christian Scienco does, 
is to stimulate a hunger and thirst 
after spirituality. It makes men in- 
dustrious in tho search for the ideas 
of good, and of course when an in- 
dividual finds himself happily indus- 
trious ho also discovers that indo- 
lence or ease in matter is not what 
he wants, but rather that activity 
which means the unfoldinent- or ac- 
complishment of righteousness. Chris- 
tian Science teaches us to value 
money, not for the ease or luxuries 
that it might bring, but rather for 
the good that may he accomplished by 
putting it into circulation. Properly 
translated, it can truly become the 
currency of Love. 

The mesmerism of material accu- 
mulation in worldly riches and the 
false gratification in their possession 
fade away when we perceive that the 
only things that bring abiding peace 
and satisfaction are the substantial 
ideas of Spirit. Matter in all its man- 
ifestations perishes and slips away 
from us. but God’s ideas are perma- 
nent. They abide with us forever. In- 
deed, they constitute our true being. 

There is nothing in the teaching of 
Christian Science that makes a virtue 
of poverty. It is just as incorrect to 
bo materially poor as to be mate- 
rially rich. Both states of mind— and 
they are states of mind — ar© 
wrong, and both must be changed. 
An intense belief in the lack of mate- 
rial things is just as mortally men- 
tal ns the intense belief in tho pos- 
session of large quantities of them. It 
cannot he too strongly emphasized 
that so-called rich people are not nec- 
essarily material and worldly because 
they have financial means. On the 
other hand, it is evident that a so- 
called poor person may bo extremely 
worldly if he is holding in thought an 
ungratified desiro for material pos- 
sessions, a longing for a life of case in 
matter and the envy and jealousy that 
accompanies such a mental state. 

True Values 

In the light of Christian Science, 
the world’s values as to what consti- 
tutes happiness, success, and prosper- 
ity are incorrect. We are beginning to 
see that a million right thoughts in 
consciousness are a far more substan- 
tial, tangible, and happifylng fortune 
than a million dollars in a bank. No 
stock market crash nor bank failure 
can take away this fortune from a 
mqn nor reduce his perpetual income 
of good. We see that tho most valu- 
able bonds aro the bonds of peace 
and perfectness, and that tho real 
bank is the treasury of divine con- 
sciousness. There the spiritual re- 
sources of Mind constitute a perma- 
nent reserve that will never be ex- 
hausted. 

There are not many of us but have 
experienced loss of money or prop- 
erty in some form or other and possi- 
bly it lias seemed like a hard and bit- 
ter experience. But as Mrs. Eddy so 
beautifully reminds us in Science and 
Health (p. 574), "Tho very circum- 
stance, which your suffering sense 
deems wrathful and afflictive, Love 
can make an angel entertained un- 
awares.” This angel, or divine bless- 
ing, is expressing itself today in an 
increased appreciation of real spirit- 
ual values and in a change of ideals. 
We, as individuals, cannot and should 
not want to escape this purifying 
process which is leading us to see 
mankind's great need. Spouking to 
his disciples, Jesus said, “What shall 
it profit a man if ho gain tho whole 
world, and lose his own soul?” So, 
art* we not gaining a great blessing 
when wo perceive that personal losses 
have been exchanged for spiritual 
gains? Wo uro learning the futility 
of leaning on bank accounts, incomes 
and salaries, nnd learning rathor to 
loan on tho sustaining love of good 
which never fails. 

Spiritual understanding shows us 
how wo may live from tho stand- 
point of infinity, how to think from 
tho standpoint of infinity. Lifting 
thought to that spiritual altitude, is 
there such a thing as panic or fear 
in tho infinite unlvorse or good? In- 
finite Love is certainly not going into 
bankruptcy, nor is infinite Spirit hav- 
ing a depression or in economic tur- 
moil. If wo lift our thinking to the 
hills of spiritual revelation from 
whenco truly cometh our help, what 
do wo see and recognize? infinity de- 
claring and uttering its divine glory, 
in harmony and order, expressing it- 
self in affluonce und ubundunco! How 
could there bo lack in infinity — tho

Lots of Milk and Butter 

Mr. Average American uses s little 
over a pint of milk a day in one form 
or another. To be more specific, nc- 
i cording to statistics the average Amer- 
; lean uses 55.8 gallons of milk a year. 
In addition to the milk, he eats 17.8 
pounds of butter. 4.3 pounds of cheese, 
and 2.77 gallons of Ice cream In the 
course of a year. There are other 
nations which have a higher consump- 
tion when It comes to Ice cream. Oth- 
er nations don’t even report on their 
ice cream consumption, while In this 
country it la quite an item. 

The great dairying countries of Eu- 
rope use more milk and cheese per 
person than the United States, although 
there Is little difference In butter con- 
sumption. Sweden heads the Hat In 
milk consumption, with 69.7 gallons 
per person for the year; Denmark, 
with 08.5; Switzerland, 67; and Ger- 
many with a consumption of 61 gal- 
lons per person are all ahead of the 
United States. 

When it comes to cheese consump- 
tion, the American just isn’t In it with 
his four pounds, for the average Swiss 
eats over 23 pounds, the average 
Frenchman or Dane 13 pounds; the 
German eats more than nine pounds, 
and the Englishman about the same.

Frankincense Used in 

Ancient Burial Rites 

A toy-size bronze bucket, hung as a 
necklace ornament, yielded evidence 
that the inhabitants of Germany In 
that remote time used frankincense 
In their funeral rites. The little 
bucket, complete with handle and min- 
iature stirring rod, was found In n 
grave at Stargard castle near Bnrgens- 
dorf. 

Its hardened contents, mixed with 
debris that had got into the grave 
during Its long burial, were sent to a 
Berlin mlcroscopist. His examina- 
tion and analysis showed that the 
matrix material consisted of partly 
burned frankincense. Apparently the 
little bucket, which was less than an 
inch high, was filled with the Incense 
at some point during the funeral cere- 
monies. and after this use ns a censer 
was hung around the neck of the de- 
parted with a fine-linked chain.

infinity of divine substance which 
never falls nor falls short. 

A Right Thinker’s Responsibility 

Spiritual understanding makes those 
who have it cities set on hills; and 
with it comes a responsibility to think 
from that elevated and illumined 
standpoint that will operate as light 
for the whole world. One should ask 
himself: Am I thinking from that 
grander outlook of infinity? Is my 
thought of such a character, so big and 
expansive as to include and benefit 
tho whole race? Is my thinking taking 
cognizance of the important nnd far- 
roacliing changes taking place, and 
helping to adjust the confusion? Or is 
it revolving around just a human sense 
of my body, or perhaps my homo, my 
family, or tho narrow confines of my 
own community? These are things to 
ho thought on. An Individual Is only as 
big nnd as great ns his thinking. And 
all that constitutes true selfhood is 
thought. The real man is the embodi- 
ment of all right ideas. If he includes 
tho universe in his thought, what kind 
of universe is it? Surely only a right 
universe, a universe operating har- 
moniously and according to the man- 
date of divine Mind; a universe 
that has never heard of conflict, dis- 
cord, or turmoil; a universe in which 
there could not ho a single element 
of strife, competition, or struggle; a 
universe that is declaring and evi- 
dencing the order and dominion of 
God’s law. 

Today, through Christian Science, 
we have that demonstrable knowl- 
edge which, if used, can save, redeem, 
and steady a world in chaos and great 
fear. The realization of Love’s omni- 
action and omnipresence enables us 
to think with such steadiness and 
poise, to so clarify our consciousness 
of fear and alarm, to lift our thought 
so beyond the disturbed world- 
picture, as to forestall and offset ev- 
ery threat of error or evil thinking. 

These are very much the days of 
prophets, but it is to he observed that 
not many are prophets of good. All 
through the Bible runs the injunction 
to beware of false prophets, of those 
who prophesy lies, who foretell evil 
instead of good. It is clear that from 
the standpoint of an infinitely good 
creator, there can be but one thing to 
prophesy, and this is the forever un- 
folding purpose of divine Mind and 
its inevitably good intention for all 
its ideas. Astrological prognostica- 
tions and horoscopes can never be ac- 
cepted by Christian Science, because 
they have no basis in Truth. The uni- 
verse of Mind and its ideas is rotating 
forever according to the mandate of 
Mind, is forever governed by the be- 
neficent law of Mind, and therefore 
does not come within the realm of 
astrological belief, and Is untouched 
and unaffected by any superstitious 
thought. 

As we survey the world today, the 
view we get is so complex, so con- 
fused, and so changeable, that the 
tendency might be, if we look at things 
as they seem to he, to judge by ap- 
pearances, and not righteous judgment, 
to look for cause where cause does 
not exist, and sometimes to ignore 
completely and fail to observe some 
wonderful and fine thing that is tak- 
ing place in the midst of what seems 
to be turmoil. Metaphysics, rising 
above the testimony of the senses, 
knows what is really taking place. 
Right where disorder, despotism, and 
autocracy appear to be, the scientific 
thinker is establishing the conscious- 
ness of peace and freedom. A right 
idea is always the law, tho presence 
of omnipotence and Truth to the 
whole of false belief, just as, meta- 
phorically speaking, the small smooth 
stone of David was the law of de- 
struction to Goliath, tho huge mass of 
matter or evil. Thinking rightly, 
Christian Scientists are able to see 
good, see progress, see right govern- 
ment, where disturbed thought sees 
only disaster and calamity. The Bible 
says, “Be not dismayed at the signs 
of heaven; for the heathen are dis- 
mayed at them." 

The price of freedom in any coun- 
try, however, is eternal alertness on 
tho part of its individual citizens. 
Right thinking will never permit any- 
one to believe that any form of dicta- 
torship, benevolent or otherwise, is 
right, or nearer right, than a democ- 
racy that springs from tho ability of 
man to speak and act for himself.

do. History shows that tho tendency 
to follow blindly human relationship 
instead of Principle almost Invariably 
loads people astray. Mrs. Eddy in her 
great wisdom taught tho members of 
her church to follow her only so far 
as sho followed Christ. In other 
words, sho humbly wanted the spirit 
of Christ to lead us, and she con- 
stantly turned tho thought of Chris- 
tian Scientists away from person to 
Principle. 

Healing of the Nations 

Tho most outstanding expression of 
government today Is the general swing 
of thought to intense nationalism. It 
cannot, however, he the intention of 
divine Love, the Father of nil being, 
to produce separation or to forestall 
unity of thought and action among 
the peoples of earth at a time when 
such action is so essential. There is 
no spiritual or scientific basis for tho 
division of God’s children into hun- 
dreds of rncos, nations, and lan- 
guages, and In the" United States, 
made up as it Is of representatives of 
all countries, we are demonstrating 
what may he demonstrated every- 
where: that the people of many na- 
tions and tongues can dwell together 
in peace and unity as one great hu- 
man family or nation. Because wo 
have one God, have we not all one 
common parentage? As Paul declared 
to the Athenians, “God that made tho 
world nnd all things therein, . . . hath 
made of one blood all nations of men 
for to dwell on all tho face of tho 
earth.” While respecting all that is 
good and fine in every nation, it must 
be seen that nationalism as we see it 
today is a glorification of a false and 
material origin of man, a glorification, 
and even a worship, of racial, nation- 
al, and class distinctions. National- 
ism is a kind of pride, just as it ap- 
pears sometimes in individuals, who 
exalt themselves in pride of family, 
and invariably are looking at others 
with contempt and scorn. 

Liko individuals, all nations must 
become aware of their faults and 
shortcomings. Only in this way can 
we grow and develop that spiritual 
and moral strength essential to na- 
tional progress. All countries have 
had unpleasant experiences in rela- 
tions with others, hut this does not 
mean that they should isolate them- 
selves and withdraw right and proper 
cooperation with other nations. Un- 
derstanding is all that is necessary to 
a right sense of unity, and lack of 
understanding is all that can prevent 
it. 

No two people would hate or dislike 
each other if somewhere in thought 
there was not an element of fear. Fear 
is the archenemy back of all repul- 
sions and misunderstandings. It is 
fear that makes nations compete, con- 
tend, strive, hate, and envy one an- 
other. always fear. But It may well bp 
asked: Has Mind in its infinito wis- 
dom and love provided for a cruel and 
frightful contest and struggle among 
its Ideas? Does infinity know anything 
about national divisions, racial dis- 
criminations, or class distinctions? 
Does the harmony of Infinite being 
know any of these things? To all of 
these, Truth declares: “I never know 
you: depart from me. ye [false be- 
liefs] that work iniquity.” 

Wo cannot establish a better type 
of government in America or else- 
where, If its basis be material. Real 
government exists and is to be found 
only in an understanding of tho All- 
God. Mrs. Eddy has written in her 
textbook (Science and Health, p. 425), 
“Consciousness constructs a better 
body when faith in matter has been 
conquered.” It may also ho said that 
consciousness constructs a better gov- 
ernment when faith in matter has been 
conquered; constructs a better indus- 
trial, economic, and financial plan; all 
of this, when faith in matter has been 
conquered. The basis of healing is not 
an anxious contemplation of a strug- 
gling fearful world, but a looking 
away from matter, matter body, mat- 
ter government, matter possessions. It 
is the establishment of that divine 
consciousness, the kingdom of hea- 
ven. In that kingdom or consciousness 
of God, we find perfect and peaceful 
government, freedom, and joyfulness 
of action — all right relationships and 
cooperation of God’s ideas, infinite 
abundance, contentment, and self- 
completeness.

The Deadly Black Widow 

Spider an Enemy of All 

The female black widow, which is so 
much more dendiy thnn the male fhnt 
little attention Is given the latter, Is 
characterized chiefly by the glossy 
blackness of her shoe-button-Ilke body 
which Is about half on Inch long; her 
long legs that sprawl over approxi- 
mately two Inches of space; and, of 
course, the distinguishing marking on 
the underside of her body. Though this 
Is generally confined to the red hour- 
glass figure. It sometimes varies both 
in color and shape. If not red the mark- 
ing Is yellow. 

Since she tins decidedly cannibalistic 
tendencies this spider is generally seen 
alone, for she early devours her mnte 
along with the other insects upon which 
she feeds and her young, which burst 
from the egg-sac In early summer 50 
to 100 strong, soon sentter to avoid 
being eaten by their mother. Her nat- 
ural habitat Is out of doors on the un- 
der side of rocks; hut her coarse, 
sticky web Is also to be found In dark 
corners of attics, basements and barns.

LOST AND FOUND 


Origin of Azu*a 

An amusing, If not romantic, story 
Is told by some of the origin of Azusa, 
at the gates of the Snn Gabriel canyon 
In Los Angeles county, writes Dorothy 
Marie Davis In the Los Angeles Times. 
It has all the appearance and Hit of a 
Spanlsli-Indlan name, and mnny hold 
It to be such. But the legend sur- 
rounding its beginning has a delight- 
ful Ingenuity, which It would be a pity 
to discard. The time had come for 
the naming of the settlement and the 
citizens disputed which of their own 
surnames should be held thus for pos- 
terity. Ench was unwilling to yield 
the honor to another and that plan 
was abandoned. Geographical posi- 
tion was considered ns a background 
for a fine name. Natural features 
were urged. None wns found satis- 
factory. At last a solution was pre- 
sented which met with complete ap- 
proval. They took the first and last 
letter of the alphabet and added the 
three letters by which their country 
was known. They had A-Z-U-S-A, or 
Azusa. 


“Beware the Tick’* 

Ticks are of particular interest to 
the United States bureau of ento- 
mology because they attack both men 
and nnimnls, particularly farm stock. 
In “Beware the Tick !” In Ilygela, the 
Health Magazine. Walter E. Burton 
points out that the most deadly of 
tick-carried diseases Is Rocky moun- 
tain spotted fever. In the Bitterroot 
valley In western Montana about 75 
die of every 100 persons who contract 
the fever. Tularemia, or rabbit fever, 
about which every hunter has heard, 
can be contracted by persons who han- 
dle rnbblts. It can also be carried 
from wild animals to human beings, by 
several kinds of ticks, much ns spotted 
fever is transmitted. Ticks also cause 
what Is known us relapsing ft^er and 
a peculiar form of paralysis.

He leaves a widow 
and two daughters; Esther, a teacher 
in the High School at Stamford, Conn, 
and Marion, librarian for tho Levi 
Warren Junior High School In New- 
ton. Muss. Death has taken a skilled 
educator, a dutiful son, a devoted hus- 
band, a loving father, a faithful friend, 
ft loyal alumnus. 

V. G„ ns we loved to call him, was 
horn in Mason, Maine, May 20, 1862 
hut later moved with his parents to 
Paris. He taught his first school at 
tho age of fifteen and continued to 
teach at Intervals throughout his col- 
lege course. Like many another coun- 
try lad he received his impetus to go 
to college and some of his early prep- 
aration from n Bates student in the 
local school. He was graduated from 
Bridgton Academy In 1883 and 
“worked his way” through Bates, win- 
ning honors in science ntul mathe- 
matics. 

For fl^e years ho was In high school 
work at Brewer and Lewiston, and 
then sought nn opening in the then 
new field of school supervision in 
Massachusetts. He did pioneer work 
for two years in the district of Aga- 
wam, Southwiek and Granville. From 
Mils position he was promoted to the 
neighboring town of West Springfield 
thence to Wakefield and to Everett 
in 1902. Here for eight years he 
formulated and put in force the edu- 
cational policy of a rapidly growing 
suburban city whose reputation for 
excellent schools had been firmly os 
tablished by Randall J. Condon. This 
period was rich in experience and 
accomplishment. He secured intelli- 
gent support for his policies by fos- 
tering social and professional organ! 
zations among the teachers with 
Home and School Associations to in- 
clude parents and taxpayers. For a 
phonic system in teaching reading he 
substituted a modern multiple plan 
such as is now in general use. The 
Devens School when it was tried out 
became a Mecca for progressive .super- 
intendents and teachers.

Aldermen Again 
Refuse Martin 
Zoning Petition 

Following a long discussion in 
closed session and an open debate 
characterized by bitter arguments, the 
Board of Aldermen on Monday night 
again refused a petition of George J. 
Martin and others to have the proper- 
ty of the Martin Manufacturing Com- 
pany at Washington and Felton sts., 
Newton Highlands, changed from 
business to manufacturing zone. The 
report of the Claims and Rules Com- 
mittee on this matter was four for 
leave to withdraw and one for accept- 
ance. Those of the committee against 
the petition were — Aldermen Rawson, 
Inches, Lyon and Walker. Aldermun 
Cronin favored it. Aldermen Hutchin- 
son and McCabe were absent when the 
committee took action. 

Reporting for the committee at the 
meeting on Monday night, Alderman 
Rawson stated that the petition had 
been under consideration for three 
months, and it was a difficult matter 
to decide. He said the committee 
had sympathy for the owner of the 
property involved, but, in a represen- 
tative democracy the government is 
one of luws and not of men. He said, 
“We have to call things as we see 
them.” He argued that the committee 
cannot grant a petition for the bene- 
fit. of an individual. If this were 
done for one, it would have to be 
done for others. He believes that the 
owner of the Martin property has 
sufficient protection for the use and 
disposition of the property under the 
non-conforming use provision of the 
zoning ordinance. Rawson said that 
if the area In question were changed 
to manufacturing zone, the present 
buildings might be razed and other 
manufacturing structures erected, and 
quite different types of manufacturing 
established there. He said that West 
Newton people object to a manufactur- 
ing zone so near the centre of their 
community and that it would be quite 
close to the West Newton library. 

Alderman Hutchinson asked that 
action on the petition be deferred un- 
til after the Board bad discussed it 
during a recess. His request was 
granted. 

Following the long recess. Aider- 
man Cronin argued at length in favor 
of the granting of the petition. He 
suid that the Planning Board approved 
the granting and that the Claims and 
Rules Committee had also favored the 
petition. Cronin said that later one 
of the Ward 3 Aldermen had ap- 
peared before the committee and op- 
posed the petition, stating tbut the 
West Newton Men’s Club objected to 
the zoning change. According to 
Cronin, this was the only opposition. 
He said that although it had been 
stated that the Library trustees ob- 
jected. that they had never voted 
against the Martin petition. Cronin 
told the Board that Martin was born 
in Newton 74 years ago. and had 
done all lie could to make Newton a 
better place in which to live. He told 
of the high plane on which Martin 
had conducted his factory for about 
30 years and of the many Newton 
residents who had steady employment 
there. Cronin said it was vicious and 
unfair to - deny Martin the zoning 
change so that lie can dispose of Ills 
property. He called attention to the

Aldermen 


Aldermen Favor 
Many Salary Raises 
For City Employees 

The special committee of the New- 
ton Board of Aldermen appointed to 
consider salaries paid to employees 
of various city departments made its 
report to the Board on Monday night. 
The committee was composed of Al- 
dermen Melcher, Inches and Lyon. 
The report was referred to the Fi- 
nance Committee. The purpose of the 
committee’s survey, was to standard- 
ize salaries of employees and clerks 
in certain departments who perform 
work of a like nature, but whose sal- 
aries have been unequal. The com- 
mittee also submitted a “civil service 
salary range,” which gives a scale of 
proposed minimum and maximum sal- 
aries; the maximum figures in most 
cates being considerable above the 
sularies now received by the Newton 
city employees who would be affected. 

If the recommendations made by 
the special committee will be adopted, 
five inspectors in the Buildings De- 
partment will receive increase of $100 
the coming year, and step rate in- 
crease each year which will raise their 
salaries from $2630 and $2750 to $3000 
each. Nine assistant engineers in tho 
City Engineer’s force will receive in- 
creases of $100, and step rate in- 
creases which will r:Jse their sal- 
aries eventually from to $600 over 
what they now receive. Two would 
go from $2800 to $3300; tVmr from 
$2400 to $2700; one from $2300 to 
$2400, and two from $1S00 to $2400. 

In the Street Department two fore- 
men, six inspectors and thr ther 

employees would receive $100 in- 
ci eases. The two foremen’s salaries 
would be Increased from $2700 to max 
in. urns of $2850: the six Inspectors 
would receive step-rate increases from 
$1000 to $2200; the incinerator fore- 
man from $1S00 to $2200; ami two 
clerks from $1200 to $1500. 

In the Water Department four em- 
ployees would receive $100 increases 
and three would receive $75 increases. 
By step-rate raises these employees 
salaries would be raised as follows— 
$2700 to $2850; $2225 to $2600; $2125 
to $2200; $1565 to $1000.

Driver of Car In 
Fatal Accident 

Fined $10 

Robert L. Quigley, 21, of 39 Hill- 
side ave.. West Newton, driver of the 
car which on the night of Nov. 15 
struck and fatally Injured Lillian 
Smith, 64, as the woman was crossing 
Waltham st.. West Newton, near the 
postoflice, was tried in tin* Newton 
court last Thursday on charges of 
driving so as to endanger the lives 
and safety of the public, and with 
driving when be was not licensed to 
operate an automobile. His brother, 
William Quigley, was charged with 
permitting an unauthorized person to 
operate a car registered in his name. 

Young Quigley testified that as he 
drove along Waltham st. the red 
light in the traffic signal at Washing- 
ton st. was on. that he had slowed 
down, and that the car was proceed- 
ing at a slow rate of speed. He said 
the woman walked into the side of the 
car. Marks on the car showed that the 
victim had been hit by the side of the 
vehicle and not by the front. 

Several young West Newton boys, 
who had seen the accident, and who 
had testified at an inquest before 
Judge Weston, were called as wit- 
nesses by the prosecution. Some of 
these witnesses testified that the 
Smith woman had raised the collar of 
her coat as she started to cross Wal- 
tham st., but was looking in the di- 
rection of the approaching car. These 
young witnesses, Kenneth Myers. 13, 
of 46 Curve st.; Herbert Mack. 12. of 
179 Hicks st.; James Turner. 14. of 13 
Prospect st., and Edward Toland, 14, 
of 514 Waltham st.. had testified at 
the inquest that the car driven by 
young Quigley was proceeding at a 
high rate of speed before it hit the 
Smith woman. Judge Allen would not 
permit the testimony of these boys as 
to the speed of the car. He ruled that 
they were not competent witnesses 
because of their ages. 

Judge Allen found Robert Quigley 
not guilty of driving to endanger. On 
the charge of driving without a li- 
cense, he fined Quigley $10. William 
Quigley was found not guilty of al- 
lowing an unauthorized person to 
drive his car, after he had testified 
that he had given his brother permis- 
sion to operate the automobile only 
on condition that a licensed operator 
accompany him. 


Saltonstall Gains 

43 In Newton 

Tin* recount of the votes cast in 
Newton for Francis Kelly and Lev- 
erett Saltonstall, candidates for Lieu- 
tenant Governor, was held last Friday 
at City Hall. The recount was con- 
ducted under the direction of City 
Clerk Grant and the Registrars of 
Voters. A large force of counters en- 
gaged in the task, and observers were 
present in the interest of the two can- 
didates. The recount commenced at 9 
a. m.. and concluded about 9:15 p. m. 
The result was— that Kelly was found 
to have received 23 votes less than 
credited to him on the official elec- 
tion returns, and Saltonstall gained 
20. The original figures were— Kelly. 
9,327: Saltonstall, 24.155. The cor- 
rected returns, according to the re- 
count. were— Kelly, 9.3t'4: Saltonstall, 
24,175. Results from the State-wide 
recounts indicate that Kelly will re- 
main the victor.

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Aldermen Favor 
Two Platoons 
For Firemen 


The special committee of Newtor 
Aldermen appointed to study May 
or Childs’ Inaugural address recom 
mendatlons regarding the Newtor 
Fire Department made its report tt 
thr- Board on Monday night. Thr 
eommittee was composed of Aldermar 
Walker, chairman, and Aldermer 
Akins and Melcher. The report wa.‘ 
quite comprehensive, filline 21 type 
written pages, in addition to severa 
pages of data relative to proposer 
new fire stations, received from thr 
Public Buildings Department. The 
report covered two main subjects — 
the establishment of a two-platoon sys 
tern, and the erection of two modem 
fire stations. One of these at the North 
side of the city would provide for a 
consolidation of the stations now at 
Newtonvllle and West Newton. The 
other building at the South side would 
house the apparatus and firemen now 
in the stations at Newton Highlands 
and Newton Upper Falls. 

The committee points out that neith 
er of the changes is urgent in point 
of time, but that at least one of thr 
measures should be adopted at a? 
early a date as the city's finances will 
make practicable. The committe* 
states in its report that Chief Rand 
lett puts the need of fire station con 
solidations ahead of the adoption of 
a two-la toon system. The committee 
reported — “In this conclusion, we dif 
fer from the Chief.” The committee 
contends that the existing stations 
give reasonably adequate service, and 
while in some respects they do not 
comply with the law. or provide prop- 
er comforts for the firemen, temporary 
alleviation of conditions may be made 
at slight expense. 

To properly remodel and modernize 
Station 4 at Newtonvllle, $9000 would 
be required. To make changes at Sta- 
tion 2 In West Newton, which would 
make it conform to legal require- 
ments and furnish needed accommoda- 
tions for the firemen quartered there, 
$16,500 would be the cost. A new sta- 
tion and site to consolidate these two 
stations is estimated will cost about 
$140,000. The report estimates it 
would cost $6,800 to properly remodel 
the fire stations at Upper Falls, and 
$9650 for alterations on the station at 
Newton Highlands. A new station to 
consolidate these two would cost about 
$100,000. It would be built on land 
now owned by the city at Newton 
Highlands, and on a location which 
would provide facilities for better pro- 
tection of the new residential section 
at Oak Hill. While the committee 
does not believe immediate action is 
needed on these new stations, they 
should be built in the near future, 
with preference to be given to the 
house for Engines 2 and 4 and Ladder 
1. 

The committee recommends that the

Litigation On Oak 
Hill Gravel Pit 


A hearing was started at City Hall 
on Tuesday before Bennett Sander- 
son, sitting as master on cross suits 
brought by George Wilbur, owner of 
the Highland Sand & Gravel Company, 
and the City of Newton. For the 
past 8 years Wilbur has been oper- 
ating a sand and gravel business at 
Oak Hill under temporary permits, 
the first of which was Issued by Cecil 
rhadwick, former Public Buildings 
Commissioner of Newton, and the 
other renewals granted from year 
to year by the Board of Aldermen. 
There have been protests all through 
these years from Oak Hill residents 
because of the large amount of heavy 
trucking resulting from the gravel 
pit operations. Some months ago 
the present Board of Aldermen re- 
fused to renew the permit and Wil- 
bur obtained a temporary Injunction 
from the Supreme Court prohibiting 
the city from stopping his continued 
operation of the gravel plant. 

When Wilbur obtained his first re- 
newal from the Board of Aldermen, 
he told the Aldermen that there were 
about 1.000,000 tons of sand and gra- 
vel on the large area he owned, and 
that it would take about 5 years to 
excavate and remove this material. 
Subsequently Wilbur extended his 
gravel excavations onto large areas of 
adjoining land owned by other per- 
sons. City Solicitor Bartlett is rep- 
resenting the city In the controversy. 


Recount In Vote 
InWard 1 Contest 

A recount was held Sunday at City 
Hall by the Registrars of Voters of 
the vote cast in Ward 1 for Ward 
Alderman at the recent city election. 
A request for the recount had been 
made in behalf of James Murphy who 
was defeated by Edward Fahey by 
35 votes. The official figures were — 
Fahey, 647; Murphy. 612; Blakenev. 
404: Antonellis, 162. As a result of 
the recount Fahey was found to have 
received the same number of votes.

This is one of 
the many factors that have made the United States the leading 
nation of the world and that has brought to it the highest wage 
scales, best working conditions, and the highest standard of 
living of our present civilization. We would not deny any city 
employee his just and equitable salary but with the welfare 
costs mounting steadily to a new high total of over $400,000 
for the present year the Aldermen who are concerned with 
the financial status of Newton and its citizens should give the 
proposal serious consideration before final action is taken to 
provide general increases for many of our better paid city 
employees.

Pi ogress Administration Program, and 
is made possible through the efforts of 
Mr. Albert Webber, Supervisor of the 
Newton WPA Orchestra, with the full 
co-operation of Mr. Julius E. Warren 
Supt. of the Newton Schools, and Mr. 
Kellar, See. of the School Board. 

The combined orchestras, a Sym- 
phony Orchestra of one hundred musi- 
cians will be a musical treat worth 
attending, and is open to the public 
free, no admission churge, or collec- 
tion of any kind. 
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Fred Winslow Rust, president of 
Bust Craft Publishers and popular au- 
thor of many of that company's fa- 
mous greeting card verses, is the au- 
thor of a new book of poetry, “Unto 
the Hills," published by Bruce Humph- 
ries. Inc\. Boston. 

He was born in Belfast, Me., where 
his grandfather was editor of the "Pro- 
gressive Age." At the age of five he 
moved to Kansas City, where his 
father was manager of the Kansas 
City Stock Yards. After graduation 
from Williams College, Mr. Rust taught 
history in Illinois for two years and 
then took the position of school and 
college agent for Ginn and Company 
in that state. In 1906, he opened 
a bookshop called Fred Rust’s Shop — 
Books and Things — since becoming 
the largest greeting card establish- 
ment in the country. The plant was 
moved to Boston in 1913. 

Mr. Rust is a prominent Boston club- 
man as well as business man, belong- 
ing to the Rotary Club, University 
Club and the St. Botolph Club. Ho is 
also active in his community activi- 
ies, having been chairman of the 
Newtonville Community Chest for a 
number of years. He lives in Colms- 
set during the summer. 

In this volume, Mr. Rust writes on 
variety <>f fascinating subjects — of 
Nantucket, of Cohasset with her proud 
sea-faring history, of a gay holiday 
trip to Nassau. Occasionally there is 
an anecdote or a romantic tale reaped 
from the history of these places.

scssment of all property of those who 
fall to vote. 

4 — That automatically nil names of 
those who fail to vote lie removed 
from tlie registered lists, but that 
above penalties bo forever exacted 
until reinstatement. 

5 That reinstatement lie granted 
only when applicants humbly request 
it from n platform in a public square 
in the presence of lift v or more citi- 
zens. and after a solemn declaration 
tl.at hereafter they will faithfully per- 
form their duties. 

Tlie foregoing is a hasty draft. In- 
tensive study will reveal other neces- 
sary penalties, such as prohibiting 
those who fail to vote from keeping 
..ns. dogs, canaries, parrots or gup- 
pies, etc., etc. Exceptions will have 
to be provided for invalids, and for 
those who are so busy complaining 
about government that they haven’t 
time to vote. 

Finally, the mayor, aldermen and 
school committeemen should be grant- 
ed the privilege (without pennlty or 
prejudice) of soundly booting any non- 
voter who makes any request or com- 
plaint. In fact, there should he a 
substantial reward — and no closed sea- 
son.

NON-VOTING VOTERS 

To the Editor: 

The luck of interest in their own af 
fairs by the citizens of Newton, as 
evidenced in a 34 per cent of the 
electorate on Dec. 8, prompts this sug- 
gestion: 

Tliut an ordinance be adopted 
which will provide perfect city ad- 
ministration by means of truly repre- 
sentative government. 

1 — The mayor, the Board of Alder- 
men und the School Committee shall 
perform only 34 per cent of their reg 
u la r duties in 1937, and in succeed 
ing years the percentage of perform- 
ance shall be that of tlie vote cus 1 . 
in tlie preceding city election. 

2 — Tliut only 34 per cent of tlie esti 
mated needs for 1937 be provided for 
in the budget and tax levy, and that 
tlie remaining 66 per cent be saved 
through tlie following economies: 

(u) Non-collection of garbuge and 
ashes ut homes of those who full 
to vote. 

(b) Non-removal of snow from 
sidewulks and streets in front of 
homes of those who fail to vote. 

(c) Exclusion from the public 
schools of children, whose par- 
ents fail to vote. 

(d) Shutting off of water supply 
from homes of those who fail to 
vote. 

(e) Denial of library privileges to 
those who fall to vote. 

(f) Denial of police protection to 
tlioso who fail to vote. 

(g) Denial of fire protection to 
those who fail to vote. 

(In Deniul <»i park, playground, 
u imming mid ■-bating privileges 
to those who fail to voto, and to 
their children and gruudcliildreu. 

3 That abundant welfare and relief 
funds be provided through double as 


No Vote. No Service 

Where only thirty-four per cent of 
u city’s registered voters go to the 
polls on election day, why should the 
elected officials do more? If only n 
third of the citizens consider it im- 
portant to express their choice of 
head-servants for the municipality, 
why should the chosen men feel 
hound to perform more than a third 
of their official duties? 

These questions are raised in a 
letter published tonight. The queries 
are offered in a manner essentially 
whimsical, but at the same time full 
of challenge. If anyone cares so 
little for tlie conduct of Ills city’! 
affairs that he cannot bother to vote 
in an aldermanic election, it seems 
quite logical to assume that he cares 
equally little about the services ad- 
ministered by tlie city for himself 
and his fnmily. Since ho cannot take 
the trouble to vote, why should be 
he troubled by the non-removnl of 
garbage and ashes from his home, or 
of snow from his sidewnlks, or by 
the suspension of any other standard 
public service such as the provision 
of a good water supply, schools for 
ills children, police and fire protec- 
tion, and numerous other convenien- 
ces? 

When a citizen does not vote, it 
would seem that he cares not at all 
for his city government, whether 
it be one of good quality or distinct- 
ly deficient. If he is content to be 
absent from the polls of his city or 
town on the voting day duly appoint- 
ed, he might well expect that his com- 
munity w’ould abstain from supply- 
ing him any needed help on the other 
days of the year. 

Our correspondent’s argument has 
n sharp point. Perhaps it cannot be 
widely accepted but its irony drives 
deep home. »- Honesty sharpens its 
barb.

We lmve received the fifth annual 
report of the Newton Free Library. 
The managers sny that the usefulness 
and increased success of the library 
and rending rooms have been further 
developed by the year now closed, to 
an extent which insures to tlie institu- 
tion the confidence and support of tho 
community. The increase in the cir- 
culation of books has been 15V6 per 
cent more than in 1873, and an aver- 
age attendance of 94 a day has been 
recorded nt the reading room. Hon. 
J. Wiley Edmnnds has made his fifth 
and final payment on his gift of $5000 
for the purchase of hooks. The re- 
ceipts for the year, including bal- 
ance from last year, have been $9164. 
The year’s expenses have been $4634.

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Christmas is Hut one week away 
Tills holiday season brings happiness 
to old and young who are fortunate 
enough to enjoy prosperity, and who 
can express affection and friendship 
through the medium of gifts. Many 
are not prosperous and lack even the 
necessaries of life. If persons who 
are fortunate want to munifest tlie 
real Christinas spirit, why not give 
some useful article of clothing to 
some poor child instead of lavishing 
toys and non-essentials on children 
who have plenty? 

For some years merchants in thlH 
city have been accorded the privi- 
lege of using the streets in front of 
their business places for tho display 
and sale of Christmas trees and 
greenery. Most of the store keepers 
who have taken advantage of this 
privilege have been reasonable. But 
some of them abuse the privilege 
They store hundreds of Christmas 
‘rees in the streets, monopolize park- 
ing spaces for a couple of weeks be- 
fore the holiday, and even create traf- 
fic hazards. 


Recently in a court in this State a 
man was found guilty of driving an 
automobile so as to endanger tlie lives 
and safety of tlie public. As a result 
of his reekleHs driving he had killed 
two men. And the punishment meted 
out to this offender was — a $100 fine. 
Do you wonder t Hat tlie number of 
fatal automobile accidents is con- 
stantly increasing? 

In the comprehensive report pre- 
pared by the special committee of 
tlie Board of Aldermen on tlie two- 
platoon system and tlie consolidation 
of certain fire stations in this city, 
suggestions are made as to the loca- 
ion of tlie new station which will’ 
house Engines 2 and 4 and Ladder 1. 
Nothing is said about using tin* lot 
of land which the city has owned for 
many years on Washington st., east of 
•’elton st. This lot lias been fre 
quently mentioned as a practical site 
for the proposed new fire station. 
This lot contains about 35,000 square 
feet and extends over 500 feet along 
Washington st. Although it is tri- 
angular in shape and tapers to a point 
at its easterly end. it has n deptli 
of about 125 feet at the Felton st. 

ml and fnces the wide expanse of 
Washington st. It ought to be large 
enough for a fire station. 

In the same report the committee 
suggests that the present site of the 
Newtonville fire station can be sold 
when Ladder 1 and Engine 4 will Ho 
transferred to a new house. It would 
be a big mistake for the city to sell 
tills small parcel of land for any busi- 
ness purpose. It is the only site 
which lias been occupied on tlie south 
side of Washington st. between New- 
tonville and West Newton since the 
Boston & Albany tracks were de- 
pressed over 40 years ago. It adjoins 
tm f r r rv 


Mount Vernon Ht., which crosses the 
B. & A. tracks over a blind bridge 
and at a steep grade. Washington st. 
at tills point now is dangerous from 
a traffic viewpoint. To permit a busi- 
ness block or other building at this 
location would greatly increase the 
traffic hazard. 

The nppronch to the Newton Hos- 
pitul is a circular drive, wide enough 
for two automobiles to pass in safe- 
ty. Along tills drive are several signs 
stating that parking is absolutely for- 
bidden there. So many selfish and in- 
considerate autoists ignored these 
signs in past years, that it became 
difficult at times for curs to reach the 
entrance to the hospital. So, a special 
policeman had to be employed to en- 
force the parking regulation at the 
hospital and compel the onery type 
of autoists to park their cars on the 
nmple parking space provided near- 
by. Some months ugo the service of 
tills policeman was dispensed with ns 
a matter of economy. Since then the 
parking of ears on the hospital drive 
way has again become noticeable. 
Some folks won’t even co-operato with 
a hospital. 

For many in this country there has 
been no depression. These include 
those fortunate ones who retained 
public or private Jobs, with no lack 
of employment, whose wages or sal- 
aries were not reduced, or reduced but 
little, and in many cases restored 
again. For millions of others the de- 
pression lias been u bitter reality, 
and it still continues. Local proot 
of tills is the fact that the cost of 
financing the Newton Public Welfare 
Department is increasing. Instead of 
$5000 eucli w'eek being expended to 
support tlie poor in Newton, $6000 a 
week is now necessary. During the 
past six weeks 75 families have been 
added to the list of those receiving 
cid from the Newton Welfare Depart- 
ment. Tlie principal reason for this 
increase is — tlie curtailment of WPA 
projects in Newton, as elsewhere. Tin* 
number of WPA workers dropped 
from tlie payrolls of this type of Fed-* 
eral relief in Newton during recent 
weeks is 120. it is estimated that 
it will cost the taxpayers of Newton 
$400,000 tills year for welfare pur- 
poses. Director Reynolds of tlie Pub- 
lic- Welfare Department, who lms the 
arduous task of attempting to be ret 
senably Immune to the many appli- 
cants for relief, and of keeping the 
expenditures of his department as low 
ns possible, states that there are about 
200 men on tlie relief rolls who are 
ulile to work, who are willing to 
work, and who cannot obtain employ- 
ment. For most of these and their 
dependents, tills Christmas will not be 
merry. And for those who lmve been 
fortunate enough to enjoy continued 
prosperity, through no special merit 
of their own, we bespeak charitable 
consideration for the victims of our 
imperfect civilization.

Lecture and Music 
Of Harp Delightful 
Program 


On Friday afternoon, December 
11th, the West Newton Women’s Ed- 
ucational Club held its regular meet- 
ing in the Parish House of the West 
Newton Unitarian Church. A dessert- 
coffee was served from 1:30 to 2:30 
o’clock by Mrs. Louis B. Martin and 
Mrs. Emil A. Haas, assisted by the 
other members of the Hospitality 
committee. The pourers were Mrs. 
Edgar P. Hay and Mrs. John Bianchl. 

The musical portion of the after- 
noon's program was opened by Mas- 
ter Richard Haas, who sang “Away in 
a Manger,” his sister. Miss Georgia 
Haas, being accompanist. A colorful 
feature, that was most pleasing, fol- 
lowed, when the members of the Com- 
munity Service Glee Club of West 
Newton, dressed all in white, and car- 
rying red folios for their music, 
marched in singing “Hard the Herald 
Angels Sing”. A group of three old 
French Carols, "Here a Torch, Jean- 
nette. Isabelle,” "Sleep Little Dove,” 
and ‘‘Cold December Wintry Blast," 
concluded this program. 

The speaker of the afternoon, Mr. 
Kenneth distance, gave a description 
of the “Use and Development of the 
Harp" throughout the ages. He ex- 
plained thakihe Harp occupies a posi- 
tion unique in the history of music, 
as it is the oldest known musical in- 
strument. having existed in every land 
and in every age. The present-day 
use of the harp is more varied than 
ever, lie continued, and it is agreed by 
critics that it is one of the prominent 
instruments of the day, and that it 
will be more appreciated in the imme- 
diate future. Mr. distance told of the 
harp’s progress and evolution from the 
days in ancient Egypt. Babylon, and 
Ireland, and in all the countries dur- 
ing the middle ages, up to the present 
time. Charming bits of romance con- 
nected with the harp in ancient Ire- 
land were told, and Mrs. distance 
played selections on the quaint Irish 
Harp. These numbers were very old 
and of traditional interest in that 
country. High points in the mechani- 
cal improvements and inventions of 
the harp itself were described, and 
at the close of the lecture Mrs. Cub- 
ance demonstrated on the golden harp 
different tone qualities produced on 
each string, and various typical ef- 
fects, also the method of pedal ac- 
tion and arrangement. Next, Mr. and 
Mrs. Custnnce played a group of three 
numbers, “Gavotte in B Flat” by Han- 
del, “Largo" by Haydn, and the “Rain- 
bow Music.” from the "Opera Rhein- 
gold” hv Wagner. 

The lecture concluded, the Com- 
munity Service Glee Club returned to 
sing three Christmas Carols and an 
old slumber song, "Joy to the World,” 
"Silent Night,” “The First Noel,” and 
"Sleep, Little Jesus”, with the Club 
members joining in the chorus. 

With tlie playing of the “Prelude to 
Tournier”; the old Russian air, “The 
Volga Boatman”, and “Arabian Gypsy 
Fantasy," by Gehhardt, tlie Haydn 
Harp Duo brought this delightful pro- 
gram to a close.

Newtonville Woman’s Club 

Miss Margaret McGill and Mr. H. C. 
Loeffler, secretary of the Boston Mu- 
nicipal Research Bureau, spoke at the 
meeting of the Newtonville Woman's 
Club on Wednesday, December 9th. 
Tlie Legislative committee, Miss Lis- 
ette F. Henderson, chairman, spon- 
sored the event. Mr. Loeffler gave an 
explanation of the bill providing for 
proportional representation, which 
will he introduced at the next session 
of the Legislature. This method, it is 
claimed, would give minorities more 
representation. He said "wiping out 
minorities tends to defeat democracy." 
This larger recognition of the choices 
of voters, he believes, would tend to 
do away with the spirit of indifference 
expressed by those who feel that their 
votes are “thrown away.” He 
thought tills system would eliminate 
much of the "mud slinging” which pre- 
vents many men who have high quali- 
fications for leadership from going in 
to public life. Tlie tendency would 
he to have the candidates stand for 
certain issues in the life of tlie com- 
munity. representing progress. 

A demonstration of balloting ami 
counting was given in which tho audi- 
ence participated. 

Miss McGill spoke of the ways of se- 
lecting candidates for office; the for- 
mer caucus, the primaries, and nom- 
ination papers. "To find the right 
men. go to tlie organizations to which 
they belong, and see who are pulling 
the oars,” she said. She referred to 
the work of the Newton Civic Asso- 
ciation as a means of knowing some- 
thing about candidates, ns in most 
instances tlie life history of each is 
given, ami voters can judge of their 
qualifications. 

She called attention to tlie fact that 
at tlie recent city election only thir- 
ty-four per cent of the voters cast bal- 
lots.

fact that Martin had bought the land 
from the city, and when Newton was 
zoned in 1922, the zoning expert it 
had hired recommended that the prop- 
erty remain in a manufacturing zone, 
but his advice was ignored. 

Alderman Temperley said the Plan- 1 
ning Board lias favored the petition, 
the Claims and Rules Committee had 
been favorable to it, and an injustice 
had been done to Martin in 1922 when 
his property was zoned for business. 
He said it is unfair to compel a man 
to pay taxes and then deny him the 
right to use his property. Temperley 
said it is alleged that the West New- 
ton Men’s Club is opposed to the 
change, but no protests have been re- 
ceived from a club at Washington and 
Prospect sts.. or from other West 
Newton organizations. He said he has 
been consistently In favor of zoning 
restrictions, but a manufacturing plant 
such as Mr. Martin conducted is de- 
sirable. It gives employment to New- 
ton people. 

Alderman Guzzi said he had heard 
no protests from West Newton resi- 
dents against the zoning change, and 
although he is a member of the West 
Newton Men’s Club, he had heard of 
no vote taken by this club against the 
petition. He said many favor the 
change because it would probably 
bring in some industry which would 
give employment to local residents 
and take people off the welfare lists. 
He said Newton has been taking all it 
can get from Federal relief funds 
and should extend a helping hand to 
any local manufacturer. Alderman 
Scliipper took exception to an asser- 
tion made by Alderman Cronin that 
“members of the Board who were to 
vote against the petition were being 
led by the nose." 

Alderman Brocklesby asked Aider- 
man Rawson why the Claims and 
Rules Committee had changed its at- 
titude on this petition. Rawson said 
it was because additional evidence 
had been presented regarding the mat- 
ter. Alderman Guzzi asked Alderman 
Bowen to tell the members of the 
Board the reasons he gave to the 
Claims and Rules Committee, which 
swayed its opinion on the petition. 

A rising vote was taken on the re- 
port of the committee. Those voting 
to give the petitiou leave to withdraw 
were Aldermen Barwise, Bowen. God- 
dard. Hill. Inches. Jamieson. Lyon. 
McCabe. McKay. Melcher. Rawson, 
Scliipper and Walker. Those voting

Free Delivery of Mail 

Was First Tried in 1851 

During the first half of the Nine- 
teenth century the United States 
post office was simply a depot for 
incoming and outgoing mail. In 1851 
an act of congress provided for 
free delivery of mail by carriers in 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
and New Orleans. Later, street let- 
ter boxes were set up, making it un- 
necessary to go to the post office 
either to post letters or to inquire 
for mail. 

Prior to the inauguration of these 
conveniences, relates a writer in 
the Chicago Tribune, their need had 
been recognized in many cities and 
districts, and private dispatch and 
express companies had been or- 
ganized to pick up and deliver let- 
ters and parcels. Mail destined with- 
in the range of the express com- 
pany’s service was delivered to the 
addressee, while that consigned 
elsewhere was delivered to the post 
office. 

In 1860 congress made it illegal to 
operate a private express service 
between points served by the United 
States mail, except for the carrying 
o f newspapers and periodicals. 
Eventually all of the highways and 
byways were declared to be post 
roads and the private carriers were 
legislated out of existence. 


Harvard, Oldest College, 

Was Established in 1636 

Harvard, founded in 1636, is re- 
garded as the oldest college in con- 
tinental United States. William and 
Mary was founded second, in 1693. 
Grants of land had already been 
obtained in 1619 for the establish- 
ment of a collegiate institution near 
Richmond, and a collegiate school 
was established at Charles City in 
1621, states a writer in the Philadel- 
phia Inquirer. But the plan was 
frustrated by the Indian massacres 
of 1622. In 1660 the plan was re- 
newed and in 1693 a charter was 
secured from King William and 
Queen Mary by Rev. James Blair, 
who became the first president of 
the college. Yale, founded in 1701, 
is third. 

In the order of age, the other 
early universities or colleges are: 
University of Pennsylvania, 1740; 
Moravian Seminary and College for 
Women, Bethlehem, Pa., founded 
1742; Princeton University, Prince- 
ton, N. J., 1746; Brown University, 
Providence, R. I., 1764; Dartmouth 
College, Hanover, N. H., 1769, and 
Rutgers University, New Brunswick, 
N. J. f 1776. 


The Bill of Rights 

The Bill of Rights is the name 
g. ven to the first 10 amendments to 
the United States Constitution, 
probably because the English consti- 
tution in 1689 contained such a doc- 
ument. The 10 original amendments 
went into effect in 1791, having been 
adopted by congress at its first ses- 
sion. They include provisions up- 
holding the free exercise of religion, 
freedom of speech and of the press, 
the right to assemble peaceably and 
petition the government to redress 
grievances, to keep and bear arms; 
prohibiting the quartering of sol- 
diers in private homes in time of 
p ace, the illegal search and seizure 
of homes and persons, the illegal 
holding of accused persons without 
trial, imposing excessive bail or 
fines and cruel and unusual punish- 
ments; giving accused persons the 
right to speedy trial with defense 
counsel and the right to trial by 
jury; also two amendments concern- 
ing other rights retained by the 
people and by the various states un- 
der the Constitution. 


Tribe of Honey Hunters 

There is a tribe of honey hunters 
in Africa. The Wagindo men follow 
the call of the honey bird because 
it always knows where the bees’ 
hoard may be found. When the na- 
tive hears the bird’s note he drops 
his spade, leaves his crops and with 
only his spear and a firestick sets 
out to find the treasure of wild 
honey. He uses his firestick to light 
a smouldering fire to smoke out 
the bees, and then cuts down the 
tree and gathers the hoard. He al- 
ways leaves grubs of the bees for 
the bird guide. The Wagindo men 
have their own hives, which they 
set in the forest far from beaten 
tracks, and so hidden that only the 
owner himself can find them. 


The ‘‘Sam Brown” Belt 

The ‘‘Sam Brown” belt is named 
after its originator, Gen. Sir Samuel 
Joseph Browne, a most gallant Eng- 
lish officer prominent in the early 
Indian campaign and the Indian 
mutiny. General Browne served in 
India throughout the great Indian 
mutiny and Sepoy war and lost an 
arm at the battle of Seeporah, which 
really cost him his life. It was the 
loss of the arm which caused him to 
devise a new sort of saber belt 
later generally adopted by the Brit- 
ish army and also by other military 
forces. 


Peasants’ Courts 
Surrounding Valencia, Spain, are 
innumerable miles of orchards 
owned by the peasants and the dis- 
putes among them for the past 500 
years have been settled every Thurs- 
day by an elected court of the peas- 
antry itself, seven judges, each one 
representing a different irrigation 
canal and district. The decisions of 
the judges are final Slid any peas- 
ant found guilty may be deprived 
of water for his fields.

Lucy Jackson Chapter 

Observes 40th Birthday i

The name Lucy Jackson was chosen 
because the Jnckson family is one of 
the oldest and most distinguished fam- 
ilies of Newton and gave forty-four 
men to the Revolution. 

The room in which tho meetings 
nre held was beautifully decorated 
with Swedish posters and Christmas 
greens as this was our annual sale. 
During the forenoon there was brisk 
buying at the various tnbles. One of 
the most nttractlve was a collection 
of Chinese brass, antiques and jew- 
elry in chnrge of Mrs. Geo. L. Davis. 

A most satisfactory sum was real- 
ized from the Fair and at noon Mrs. 
Edgar W. Allen served a delicious 
lunch. 

At the nfternoon meeting after the 
regular opening exercises, during 
which Mrs. Amos Wells rend an ap- 
propriate Christmas poem there were 
reminiscences by live Ex-Regents. 
Miss Fannie Allen, the founder and 
Mrs. Frederick Fessenden have passed 
away and Mrs. Charles D. Meserve 
was unable to be present. 

Miss Lucy Allen, sister of the foun- 
der, and her successor in office, told 
of l he early days of the Chapter, 
when the few loyal members met at 
the homes of the members. Many 
distinguished speakers were heard at 
these meetings, various historical 
spots suitably marked and a firm 
foundation laid for the progressive 
chapter it has now become. 

Mrs. Arthur P. Friend read a most 
entertaining paper, dealing with the 
activities during her term of office, 
showing how the chapter was not only 
taking care of itself but doing much 
along charitable and patriotic lines. 
Two of the outstanding features were 
a contribution to Memorinl Hall at 
Washington and a murker for Roger 
Sherman. 

During the five year regency of 
Mrs. John Eaton, the present Chapter 
house was remodeled, the Constitu- 
tion of the Chapter rewritten and the 
Chapter Bible, so called was started. 

It contains valuable rules, hints 
and suggestions which are constantly 
consulted by officers of the Chapter. 
Mrs. Liverus Howe saw the mem- 
bership increase fifteen per cent, 
gifts made to various charities, an 
endowment fund started and u gar- 
den planted around the Chapter house. 
During the regency of Mrs. Edward 
B. Parker, a young elm tree, an off 
shoot of the Washington elm at Cam- 
bridge, was planted with a patriotic 
ceremony, many Improvements made 
in the Chapter house, various gifts 
made and membership increased. 

The Chapter house was formerly 
the old manse of St. Mary’s Church 
at Newton Lower Falls. It has been 
restored and repainted inside and 
outside and has a large collection of 
antiques, including early American 
furniture, pictures, Colonial costumes, 
antique china and glass, and house- 
hold utensils. 

At this meeting a large contribu- 
tion was made to the Crossman School 
and to disabled veterans.

And that defen 
sive trio is not inexperienced. Thomp- 
son, energetic six-foot centre and co- 
captnln of the football team last fall, 
played hockey with Ralph Sanborn’s 
intermediates last winter. Whitehead 
started the hockey season two years 
back as Gus Castoldi’s mate on de- 
fense, but he was injured early in 
the season. He is a rugged checker 
and a good skater. Huttrick has 
played some varsity hockey for two 
seasons, and has often defended the 
Brae Burn C. C. nets in other years. 

Assistant Conch T. Jerome Cutting, 
whose particular share of the coach- 
ing lies with the goalies, has Deane 
Proctor and Frank Smith of last year’s 
intermediates as understudies for 
Junle Buttrick. Coach Johnson’s sec- 
ond forward lino, which is practically 
on a par with the first trio, has Jack 
Lane at left wing, Don Manchester 
at centre and Phil “Mucker" Greene 
at right wing. Fred Nichols and Ben 
Mason, former intermediate varsity 
players, form the second defense. A 
third line luis John Barry at cen- 
tre, Albert Everts at left wing and 
Carl Cole at right wing. Jnck Car 
der, one of the brightest sophomore 
prospects on the squad, may see ac- 
tion In this line also. The third de 
fense combination is that of Bill Kin- 
ney and Tom Lahey. Dick McLellan. 
a goalie, and Paul Hugerty, a defense- 
p.an, complete the varsity squad.

m. promptly. Newton and Latin will 
play second, beginning probably at.

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Aldermen Favor 

Two Platoons 

(Continued from page 1) 


two-platoon system should lie adopt- 
ed in Newton as soon as the finances 
of the city will bear the additional 
burden, without sacrifice of more 
pressing needs or unreasonable in- 
crease of the tax rate. The commit- 
tee states that with regard to the 
protection of the city against fire, the 
welfare and morale of the firemen, 
the situation of other municipalities, 
and the management of other depart- 
ments of our own city, a two-platoon 
system is greatly preferable to the 
present system. The report says that 
a two-platoon system will give the 
firemen a more normal family life, 
avoid occasional shortages of crews, 
releive the monotony of long stretches 
of service, with existing bad affects 
on morale, character and tempera- 
ment, and conform to systems In force 
in practically all cities in Massachu- 
setts. Under the present system, New- 
ton firemen get one day off in three. 

The report states that under the 
present system, the companies are 
frequently undermanned and the two- 
platoon will correct this. The report 
makes tills comment — "Another ill ef- 
fect of the present system is the 
tedium of long hours of duty, during 
which the men must lie either in, or 
within a few feet of the station, ready 
to respond instantly to an alarm. 
This prevents them from engaging in 
any very worthwhile study, avocation, 
recreation or physical activity. The 
sudden interruption of alarms are up- 
setting to serious work, und it is hard 
to resume again where they left off, 
with the result that their turn on duty 
is largely spent in idleness, desultory 
reading, games or unimportant exer- 
cise, recreation or employment.’’ 

Another comment in the report is — 
"Even more serious is the entire ab- 
normality of their (the firemen’s) fam- 
ily life; absence from home for two 
days und two nights, followed by one 
full day and night at home, are upset- 
ting to normal family regime. The 
husband is either away too long, or 
underfoot too long at one time. Of- 
tentimes a man does not know what 
to do with himself with his one day 
off in three. IBs off time is as boring 
as his time on duty, and he gets into a 
habit of frittering his time away and 
living a more or less aimless exist- 
ence. 

“Under the two-platoon system, 
each man works either one full day or 
one full night at a time, not leaving 
the station for meals, but getting his 
meals in the station or bringing them. 
Every sixth day tho day force shifts 
to night work; on the day of the shift 
the day force staying on through the 
night, then taking the following day 
off. This means one continuous 24- 
hour tour in every 6 days, instead ol' 
during every 2 out of 3 days.” 

The report explains that the pres- 
ent force of the Newton fire depart- 
ment is 98, including officers and men. 
The two-platoon system will require 
10 additional officers and 36 firemen, 
at an additional expense to taxpay- 
ers of $89,290 for the first year, the 
expense increasing about $5000 each 
year because of step-mto sulary in- 
creases. The committee believes that 
only the extraordinary efficiency of 
the Newton fire department, under the 
able direction of Chief Randlett, has 
avoided serious fire losses on occa- 
sions when the department has been 
undermanned, and that tho proposed 
change is proper to put Newton fire- 
men on conditions enjoyed by firemen 
in other cities. It culls attention to the 
fact that Newton policemen are on 
three 8-hour shifts, hut comments that 
the police are on more continuously 
uctive duty. 

Aldermen Meet 

A regular meeting of tho Newton 
Board of Aldermen started at 8:12 
Monday night and concluded nt 12:50 
a. m. Tuesday. A recess of more 
than three hours Intervened- — from 
8:80 to 11:48, during which about for- 
ty citizens who had come to listen 
to the proceedings of the meeting, 
gradually departed for fckoir homes 
Tho only spectators to remain wen 
George .1. Martin and a fow friends, 
determined to await the action of the 


Board on Mr. Martin’s petition for a 
(linage of zone on the property he 
owns at West Newton. 

During the recess a caucus was held 
by the members of the 1937 Board 
to nominate candidates for President 
and Vice President. Tho only ab- 
sentee was Alderman Elect Fahey of 
Ward 1. President Charles B. Floyd 
of Ward 4. and Vice President Donald 
Hill of Ward 2 were renominated. 

The first matter on ttio docket was 
a hearing on the petition of Edison 
Electric Company for a permit to con- 
struct an underground conduit on 
Bridge st., Nonantum to Linwood ave., 
a distance of 1135 feet. A representa- 
tive of the company explained that 
it is for the purpose of supplying 
power to tin* Raytheon Company, man- 
ufacturers of radio tubes, and will en- 
tail no expense to other customers. 
This petition was granted. 

During the long recess the Alder- 
men argued over the Martin petition 
and discussed reports which were sub- 
mitted by special committees. These 
reports were isi a two-platoon system 
for the fire department, and new fire 
stations; and on the equalization of 
salaries for employees in various city 
departments. 

On recommendation of the Licenses 
Committee the Board granted a per- 
mit to William White to store and 
sell gasoline in connection with a 
garage at. 32 Dunstan st., West New- 
ton; 500 gallons the quantity to be 
stored. The petition of Alice deMon- 
tigny for a permit to erect a one- 
car garage at 96 Eastside Parkway 
was given leave to withdraw, because 
or land restrictions. There is already 
a two-car garage on the property. 
Leave to withdraw was given a pe- 
tition asking for pedestrian control 
of the traffic signals at Centre st. 
and Commonwealth ave. An order 
wns passed prohibiting parking of 
automobiles on the East side of St. 
James st. between the B. & A. bridge 
and Charlesbank rd. 

Alderman Rawson told the Board 
that Mayor Childs in his inaugural 
address recommended that steps be 
taken to have the big billboards near 
the corner of Commonwealth ave. and 
Walnut st. removed. Located opposite 
the city hall grounds, they detract 
from tho appearance of this beauty 
spot. Rawson stated that City Soli- 
citor Bartlett, instead of taking court 
action to compel tho removal of the 
billboards, had engaged in amicable 
conferences with the F. H. Burch 
Company, owners of the billboards, 
and the latter have agreed to remove 
the structures by December 31st of 
this yeur. 

Alderman Temperley called atten- 
tion to the fact that about a year 
ago a special committee was appoint- 
ed to study the question of the re- 
moval of snow from sidewalks. He 
said that he thought this committee 
might have made a report by July 
4th of this yeur, and he wondered if 
it. would make a report by next July 
4th. Alderman Hutchinson, speaking 
for the committee, said that it has 
held several meetings and conferred 
with tho city solicitor, hut has not 
come to any agreement. He hoped 
ii would take decisive ’action next 
Thursday evening when it meets 
again. 

Appropriations mado by the Alder- 
men included— Executive Department, 
office expense, $50; Fire Department, 
care of apparatus, $300; care of build- 
ings, $HH); Public Buildings Depart- 
ment, care of buildings, $300; Public 
Welfare Department, relief of poor. 
$20,000: mother’s aid, $2200; Soldiers’ 
relief, $1000; Street Department, fence 
on Tyler terrace, $600; garngo re- 
palr shop, $2000; Street Department, 
construction of Wuhan ave., $3-140;

MASSACHUSETTS 

At the regular meeting of the Board 
of Health held December 7. 1936, Sec- 
tion 2, Chapter 3 of the regulations 
of the Bonrd of Health wer'e amended 
by adding thereto the following para- 
graph. 

"It shall he a condition prece- 
dent to the issue of such license 
that the applicant for said li- 
cense shall own or have a lease 
of a licensed pasteurisation plant 
or have a contract with n li- 
censed pasteurization plant, the 
name of which shall he on file 
with the Board. Any delivery of 
milk by the licensee from a plant 
other than the one filed with the 
Board, will be sufficient cause for 
the cancellation of this license. 
All milk delivered under said li- 
cense shall be in bottles bearing 
on the caps the name of the plant 
in which the milk has been pas- 
teurized. This paragraph sholl not 
apply to licenses granted for the 
snle of milk in any store, shop, 
market, bakery or similar estab- 
lishment.”

Chloroform, Pain-Killing 

Anesthetic Used in 1847 

Hearing a woman crying in an- 
guish while undergoing an opera- 
tion, James Young Simpson, a Scot- 
tish medical student, vowed n cen- 
tury ago to evolve pain-killing an- 
esthetics. For years he experiment- 
ed, testing volatile liquids at grave 
personal risk. Then, one evening in 
November, 1847. he retrieved a 
small bottle of chloroform from un- 
der some waste paper in his lumber- 
room. He poured it out into three 
tumblers, and with his colleagues, 
Dr. Keith and Dr. Duncan, began 
the usual inhalation test. 

Soon they grew gloriously hilar- 
ious, their praises of the liquid’s 
delicious “bouquet” waxing more 
and more unrestrained. Suddenly, 
crashing voices seemed to penetrate 
their ear drums. Then, as if pole- 
axed, the three fell prostrate on the 
carpet. Upon recovery, Simpson was 
instantly impressed by his mental 
clarity. ‘‘This beats ether,” he mur- 
mured. So a new surgical era was 
launched, observes a writer in Tit- 
Bits Magazine. 

Previously surgeons tried to put 
their patients to sleep with hashish, 
mandragora, opium, and other 
drugs. Another grim practice, de- 
signed to numb the senses, consisted 
of constricting the patient’s carotid 
arteries. This process, if carried a 
shade too far, garrotted him. Sir 
Humphry Davy discovered in 1799 
the stupefying power of nitrous ox- 
ide. But nearly fifty 'ars passed 
before surgery enlisted i.s services. 


Origin of Chintz Goes 

Back to Indian Process 

Chintz, so beloved by the English, 
first appeared in Great Britain in the 
Eighteenth century, being brought 
by sailing ships from India. These 
first printed pieces were in the shape 
of large oblongs, just the right size 
for bedspreads. They were known as 
“Palampores.” The most popular 
design was “the tree of life,” found 
on many British manufactured 
chintzes, states a writer in the Chi- 
cago Tribune. 

The manner of making the first 
chintzes in India was such a lengthy 
and complicated process that the 
fabric brought tremendous prices. 
The demand for chintzes gnaw by 
such leaps and bounds, however, 
that soon European manufacturers 
were forced to copy them, and thus 
less expensive processes were 
evolved. 

Then some one invented the 
method of making prints all in one 
color, and the tones of blue, red, 
and mauve of that period were the 
result. France lowered the price of 
chintzes, and soon places every- 
where were entering the business. 


“Persian Lamb” 

“Persian lamb,” which has noth- 
ing at all to do with Persia, comes 
from karacul lambs three to ten 
days old. It has a tight, lustrous curl 
from the time the lambs are born. 
The curl is likely to open rapidly 
after the first day and while the 
value increases with the size of the 
pelt, it is essential that the curl re- 
main tight. Karacul is merely a 
trade name given to the lustrous, 
open type of fur which has a wavy 
moire pattern free from close curls. 
These skins are generally light in 
weight and are best if removed when 
the lambs are not more than two 
weeks’ old, although this type pelt 
does not deteriorate so rapidly as 
the lamb grows as either the broad- 
tail or the Persian lamb types. 


Right and Left Parties 

In legislative bodies of continen- 
tal Europe, the noun Right is applied 
to the party seated on the right of 
the presiding officer, and usually 
upholding the government in power 
for the time being; in some coun- 
tries, the Conservative party: op- 
posed to the Left or Liberals. This 
use of terms arose in 1791 in the 
Legislative Assembly of France, and 
has been gradually extended, says 
Literary Digest. In European poli- 
tics, the term Left designates the 
liberal, radical, or democratic par- 
ty, because its representatives usu- 
ally sit on the left side of the delib- 
erative body. 


Eating Habits in India 

Hindus are not, as a rule, meat- 
eaters. The Hindu woman does not 
eat meat. In India it is not the cus- 
tom for men to go abroad and eat 
food prepared by different people. 
The Hindu, as a rule, takes his meal 
in his own house. Fire and wood 
are to him sacred, and their pur- 
ity must be guarded. The Hindu 
woman will not cook any food with- 
out first having a complete bath, 
and she will never start any cook- 
ing without having made her pujas, 
which does not mean a prayer for 
ten minutes or so, but a complete 
disciplinary system of meditation. 


The Word Babel 

The word babel characterizes 
tumult or confusion as of sounds, 
and is pronounced be’bel (first e as 
in prey, second e as in get). Babble 
characterizes incessant idle talk; 
senseless prattle; gossip, and is 
pronounced bab’l (a as in fat). This 
word is from Middle English bubel- 
en, to prate; mumble repeatedly; 
chatter. Babel is from the Hebrew 
name of Babylon, so called from 
the association in Genesis with the 
idea of confusion, but by some schol- 
ars it has been traced to Assyrian 
bub-ilu, gate of God.— Literary Di- 
gest.

Guatemala’s Bnnnnn Crop 

Is Always Picked Green 

In Guatemala there are thousands 
of acres of banana plantations, so 
many of them that banana raising 
is one of the major industries of 
Central America, writes Martha M. 
Wendt in the Chicago American. 

Each banana plant in cultiva- 
tion has a “child plant” beside it 
to take up the work where the 
“mother” left off. Eight months’ 
time is required for a "stem” or 
bunch of bananas to mature, and 
each plant bears but one stem. 
The plants are cut down by the 
natives with a machete, and the 
bunch of bananas cut off. 

Bananas are always picked green. 
The “stems” are placed standing 
in the refrigerated compartments of 
the ship, instead of being laid one on 
top of the other. Some ships carry 
more than 50,000 bunches of ban- 
anas. which arc distributed to all 
parts of the world. 

After they arrive at iheir destina- 
tion. they are carefully handled by 
trucks or refrigerator trains, until 
they finally reach the market or the 
corner grocery store, where they 
are allowed to ripen fully. 


One of Muddiest Rivers 

The Colorado river has its head- 
waters in Colorado and Utah, and 
in the winding Green river of Wyo- 
ming. It flows through Utah and 
Arizona, forms part of the boun- 
dary between Arizona and Nevada, 
the entire boundary between Ari- 
zona and California. Seventeen hun- 
dred miles long, it drains a thir- 
teenth of the area of the United 
States, passes eighty miles through 
Mexico and empties into the Gulf 
of California. The gulf once ex- 
tended considerably farther north, 
into California, and in prehistoric 
days the Colorado river emptied 
into its eastern side. The river is 
one of the muddiest in the world; 
its burdens of silt built a huge delta 
through the middle of the slender 
gulf, separating its upper end from 
the ocean.— Literary Digest. 


“Lake of Seven Cities” 

The Island of St. Michael termed 
“Lake of Seven Cities,” comprises 
297 square miles and is 830 miles 
west of Portugal. Once famous as 
the first stopping place for Spanish 
galleons on their return from the 
West Indies, the harbor city of Pon- 
ta Delgada of nearly 250,000 popula- 
tion presents a mixture of descend- 
ants from Phoenician and Cartha- 
ginian traders to an aristocracy de- 
scendant from Portuguese nav- 
igators.

Pronghorn Not Antelope; 

Mixture of Three Others 

The pronghorn is not a true ante- 
lope; rather a cross between a deer, 
a goat and a giraffe, with a few 
characteristics of each. Zoologists 
say the Rocky Mountain goat is 
more nearly a true antelope. 

The pronghorn is one of the 
swiftest animals on foot, declares 
a writer in the Washington Star. 
He clears prodigious lengths at a 
bound, but is a better broad jumper 
than high jumper. It is said that 
a 4-foot fence will retain him. 

On their native plains pronghorns 
rely upon fleetness and alertness to 
protect them from enemies. The 
warning signal for a pronghorn 
stampede is the flash of some wary 
leader’s white tail. 

The pronghorn shares this warn- 
ing signal with the cotton-tail rab- 
bit. 

Curiosity has cost the lives of 
many a pronghorn. The timid 
beasts will pause in full flight to 
examine au unexplained object. 

Hunters often lure them within 
range by waving a rag on a stick 
while lying concealed in the grass. 


Hungarian Dances 

Hungarian popular dances faith- 
fully reflect the typical features of 
the national character. The way in 
which quick and solemn rhythms 
change in the course of a dance 
shows how seriousness is mingled 
with gayety in the Hungarian soul. 
The erect bearing, graceful floating 
gestures and quick, staccato jumps 
suggest a light, equestrian race of 
the plains such as the Hungarians 
have always been. In the Magyar 
dance the man has the leading role, 
showing that it was at first a dis- 
tinctly heroic dance. It was only 
much later that women were allowed 
to join in, and even then they had 
to obey their partners’ commands 
fully, says the Hungarian Quarterly. 


Taming Mothers-in-Law 

Part of the ritual through which 
every young Australian aboriginal 
must go when he is initiated to 
manhood is to have one of his front 
teeth smashed out with a stone. The 
tooth is kept until he marries. Then, 
with due ceremony, it is pounded 
into a powder which his mother-in- 
law must swallow. Thereafter, she 
is forbidden by tribal law to speak 
to her son-in-law. She must, in 
fact, avoid him utterly. If she 
happens to be upon a trail along 
which he is traveling, she must hide 
so that he will not see her. 


John Adams Fashionable Man 

Like all persons of rank in those 
days. John Adams wore an em- 
broidered coat, silk stockings, silver 
buckles on his shoes, and might be 
called a very fashionable man for 
that time. He is described with “his 
round, ruddy face, framed by a 
powdered wig, wearing a black vel- 
vet suit, knee breeches, yellow 
gloves, silk stockings.” He was al- 
most fanatic on the subject of titles.

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Panel ^Discussion At 

Community Forum On 

Citizen And State 


Interesting Comments On Economic And Industrial Growth 
and Future 


The Newton Community Forum dif- 
fered last Sunday from its usual pro- 
cedure in having a panel discussion 
instead of an individual speaker. The 
panel was composed of five of New- 
ton's most outstanding citizens: Dr. 
Kirtley Mather, who acted in his cus- 
tomary role of introducing the speak- 
ers and as chairman; Dr. D. Brewer 
Eddy, James R. Bancroft, Henry I. 
Harriman and Williafn Trufant Fos- 
ter. 

The subject of discussion was “The 
Citizen and the State.” Mr. Harriman 
began the major part of the discourse 
by saying that Jefferson’s theory of 
least government being the best was 
the fundamental of any successful ad- 
ministration. That a government that 
was for the people should be “by and 
of” the people. The purpose of the 
panel was to determine the proper 
bnlance between individual freedom 
and governmental regulation. Mr. 
Harriman gave a short resume of the 
building up of this country both eco- 
nomically and industrially. He said 
that it had developed by its own re- 
sources through the early years of 
pioneering and expansion, that it 
gradually raised its standards of liv- 
ing by evolving newer and n\ore effi- 
cient means of production. Because of 
this solid industrial foundation it had 
become the greatest industrial center 
of the world. Industry found its cul- 
mination in the NRA and AAA. 


Dr. Mather then asked if the prog- 
ress of the nation was only economi- 
cal and industrial and whether the 
NRA was the spontaneous result of 
this progress and demanded by the 
neonle. 

Mr. Harriman answered that it was 
not spontaneous but the farmer want- 
ed and needed relief from the tremen- 
dous pressure under which ho was 
working. It was the industrial real- 
ists who demanded 'the NRA. Is it 
likely that the NRA will be reorgan- 
ized? Decidedly— in one way or anoth- 
er. Which will mean that industry 
will carry on, on the minimum wage- 
maximum hour basis. 

Mr. Bancroft blamed the depression 
on industrial interference. He said 
that if business had been allowed to 
go on as it had been in the past, the 
depression, if it had occurred, would 
have been much less serious. What 
are conditions like in other parts of 
the world? 

Dr. Eddy, traveller and authority on 
foreign affairs, gave us a glimpse of 
enterprising Russia. He maintains 
that with the present Soviet Russia's 
lack of culture and background, it lias 
an amazing program for the individ- 
ual liberty of the people, and more- 
over, he believes that it will be car- 
ried out as soon as the people are 
capable of thinking and doing for 
themselves.

Governor Seeks To 

Force Retirement Of 

District Court Judge 

Would Name James P. Gallagher If Successful In EfFort to 
Pension Judge Bacon 


Judge William F. Bacon of Hyde 
ave., Newton, for the past nineteen 
years and a half presiding justice of 
the Newton District Court has been 
asked to retire by Governor Curley 
because he is allegedly unable to per 
form the duties of his office and has 
not been doing so since the first of 
tills year. Last Friday Boston news- 
papers carried news items which 
stated that the Governor had re- 
quested Judge Bacon to appear at the 
State House on Monday for the pur- 
pose of being examined as to his 
physical fitness to continue as pre- 
siding justice. These news -jtems also 
stated that Governor Curley intends 
to appoint James P. Gallagher as pre- 
siding justice to succeed Mr. Bacon 
and Robert W. Gallagher as Clerk of 
the Newton Court to succeed Janies 
P. Gallagher who now holds the lat- 
ter office. 

Governor Curley stated last weex 
that he had been informed that Judge 
Bacon is unnble to perform the duties 
oi his office, hence he requested the 
judge to appear before him. The 
judge did not go to the State House 
on Monday. His physicians gave the 
information that Mr. Bacon has ha 1 
a grippe attack and would not be able 
to go to the State House for a couple 
of weeks. On Wednesday Governor 
Curley announced that because of a 
mix-up in his office in notifying Judge 
Bacon, the appearance of the judge 
scheduled for last Monday, has been 
postponed until next Tuesday. The 
Governor stated that lie had com- 
municated with counsel for Jndg^ Ba- 
con and had told them that the judge 
should be advised of his rights. The 
Governor stated that a judge who has 
served twenty years and has reached 
the age of 70 is entitled to be re 
tired on a pension equalling three- 
quarters of his salary. Curley said 
that if Judge Bacon voluntarily asks 
for retirement now, he will be eligible 
tor the pension, even though he has 
served only nineteen years and six 
months, but that if the judge resists 
retirement, and h- .emrrved, ite wtt! 
not receive a pension. 

Judge Bacon was horn in Newton 
7” years ago. the son of Joseph N. 
end Sarah (Woodward! Bacon. His 
ancestors were among the earl}* set- 
tlers of Newton. He graduated from 
Newton High School, from Harvard 
College in 1SS5. and Harvard Law 
School in 1SS9. For many years lie 
lias been president of the Newton 
Savings Bank, and president of the 
Newton Cemetery Corporation. 

James P. Gallagher, mentioned as 
Judge Bacon's successor, was born in 
Watertown 54 years ago, the son of 
Owen and Anne i Ryan ) Gallagher. He 
: iov. il t<> N-wion u ln-n' a young boy 


and graduated from Our Lady’s 
School. He worked for many years 
as a postofllce clerk at Boston and 
after studying law nights at Suffolk 
Law School was admitted to the bar 
in 1920. He was appointed Clerk of 
Court in 1932. Robert W. Gallagher 
was born in Abington 26 years ago, 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. William Gal- 
lagher. About 10 years ago he came 
to Newton to reside with his uncle 
Dr. Thomas M. Gallagher of Channing 
st. Through Leverett Saltonstall he 
uas appointed a page in the House 
of Representatives and after serving 
in that position for several years he 
became associated with Dick Grant 
ir. the Yankee Network News Serv- 
ice at Station WNAC. Two years ago 
I’m was appointed assistant messenger 
on the Executive staff by Governor 
Curley. Mr. Gallagher was married 
about a month ago to Miss Mona 
Lockney of West Roxbury. 

The salary of presiding justice of 
'the Newton District Court is $3900 
per annum. The salary of the Clerk 
of Court is three-quarters that of the 
presiding justice, but this salary is 
, considerably augmented by fees re- 
ceived by the clerk as bail commis- 
sioner. At the last session of the 
Legislature a law was enacted giv- 
ing Clerks of Court In Massachusetts 
a life tenure of office. 

Governor Curley is alleged to have 
stated that Judge Bacon has been 
drawing his salary during the many 
months he has not been sitting on the 
bench, and that the associate justices 
who have been taking his place have 
lieen receiving compensation at the 
rate of $25 per day. According to the 
records of Middlesex County. Judge 
Bacon lias not been drawing any sal- 
ary since he ceased to serve at the 
Newton court, and the per diem of the 
judges who substituted for him ha-* 
been $12.89 and not $25. It is reported 
that the Massachusetts Ba’r Associa- 
tion is prepared to combat the effor> 
of Governor Curley to remove Judge 
Bacon.

Low Telephone Rates 

For Holiday Calls 


Just in time for planning holiduy 
telephone calls, Mr. Campbell, local 
muuager of the Telephone Company, 
announced today that on Christmas 
aud New Year’s Days there will he 
special reductions on long distance 
rates. 

“In general the Christmas and New 
Year’s rates will be the same as the 
night and Sunday reduced rates,” Man- 
ager Campbell explained.

Classes 
In Americanization, the Practical 
Arts, Mechanical Training, and other 
courses, are well attended and ap- 
preciated by the students. 


Christmas Seal Sale 



In trying to give the purchasers 
and prospective purchasers of Christ- 
mas Health Sens impressive reasons 
why they should participate as fully 
as possible in the organized move- 
ment to combat tuberculosis, there 
seems no better means than to quote 
(with permission) from an article by 
Leigh Mitchell Hodges in the De- 
cember number of Readers Digest. 

"If newspapers of December 10, 
1907, had said that small hits of 
paper sold in Delaware the day before 
at a penny apiece would in 30 years 
lead to saving $2,500,000 lives, no 
one could have believed it. By 
January, the first sale had netted 
$3,000; the second seal sale brought 
in $135,000, and last year's cam- 
paign brought a total of nearly $83,- 
000 . 000 . 

"Just how has the Seal helped in 
reducing our annual tuberculosis 
death rate from 179 per 100,000 in 
1907 to 54 today? First, becuuse of 
its power to spread tht good news, 
which is still news to many people, 
that this terrible malady is prevent- 
able, and if taken in time, curable. 
Second, it lias proved an ideal means 
for enlisting a group elfort.” (When 
Miss Emily P. BIssell of Wilmington, 
Del., first launched tho sticker sale 
in this country there were 20-odd 
tuberculosis clinics.) “Today there 
are nearly 1,000 which through the 
aid of the Seal funds, sponsor med- 
ical and social research and dem- 
onstrate methods of control. The total 
number of public health nurses then 
interested in tuberculosis could have 
been counted on two hands. Now 
more than half our 20,000 such 
nurses give lull or part time to tuber- 
culosis patients. 

"In 1907 there were no open-air 
schools or preventoriums for chil- 
dren. Now the number of such de- 
fenses exceeds 1200, ami child in- 
terest in the Christmas Seal has 
made every school in the land a sort 
of information booth for knowledge 
which keeps children from having to 
go to such places. Five per cent of 
the proceeds from your purchase of 
Christmas Seals Is turned over to the 
National Tuberculosis Association; a 
small percent (ten in Massachusetts) 
goes to state associations. The rest 
goes to work in your own community. 

“Tuberculosis still takes some 70,- 
000 lives in the United States each 
year. It still is our leading killer of 
those between 15 and 40. It is es- 
sential. then, that the National Tu- 
berculosis Association continue to 
study methods of early detection and 
keep up its relentless search for a 
positive euro. There are today 21 sep- 
arate scientific bodies working with 
its committees on medical research to 
find an effective serum. Grants from 
the Association of funds obtained by 
the sale of Seals have made this in 
qulry pus ible. Already the commit- 
tee has improved a way to llml out 
whether or not tuberculosis is silently 
ut work in the body. With the per- 
fected Tuberculin Test, anyone can 
know for sure within 48 hours. 

"Nearly a million tubereiilin tests 
were made in the United States last 
year, and they are rapidly coming into 
use throughout the world. If the 
Christmas Seal had done nothing more 
than make possible a world census o. 
tuberculosis, it would deserve a place 
on •■very piece of mail matter through- 
out i lie whole year. For the first neei 
in a fight is to locate the foe.” 

Literature on Tuberculosis is dis- 
tributed by our Newton Heulth De- 
parents and adults 
through the libraries, and to the pupils 
"i the 7th, 9th, and 11th grades in 
the public schools. 

For tlie past two or three years in 
Newton, the returns from tho Seal 
sab* have advanced over the receipts 
lor the • i just previous, but have 
not nearly reached the receipts of t..e 
pre-depression period. The assurance 
that the money is devoted to a work 
so coinmeuduble and so necessary 
should awaken in all tho desire to join 
tin* crusade ugainst Tuberculosis, and 
purchase as many as possible of the 
stamps which stand for physicul sal- 
>ution for so many people.

Here in Massachusetts are huge plants 
with the latest equipment ami machin- 
ery for gambling on a gigantic scale. 
At these gambling centres day after 
day during most of the year many 
thousands of dupes go to he fleeced of 
their own money and money which 
does not belong to them. We read of 
men holding public positions of trust 
having been arrested for embezzle- 
ment of money which was lost In 
gambling at theso race tracks. It is 
iegal to go to an authorized gambling 
place where one can lose a minimum 
of $2 on each of eight or more rnces 
daily or nightly, hut it is criminal to 
bet a nickel or a dime on a number 
pool, or to gamble on the horse races 
away from the tracks. Consistent, 
isn't it? 

The two Cambridge young men who 
occupy important places in the af- 
fairs of Massachusetts, Governor-Elect 
Hurley, and Attorney General Dover, 
will continue to win the approval of 
the people of this State if they persist 
in their present attitude toward good 
government. Mr. Hurley by Ids acts 
and statements shows that lie will give 
this Commonwealth a welcome change 
from the kind of administration it lias 
lmd the past two years. He will find 
it difficult at times to hew to the line, 
but we believe ids inclinations are 
right, and that ho will he well ad- 
vised. He is not of the arrogant, 
sl\ow-off type, and Ids comment that 
tho State lias seen enough of gold- 
braid, and that during Ids administra- 
tion business will be carried on “with- 
out fanfare,” should enhance Ids pop- 
ularity. 

Attorney General Dover’s ruling on 
tlie Quahhin rucket curbed the perni- 
cious activity of tho Executive Coun- 
cil and probably saved the taxpayers 
of Massachusetts a large sum of 
money. 

At the last meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen the welcome information 
was given that tho largo billboards 
which have been an eyesore for years 
near the corner of Commonwealth 
ave. and Walnut st., opposite City 
Hall, would ho removed before the end 
of this month. At the same meeting 
a petition was received from Israel 
Nesson of Boston asking that the site 
of the billboards and other laud 
hounded by Commonwealth ave.. Wal- 
nut st. and Lakeview ave. he changed 
front single resident '<• business

zone. It is more than a safe bet that 
the Board of Aldermen will not grant 
the petition. 

We saw a picture in a newspaper 
the other day. It showed twenty men 
who are prisoners in jails at and near 
Pittsburgh grouped around tho grave 
of a victim of a drunken driver. Theso 
men had been brought from the jails 
and compelled to stand near the 
grave while a judge chided them. 
Drunken drivers are much more sev- 
erely punished in Pittsburgh than they 
are in Massachusetts. In this State 
few of them are sent to prison and 
many are not even fined. While not 
minimizing the dnnger to lives nnd 
safety of the public caused by drunk- 
en drivers, in our opinion many more 
automobile accidents are caused by 
speeders and reckless drivers who are 
not drunk. These potential murder- 
ers are not, to n large degree, even 
summoned Into court. Tlielr cases are 
fixed. And If they are brought into 
court, their cases are frequently 
placed on file, or they are given 
suspended sentences, or some other 
equally severe punishment. 

It is proposed to spend about $8,000,- 
000 in Boston for by-passes and other 
traffic aids to relieve traffic conges- 
tion in that city. Most of the pro- 
posed improvements to facilitate 
traffic are planned for the outskirts of 
Boston. Most of the traffic conges- 
tion is at intown Boston. Millions of 
dollars can he spent on the planned 
projects, and tho congestion will con- 
tinue in Boston while trucks and cars 
;nv permitted to park double, and t<> 
park in prohibited areas. Another 
cause of traffic congestion in Boston 
is tlie loading and unloading of huge 
trucks and trailer units. These ex- 
tend the width of an ordinary street 
and effectively block traffic. 

In 1929 and 1930 civic nnd fraternal 
organizations, uplift and Pollynnna as- 
sociations, Main Streeters and Bab- 
bitts joined in attempting to delude 
themselves and the American people 
that there was no depression, that 
“prosperity was just around the cor- 
ner.” During the ensuing years most 
persons in this country gradually be- 
ci'ine aware that there was a depres- 
sion. For the past year the slogan 
has been — “the depression Is over.” 
Since the election last month with 
wage and snlary increases having 
been granted to hundreds of thou- 
sands, and with many other thou- 
sands receiving large bonuses, it 
would appear timt the depression ac- 
tually is over.

Illustrated Lecture 

An illustrated lecture was given in 
the auditorium last Friday morning 
to the members of the grammar and 
high school classes. 

Fr. Thompkins, S. J., from Boston 
College, delivered a most enlightening 
and enjoyable exposition on the activi- 
ties of the North American martyrs 
and on the life and extraordinary 
sanctity of one of their converts, 
Kateri Tekakwitha, a little Indian 
maiden, known as the “Lily of the 
Mohawks,” whose cause for canoniza- 
tion is at present being petitioned. 

Kateri Tekakwitha, whose grave be- 
came an object of veneration for ev- 
ery race, was one of the most notable 
Indian converts. She was a model of 
faith, prayer, modesty, industry, love 
of the Blessed Sacrament and of the 
Mother of God. She died April 17, 
1660. Her grave above the St. Law- 
rence, at Auriesville, surmounted by 
a large cross, is a place of pilgrimage. 
Proceedings for her beatification now 
before the Sacred Congregation of 
Rites have reached an advanced 
stage. It is said in Vatican circles that 
she may lie declared “Blessed” some 
time in 1937 and may achieve her 
canonization as a saint in 1939. 

The Flying Missionary 

On Sunday evening a group of Our 
Lady’s pupils attended a motion pic- 
ture entitled “A Missionary’s Last 
Testament,” which was screened at 
Symphony Hall. 

The Rev. Paul Schulte, an Oblate of 
Mary Immaculate, well known as 
“The Flying Missionary,” appeared in 
person and explained the origin, na- 
ture and progress of Miva, a Mission- 
ary Communications Association 
which he founded in 1927.

Red Cross Warns Against 

Holiday Accidents 

In an effort to prevent the trag- 
edies which inevitably strike a certain 
number of homes during the holiday 
season, the American Red Cross lists 
he following precautions asking that 
they he followed: 

1. Anchor the Christmas tree to a 
firm base away from the fireplace or 
heating unit. 

2. If possible, use only fire resistant 
lecorations. and while hanging them 


nse a sturdy step-ladder. Be sure 
the braces are firmly locked before 
you go up. 

3. Inspect all light sets rarefully 
for bad insulation and other causes 
of short circuit before placing them 
on the tree. 

4. If candles are used to light the 
tree, an adult should be in the room 
while they are burning. 

5. Don’t let Santa Clnus smoke, and 
don’t allow him too near the fireplace. 
His suit is generally highly inflam- 
mable. 

6. Where fireworks are used to cel- 
ebrate the holidays an adult should 
supervise. 

7. Insist on safe film for motion 
picture machines, and carefully ex- 
plain the use of mechanical and elec- 
trical toys. 

S. See that "safe" hills are pro- 
vided for coasting, and caution the 
children about hitching their sleds to 
automobiles. 


Health Report 

For November 


The report of the Newton Health 
Department for November states that 
47 deaths occurred in the city dur- 
ing the month; 23 males and 24 fe- 
males. Among the causes of deaths 
were — pulmonary tuberculosis. 2: can- 
cer. 2: leukemia. 1; alcoholism, 1: 
cerebral hemorrhage. 7; Parkinson's 
disease. 1: heart diseases. 14; arterio- 
sclerosis, 4; bronchopneumonia. 5; lo- 
bar pneumonia, 1; automobile acci- 
dents. 2. 

Communicable diseases reported 
during the month included — scarlet 
fever. 5; measles, 1: mumps. 31; 
whooping cough. 6: chicken pox, 10; 
pulmonary T. B.. 4. 

The Health Department announced 
recently that it will distribute free 
to Newton physicians a scarlet fever 
preventive known as placental extract. 
This extract is received from the 
State Health Department and its ef- 
ficacy has been proved by many tests. 
Less than 9% of persons exposed to 
scarlet fever have contracted the die 
ease after having taken the new ex- 
tract. which was discovered by Dr. 
Charles .McCann of the Children’s Hos 
pital.

CANTABS TRIM GREEN 
NEWTON SEXTET 4 TO 1 

In Opening Game of League 
Hockey Season 

Newton High’s new hockey tenm, 
short of skating and team practice, 
took a 4-1 setback from Cambridge 
Latin to start off the season last Sat- 
urday at the Heston Garden.

Mr. Foster questioned very strongly 
or what to say under a government 
that calls itself democratic. Two- 
thirds of tlio world 1ms no freedom 
of speech and ours is the only largo 
the ability of any person to he a 
• Rugged Individual" in the literal 
sense of the word. He said that each 
of us is too close to those around its 
and too dependent upon the common 
requirements to he absolutely free, but 
we have minds of our own and no one 
has the right to tell us what to think 
country that has it. It must be main- 
tained. 

Dr. Mather was called upon to ex- 
press himself on the subject of the 
teachers’ oath bill, lie feels that If we 
wish to remain a democracy we must 
see to it that individuals who have 
ideas like that behind the teachers’ 
oath are prevented from making such 
laws hard and fast. That bill was not 
the desire or the idea of the masses. 

Finally the subject of honest adver- 
tising was brought up by Mr. Foster. 
He believes that undoubtedly the best 
way to Improve the quality of products 
and to eliminate graft is to revolution- 
ize the advertising industry and put 
it on a Consumers Research basis, 
where the truth and nothing hut the 
truth is told about any product placed 
before the consumer. It will he hard 
on some corporations if this enforce- 
ment goes through as well as on the 
advertising business, hut It is for the 
interests of the consumer.

Newton Murderer 

Given Pardon 


add Newton MURDERER given pardn 

Among the group of murderers giv- 
en pardons by Governor Curley and a 
majority of the Governor’s Council on 
Wednesday was Wilfred Dart, who six 
years ago last summer murdered 
Charles J. Bernard in this city. Dart, 
a former resident of Bacon st., New- 
ton, shot Charles J. Bernard of Boston 
as the latter was seated in his auto- 
mobile on Pearl st., near Jackson rd., 
Newton. The two men had allegedly 
been engaged in a gambling racket 
and had been in some disagreement. 
Dart pulled a revolver from his pock- 
et, shot Bernard, then calmly walked 
to a small store nearby, from where 
he telephoned to some friend. He then 
continued on towards Watertown and 
made a getaway. Bernard drove his 
car to Newton Corner, where he met 
Patrolman Jenkins near tile corner of 
Washington and Bacon sts. He in- 
formed the officer that he had been 
shot and then collapsed. He was taken 
to the Newton Hospital, where he soon 
died of his wound. 

Months after the murder had been 
committed New’ton police captured 
Dart at a camp in an Isolated section 
of Hingham. Dart was convicted of 
murder in the Middlesex Superior 
Court at Cambridge on Nov. 13, 1931, 
and sentenced to life imprisonment.
